WEATHER .  Delightfully  warn  weather  thruout  the  report  period     has  kept 
travel  in  a  pleasant  mood.  High  temperature  96,  low  55,  precipitation 
1*55  inches* 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES*  7/ll,  to  Farmington  for  plumber's  rod  and  supplies, 
T/l% ,  to'l'burBngo'"l'Yor  City»s  sewur  rod,  7/6,  a  group  of  10  boys  of  Ansel 
Kall«(ttesa  Verde  )tours  wore  in  from  Colorado,   7/3  a  group  of  12  boys 
and  3  adults  under  the  saue   ioaderahip  visited,   7/lG  To  Farmington  for 
drainage  ditch  supplies,   7/lG  52.   students  from  Ifniv*  Eew  -laxico  visited, 
7/20  to  Durango  to  return  borrowed  equipment  from  the  City* 

MA.IKTKNAHCE.     Of  unusal  concern  has  been  the  stoppage  of  the  drainage 
cTitch  at  i^e  east  end.  Tflfe  have  been  working  most  earnestly  since  16th 
to  free  the  pipe  of  mud  and  fine  gravel, but  todate  have  been  unsuccess- 
ful because  of  lack  of  proper  equipment.  The  drainage  tile  bocrjae  stopp- 
ed because  of  surface  irrigation  which  Inadvertently  overflowed  upon 
the  monument  grounds  from  lands  north  of  the  monuu*>ni«  The  equipment 
which  was  borrowed  to  clean  out  the  pipe  is  of  emergency  character  and 
could  be  obtained  for  only  short  periods  which  did  not  allow  for  casn- 
pletion  of  the  work*  At  present  we  now  puup  water  from  the  last  open 
manhole  to  keep  normal  drainage  going* 

IhTEKPIZCTIVS  SSareCBS.  There  were  1C03  people  oonducted  in  238  trips 
thru  the  ruins  and  18 &3  visitors  in  291  trips  shown  tho  museum. 

IKCiSJvSK  Oi:  DECREASE  IN  TRaYI'L.  Travel  continues  to  run  over  3  times 
that  for  July  a  year  ago  with  1853  visitors  in  530  cars  from  33  states 
and  3  froeign  countries  —  Canada,  Panama,  Philippine  I3I6.  There  were 
4  members  of  the  armed  forces*

There  follows  i  report    of  activities  at  BanaeHer  «*+ior.al  Monu- 
ment  for  the  period  ending  Judy  30,   lt4c. 

Heather  end  Roads 

The  weather  has  been  hot  and  dry  for  the  most  part*     imximum 
of   101°  was  recorded   on  the   26th.     We  had  one  fcood  rain  of   .78"   on  the 
l&th,  but   it  will  take  far  iuore  than  that  to  offset  the  prolonged 
drouth  of  the  past  two  seasons.     Almost  aaily  lightning  stones  ahve 
kept  us  on  the  alert,     we  have  hal   11  fires  during  the  month,  bat 
have  managed  to  hold  them  to  a  minimum  aoreage  burned.     Largest  fire 
covered   2%  acres. 

The  approach  road   is  still  a   storm  center  of  criticism.     The 
word  has  t  otten  around  generally  about  the  o  and  it  ion  of  the  road  to 
the  monument  and  Santa  it  business  men  as  well  as  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce advise  people  not  to  risk  their  cars  and  their  neoks  to  make  the 
trip,      fe  had  promises  that  the   State   Highway  Department  would  come 
to  our  rescue  this  month,  but  nothinfc,  lias  been  done.      Genuine  tourist 
travel  has  dwindled  to  a  trickle  alt  no  hardy  natives  oome   in  droves. 

Inspections. 

Engineer  Paul  V'iller  from  the  Regional  Cff ice   inspected   our 
roads  July  3rd.     Architect   Lyle  Bennett  called  at  the  Monument  to 
check  with  the  Operator  on  problems  connected  with  the  rehabilitation 
of  the   Lodge. 

Travel 

A  record  for  attendance   on  a  single  day  was  set  July  4th  when 
407  people  were  checked   in.     3,186  people  carae  to  the  monument    in 
732  vehicles.     This   is  only  slightly  over  the  3,094  reported  for  June. 

5  was  collected   in  entrance  permit  fees  as  compared  to  $2t.2  for 
last  month.     An  analysis   of  the  travel  reveals  that   out   of  state 
travel  is  very   low*     *ost    oi   the  visitors  seem  to  be   local  people 
from  Los  Alamos  and  Santa  Fe.     The  Santa  ?e  Chamber  of  Commerce 
reports  that  travel  to  Santa  r'e   is  above   ld41  but   is  not  reaching 
the  expectations  of  earlier   in  the   s  ason.     Soaroity  of  new  cars, 
tires  and  generally  diff  joult  travel  conditions  are  given  as  the  reaaon. 
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Interpretive  Aotivitles. 

1561  peoj  le  ware  guided  through  the   ruins   in  149  tripe  which 
averaged  64  minutes  eaoh.     One  eampf ire  talk  was  given  during  the  month. 
The  campground  and   Lodge  were  not  used  as  expensively  in  July  as 
during  June  and  this  probably  accounts  for  the   small  number  of  evening 
interpretive  talks* 

The  addition  of  another  seasonal  ranger  was  a  relief  to  Rangers 
Keefe  and  Joe  Thomas  who  were  runnin.    a  merry-^  o-rour.d  schedule  to 
the  Cave  Kiva  and  back  each  hour  di-ring  ths  day.     Mow  when  Custodian 
Thomas  or  Sanger  Eden  are  around,   it   is  possible  for  the  Fanger 
Guide  to  take  his  visitors   on  through  the  Long  house*     On  some  days  during 
the  week  it   is  still  necessary  to  return  each  hour* 

Two  interpretive   projects  were  completed  during  the  mnth. 
Fanger  Thon.as  has  completed  his  arrangement  and  oa  aloging  of  the 
kodachroire  slides  file.     A  handy  guie  was  prepared  to  enable  personnel 
to  readily  locate  slides   in  the  file.     Fanger  Feefe  oompleted  the 
interpretive  map  of  the  monument.     It  has  been  mounted   in  front   of  the 
Museum  Lobby  and   is  much  used  by  visitors  and  rangers   in  Interpretive 
work.

Maintenance* 

The  generator   on  the  new  d less  1  plant  burned   out  again  durv 
the  month  resulting  in  oostly  repairs  and  interruption  of  service. 
On  another   occasion,  the  refrigeration  system  in  the   Lod^e  failed  and 
cost  the  Operator  a   loss    in  food.     The  telephone   line  has  managed  to 
be   out   of  order  when   it  was   irost  needed.     Laat  month  at  the  time   of 
a  serious  aoaident  the  line  was  broken  in  the  military  reservation. 
On  June  1  th  when  we  had  five  fires  burning,  the  Army  had  the   line 
cut   on  the   Ctowi  Section.     Again  on  June  19th  when  we  had  another 
fira  emergency,  the  Army  had  the  line  down.     By  dint  of  hard  work 
we  oan  keep  the  phone  working  about   one  day  out   of  three.     This  has 
also  seriously  hampered  the  Operator  and   inconvenienced  the  public. 
Most  people  fear  they  cannot  get  accommodations  at  the  monument  and 
oall  before  they  come  out.     When  tley  can't  get  through,  they  either 
don't  come   or  take  accomodations   in  Santa  Fe. 
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tte  have  finally  received  approval  from  the   Secretary's   office 
of  the  $14*000  project   of  rehabilitating  the  Lodge.     It  has  been  agreed 
with  the  contractor  to  defer  the  work  until  September  when  the  Lodge 
will  probably  be  closed* 

Pafk  Operator 

The  Lodge  has  suffered  from  lack  of  trade  to  such  an  extent 
that  permission  has  been  asked  to  olose  August   1.     The  condition  of 
the  approaoh  raod  and  lack  of  telephone   facilities  has  so  discouraged 
tourists  frost  coming  to  the  monument  that  not  enough  patronage   is 
be   obtained  to  warrant  the  expense   of  operations* 

Law  Enforcement 

Enforcement   of  our  regulations  has  beoome  a  problem,     filth 
tourists*  we  have  usually  been  able  to  bluff  our  way  along*  they  did 
not  guess  that  we  have  no  machinery  for  enforcing  our  rules*     The 
07's  and  construction  men  from  Los  Alamos  have  found  out  that   our 
rules  have  no  teeth  in  them  so  proceed  to  do  pretty  much  as  they 
please*     We  had  hoped  that  the  U*   3*  Commissioner^  Court  *$>/  set 
up  on  the  Otowi  Section  would  be  a  help  in  curbing  speeding*  picking 
flowers*  trespassing  the  ruins*  and   other  minor  violations*  but  h-  ve 
learned  with  sorrow  that  the  court  has  no  jurisdiction  over  violations 
of  National  Park  Service  rules  and  regulations*

wildlife 

Bears  are  frequently  seen  in  the  Canyon  above  headquarters  and 
a  big  one  was  seen  nesr  the  ruins  by  a  party  of  tourists*     Excitement 
was  high  one  morning  when  a  number  of  campers  in  the  campground  sleeping 
on  the  ground  without  tents  discovered   large  bear  tracks   in  the  road 
only  a  few  feet  from  their  sleeping  bags*     Beaver  are  constructing 
q  4am  in  the  creek  a  short  distance  above  Tyuonyi*     Tlis  is  the  closest 
approach  to  Headquarters  they  have  come  within  the  memory  of  anyone 
here*     Deer  are  numerous  olose  to  the  ruins  and  campground  to  the 
delight   of  the  visitors* 

<tocidents* 

A  truck  earrying  a   load   of  soldiers  from  Lcs  Alamos  hit  a  dust 
hole  and   overtruned   on  our  approaoh  road*     Several  of  the  men  wire 
seriously  injured  and  hospitalised*  but  details   of  the  could  not  be 
learned  because   of  "security  reasons" •     The  men  had  visited  the  monument 
and  were  returning  to  Los  Alamos  when  the  aooident   occurred  about 
8  miles  north  of  Headquarters* 
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Cur  first   "fire  bust"   of  the   season   occurred  July  10th  when 
a  dry  lightning  storm  sot  fir*  fires   in  th«  monument  and  olose  to  the 
boundary*     The   fires  war*  controlled  the  night   of  July  1th  without 
becoming  too  serious*     The   largest  burned  only  2*5  acres*     Another 
lightning  fire   ocourred   on  the   16th*     On  July  19th  a  dry  lightning 
storm  set  4  fires   in  the  monument*     About  an  hour   later*  a  heavy 
rain  occurred  which  extinguished  three   of  them  before  the  fire 
crews  got  to  them*     The  fourth  was  oonfined  to  one  tree*     July  28th 
a  2  aore  fire   occurred  close  to  the  Upper  Crossing*     It,  too,  was 
set  by  lightning*     In  all,   our  orew  answered  the  alarm  to  11  fires 
during  the  month*     It  seems  that  about  all  we  have  got  done   is  to  run 
to  fires*     Fortunately  we  have  had  a   little  moisture  so  that  fires 
have  not  spread  as  fast  as  they  would  h«ve   in  June*     The  situation 
is  still  critical,  however* 

Personnel 

Dean  Mo  Clanahan  entered  on  duty  as  seasonal  ranger  July  11  (he 
arrived  at  the  monument  the  night   oi   the  lw-th  and  was  immediately 
sent   out  to  fight  fire  all  night  and  the  next  day*     Dean  is  a  student 
at  Colorado    Aggies  and  is  majoring  in  a  course  aimed  at  preparing 
students  for  fmrk  I  angers.     Colorado  Aggies  is  said  to  be  one   of  the 
two  oolleges   in  the  United  states  that  attempts  to  train  men  specifically 
for  park  work*

Iktional  Monument  during  June,  1946* 

Weather 

The  extreme  dry  spell  was  finally  broken  during  the  month  with  a 
total  of  2*62  inches  of  rainfall*   This  oaae  in  several  showers  but 
was  mostly  contained  in  two  rains  of  almost  oloudburst  proportions  of 
•87  inches  and  1*25  inches  respectively*  Reads  and  trails  were  damaged 
to  some  extent  by  washing  but  the  smiling  faces  of  both  traders  and 
navejes  attest  the  faet  that  this  will  mean  added  pounds  en  the  fall 
erop  of  lambs*    A  sovirtswBi  temperature  of  97  degrees  and  a  minimum  of 
51  degrees  was  reoerded  during  the  month. 

Adainistrati  en 

Catching  up  the  loose  ends  of  the  last  Fiscal  year  took  considerable 
time  along  with  ether  administrative  duties*  Two  trips  were  made  to  Gal- 
lup during  the  month  for  supplies  and  repair  work* 

vsb  ye 
aaintenance 

All  tools*  Fire  and  otherwise  were  repaired,  sharpened*  and  the 
handles  oiled*   The  east  Oarage  was  rearranged  and  the  safer  storage 
of  all  Altifaots,  herbarium,  etc.  was  made  possible*  The  Pump  engine 
gave  up  the  ghost  and  another  was  assembled  from  miscellaneous  parts 
of  two  ethers*  Rsads  were  graded  to  White  House  overlook  and  seme  repair 
work  was  necessary  after  two  heavy  rains* 

Soil  and  Moisture 

The  revetment  project  at  Antelope  House  was  completed  en  July  2* 
This  will  prove  invaluable  as  a  protective  measure  as  already  it  has 
turned  the  flew  of  two  medium  sized  runs* 
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Vlltors 

Two  members  ef  the  Swedish  Legation,  Die  Eerdenskield  end  Sten 
Lenender  visited  the  Canyons  in  oempany  with  officials  ef  the  Office 
ef  Indian  Affaire  the  latter  part  ef  /one*   16%  Herdensldeld  is  a 
seoend  eeusin  ef  the  Baron  Herdensldeld  ef  Archeolegioal  nete  whe 
first  excavated  at  Mesa  Verde*  He  seemed  impressed  mostly  by  the 
fast  that  out  here  in  such  an  isolated  area,  he  should  find  the  first 
sen  in  the  United  States  to  pronounce  his  nans  correctly*   I  told 
him  that  he  would  find  a  Tory  fine  collection  ef  archeolegioal  material 
ef  this  section  in  the  Swedish  national  Museum  in  his  native  country* 
Ho  later  remarked  te  officials  of  the  Indian  Service  that  he  felt  that 
the  Swedish  collection  should  be  returned  te  the  United  States  as  a 
gesture  of  friendship  and  would  investigate  the  possibility  when  he 
returned  te  Sweden* 

Other  visiters  include  Gerry  Pierce,  noted  etcher  and  T/ater-oelorisrt, 
Tmbel  Gleriby,  Artist  and  designer  from  New  York,  whe  is  doing  Indian 
portraits  in  Cento  ©rayon,  and  Arthur  Wodward  and  his  group  ef  lads  from 
Ansel  H«li* s  boys  explorers  camp* 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.N.  Ravanaugh  ef  the  iff ice  ef  land  Utilisation  visited 
the  area  en  July  4* 

Travel 

Travel  continues  on  the  up-grade  with  358  visiters  this  month  and 
a  total  of  1266  for  the  travel  year* 

Interpretive  Services 

Tilth  the  obtaining  ef  a  Temporary  ranger  it  has  been  possible  te 
utilise  a  regular  schedule  of  conducted  tours  and  te  increase  out 
service  te  the  Public.  With  the  increase  in  travel  it  is  becoming 
difficult  to  find  time  for  the  countless  ether  small  jobs  that  present 
themselves  in  an  area  ef  this  type. 

Hature  Observation 

What  almost  proved  te  be  a  miner  calamity  was  t  hrust  upon  the  Custodian 
by  an  unexpected  nocturnal  visitor  exploring  the  premises  for  food.  He 
found  this  in  a  Jam  bottle  which  had  been  thrown  away  and  get  his  head 
tightly  stuck  in  said  bottle*  The  bottle  being  toe  heavy  te  lift,  and 
the  thin  layer  of  berry  jam  which  obscured  his  vision,  this  prowler,  whe 
was  a  Skunk  (in  every  meaning  ef  the  word)  found  his  way  to  the  front 
perch  wher  he  was  besieged  by  several  dogs  and  began  spraying  in  self 
protection.  He  refused  te  move  until  it  was  finally  decided  te  extricate 
his  head  from  the  bottle.  This  proved  to  be  a  great  mistake  but  it  was 
finally  managed  and  Mephitis  lophitis  ambled  en  his  merry  way  leaving  us 
a  reminder  ef  his  presence  which  will  not  soon  be  forgotten*

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  Chaco  Canyon  National 
Lonuroent  for  July,  1946. 

VISITORS.     A  total  of  two  hundred  and  seventeen  persons  visited  Chaco 
Canyon  i.ational  1  onur.ont  during  this  report  period.     These  visitors  came 
in  seventy-eight  cars.     Four  :.»:abers  of  the  armed  force  were  contacted. 
Five  written  requests  were  answered.     The  camp-ground  received  much 
usage  thi3  moiith;  one  party  of  sixteen  using  the  facilities  for  nine 
nights,  bringing  a  total  visitor  count  to  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven. 

States  represented  were:  New  llexleo  with  S9  cars;  California,  11; 
Colorado,  5;  Montana,  $;  Texas,  5;  Oklahoma,  17;  New  Jersey,  2;  one  car 
from  the  following  states:  Connecticut,  Utah,  Ohio,  Arizona,  Indiana  nnd 
Nebraska. 

FEES.     The  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  plus  five  cent  tax  was  nut  into  operation 
on  July  1.     Seventy- two  tickets  were  sold;  eighty-five  complimentary  tickets 
were  issued:  Dr.  Arthur  v  oodward  and  party  of  fifteen  archaeological  students; 
Dr»  Paul  Belter  and  party  of  fifty-seven  archaeological  students  from  the 
University  of  New  Mexico;   end  eleven  others. 

HyTRSPRETATIVE  atactics.     Thirty-nine  groups  consisting  of  one  hundred 
seventy-five  visitors  were  conducted  through  Pueblo  Bonlto.     The  seme 
number  of  visitors  were  shown  the  museum  exhibits.     Fifty-three  persons 
stopped  at  headquarters  who  desired  information  only. 

CONTACT  TIME.     Total  contact  time:  5005  minutes;  Ihiin  tripe:  2995  minutes; 
Museum  time:  1260  minutes;  Information  time:  750  minutes.

INCRSASS  Bt  TKAVLI.     Travel  has  slightly  decreased  from  the  June  travel 
figures.  "  However,  it  is  holding  high  when  compared  to  one  hundred  fifty- 
seven  for  July  of  last  year.     Of  those  visitors  only  sixty-sight  were 
conducted  through  Pueblo  Bonito. 
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HEWSWKllil  TISXTCRS.     Dp,  Arthur  Woodward  and  party,  who  spent  considerable 
time  in  the  canyon  making  a  surrey  of  pictographa;  Dr.  Paul  Better  and  party 
of  archaeological  students  on  a  inssmr  field  trip  extending  through  the 

Southwest* 

AIR  TRAVEL.  The  proposed  air  line,  Thunderbird  Air  Service,  has  not  yet 
brought  toy  visitors  to  the  monument.  An  airport  was  leveled  about  six 
Biles  from  headquarters  along  the  north  approach  road  into  the  canyon. 
The  air  strip  was  built  by  the  KcKinlay  County  bladers.  Hope  is  high 
that  the  service  will  soon  begin  and  bring  in  more  visitors  to  enjoy  our 
spectacular  ruins  from  both  the  air  and  by  conducted  tours. 


WEATHER  C0SDITI083.  The  weather  has  been  very  hot  but  has  brought  sobs 
rains  which  were  greatly  welcome.  The  wwTljwsn  of  99  degrees  was  reached 
on  July  10.  The  minimum  of  42  degrees  occurred  on  June  29.  Bain  fell 
on  July  4,  6,  11,  12,  17,  IB  and  20  with  total  precipitation  amounting  to 
•94.  Todate  there  has  not  been  any  flow  down  the  Chase  Wash,  nor  any 
waterfalls  in  the  canyon. 

AFPBPACH  ROADS.  Both  approach  roads  are  in  good  condition.  The  road  In 
the  canyon  is  in  better  condition  after  the  rains.  The  main  highway  be 
Aztec  sad  Blocatf lsld,  Sew  Mexico  finally  was  biased  and  there  le  no  danger 
of  becoming  stuck  in  the  sandy  pits  that  once  dotted  the  road. 


RADIO  COHTACT.  After  having  the  Chaco  Canyon  radio  set  repaired,  no  contact 
has  been  established  with  SI  Morro  National  Monument.  Contact  was  tried  on 
July  S,  5,  8,  15,  19  end  21.  On  July  1  and  12,  contact  was  made  with  XI 
Morro,  but  Custodian  Wilson  could  net  hear  me.  It  Is  understood  that  several 
tubes  on  the  receiving  end  of  the  SI  Morro  est  ere  net  functioning  end  until 
this  is  repaired,  no  contact  le  possible. 

ACtiv  ixufiS.  The  two  Navajo  laborers  were  terminated  on  June  30.  They  gave 
the  heed  quarter  area  and  utility  yard  e  thorough  cleanup.  The  S«M  stake  truck 
wee  driven  to  Astee  for  rap  aire  and  storage  and  the  Kavejos  returned  in  the 
Chaco  dump  truck.  The  five-ton  jack  wee  missing  and  a  new  one  has  been 
purchased  by  Astee  Huine  Rational  Monument  for  replacement. 

Dae  to  so  much  visitor  usage  of  our  camp-ground  facilities,  much  time 
has  been  spent  In  routine  cleanup  of  that  aree;  with  hauling  garbage,  chopping 
wood  for  the  fireplaces  and  pumping  water  for  a  constant  supply.  Some  fear 
waa  felt  when  the  water  line  In  the  well  took  a  sadden  drop,  but  reins  have 
brought  up  the  level  considerably. 

Mere  weeds  were  pulled  and  chopped  around  headquarters  and  in  Pueblo 
Bonito.  Five  truck  loads  were  hauled  away* 
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The  exhibit  ease  in  the  nueeum  was  re-arranged  to  allow  the  additional 
publication*  to  be  displayed  more  attractively* 

The  two  large  entrance  signs  received  a  ooat  of  blue  paint*  Two  signs 
were  painted  advising  visitors  of  the  guide  fee  of  thirty  cents.  These  were 
placed  in  position  at  the  large  rock  sign  at  the  entrance  to  the  parking 
area. 

At  long  last,  the  kitchen  linoleum  was  laid  with  loving  care*  The  for** 
were  coop  Is  ted  for  the  quarter  appraisal. 

Ranger  Johnston  has  been  busy  with  visitors  and  took  charge  of  Dr.  Wood- 
ward *s  students  in  their  survey  of  pictographe  in  the  canyon*  He  also  re* 
arranged  and  checked  the  Chaco  Canyon  photographic  file*  On  July  22  and  23, 
be  went  to  Aztee  for  the  two  laddere  sad  a  thorough  visit  to  Aztec  Ruins 
Rational  Monument. 

Seeing  is  believing— after  doubting  the  Navajo  story  of  how  horses 
could  walk  across  the  cattle-guard  at  the  north  entrance,  I  now  knew  it  to 
be  true.  Saw  two  horses  step  carefully  across  the  rails— -no  wonder  there 
are  usually  a  few  horses  grazing  In  the  north  section,  Thie  holds  true 
for  the  south  entrance  cattle-guard  where,  last  year,  I  sew  a  bull  carefully 
cross  one*

VISITATION;  281  Visitors. 

""EATHER:   Maximum  92  degrees  on  the  16th.  Minimum  44  degrees  on  the  6th. 
Precipitation:  Total  of  1.41  inches  of  rain  fell  during  the  report  period 
in  8  showers,  the  heaviest  of  which  accounted  for  .70  of  an  inch,  -ince 
the  rains  have  come  *e  hare  had  a  rise  of  10  inches  in  the  pool. 

APPRO  OH  ROADS;  Both  approach  road?  *re  in  had  condition,  no  maintenance 
\ork  having  been  done  on  them  this  month.  Flash  floods  have  washed  them 
badly  in  places  and  caused  many  chuck-holes  and  ruts.  Each  party  of 
visitors  arrives  with  a  new  name  for  New  Mexico's  t«ie  Highway  Dept. 
Five  parties,  20  visitors  in  all,  arrived  to  see  $he  inscriptions,  but 
failed  to  do  so  because  it  looked  like  rain  and  they  were  afraid  of 
getting  stuck  on  the  road.

laather  and  Roads.  Occasional  ahowera  throughout  the  Month,  total 
£•25  inehea,  haa  relieved  somewhat  tha  drought  situation  in  thla 
area.  Vegitatlon  haa  taken  on  new  life  and  danger  of  grass  and 
forest  fires  haa  greatly  diminished.  The  recent,  rains,  however, 
came  to  late  to  be  of  much  benefit  to  the  local  bean  growers.  Itost 
crops  hare  already  been  destroyed  by  drought  and  sand  storms. 
High  temperature  for  the  past  month  waa  95  and  low  49.  The  highway 
to  Carriaozo  haa  been  worked  on  recently  by  the  State  Highway 
Department  and  la  now  in  what  could  be  called  good  condition.

Travel.  Travel  decreased  slightly  under  the  previous  month  of  June. 
Decrease  no  doubt  was  due  to  poor  road  conditions.  Instate  visitors 
numbered  232  and  outatate  visitors  58.  There  were  a  total  of  73  ears 
with  instate  numbering  61  and  out state  17.  Only  two  members  of  the 
Armed  Forces  visited  the  monument.

?i gather.     The  abnormally  dry  season  was  ended  this  month 
by  periodic  showers  Beginning  the  12th  of  July  and  continuing 
at  Intervals  in  scattered  spots  for  the  r«mainder  of  the  month. 
The  southern  end  of  the  monument  has  thus  far  been  missed  and 
vegetation  remains  rarehed,  hut  grnas  and  ahruhs  in  t.hs  remainder 
of  the  area  have  revived  remarkably  wall. 

Inspection*.      The  new  fiscal  year  was  started  auspiciously 
by  a  visit  and   inspection  on  July  1  by  Mr.   Davis,  Jar.   Reed,   and 
Mr.  Grant  of  the  Ke&lon  Three  Office.     Most  of  the  day  was  spent 
in  inspection  of  the  monument;      in  the  process   the  custodian 
succeeded  in  getting  stuck  in  the  sand  of  Uedano  Creek  but  the 
vial  tore  proved  to  he  experienced  sand  travelers  and  quickly 
extricated  the  pickup. 

■fiporoacheg  to  Monument.      Ihe  County  of   \lamosa  b laded  the 
ypproach  road  from  Uosca  on  July  12th  just  before  the  ahower  of 
that  date.

Im?rft»»«  IB  Tl»Tea-     The  anticipated  increaae  in  travel  for 
the  month  of  July  was  realised  with  1463  registered  visitors. 
Included  among  the  visitors  was  Mr.  McHugh  of   Testcliffe  who  came 
through  the  monument  on  foot  on  his  way  to  climb  Mt.  Blanca  and 
other  high  peaks  in  ths  Sf*ngre  de  Criato  range  and  the  James 
brothsrs  of  Pueblo  who  carae  over  :-oaca  pass  Trail  at  night  on 
motorcycles. 

Protection.     The  serious  threat  of  fire  is  at  an  end  now  that 
we  have  had  a  few  showsrs;      careful  watch  for  lightning  strlkee  in 
the  forest  alon<L   the  east  side  of  the  monument  ie  being  maintained. 
A  bungling  amateur  landscape  architect  transplanted  a  half- do  x  an 
small  fir  from  the  forest  above  the  monument  to  the  sand  around  the 
water  faucets  in  the  lower  wienie  area  while  the  custodian  was  absent 
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from  the  monument  on  «^uly  30.  The  trees  were  placed  hack  on  the 
mountain  where  they  stand  some  snail  chance  of  survival  although 
the  season  is  Bid- summer  and  the  roots  -»ere  badly  torn  up.  Identity 
of  the  culprit  has  not  yet  beon  determined. 

General.   The  shower  of  July  12th  mentioned  above  was  unusually 
heavy  in  the  Buck  Creek  area  and  washed  the  upper  road  to  Sawmill 
Oulch  so  badly  that  even  a  horse  must  frequently  detour.  Auto  traffic 
on  that  road  (used  only  by  local  people  enroute  to  Medano  Canon)  will 
be  impossible  for  the  remainder  of  the  summer. 

The  custodian  submitted  a  letter  on  July  2  to  Mr.  C.  L.  Ullstrom, 
member  of  the  State  Highway  advisory  Board,  to  be  used  by  him  in  an 
effort  to  have  Stata  Highway  17  designated  as  a  first  class  federal 
aid  highway.  Indications  no"  are  that  his  effort  has  been  success- 
ful; if  so,  Mr.  Ullstrom  will  devote  his  efforts  toward  improvement 
of  State  Highway  160,  the  direct  approach  to  the  monument.

There  follows  the  Monthly  report  of  activities  at  Montezuma  Castle 
National  Monument  for  the  month  of  July,  1946* 

Visitors  this  month,  1716)  travel  year  to  date  10,716. 

General  Travel  continues  to  climb.  In  July,  1941  we  had  1,503  to  this 
monument.  This  July  there  were  1,716.  The  project  to  oil  our  approach 
road  has  been  started  and  may  prove  to  be  some  deterrent  to  our  travel 
but  so  far  it  cannot  be  noted.  For  safety  reasons  we  oan  guide  only 
nine  visitors  per  hour  through  the  Castle  and  we  often  have  twioe  that 
many  who  want  to  climb.  Some  express  disappointment  at  having  driven 
sixteen  miles  off  the  main  highway  only  to  find  they  would  have  to 
wait  more  than  an  hour  to  start  a  trip. 

Weather  This  month  gave  us  .74  of  an  inch  of  rain  on  six  scattered 
days  and  nine  days  of  cloudy  skys.  This,  however,  has  not  prevented 
further  drying  up  of  the  creek.  The  high  temperature  for  the  month 
was  106°  and  the  low  43°.  The  mean  maximum  was  98.6°  and  the  mean 
minimum  67° •  We  have  been  forced  to  leave  the  wlfo  Smoking"  signs 
on  the  Castle  trail  for  the  protection  of  the  still  very  dry  grass 
in  the  creek  bottom. 

The  pool  in  front  of  the  houses  dried  up  July  4,  the  first  time 
in  many  years.  Numerous  fish  were  stranded  inoluding  some  carp  about 
two  feet  long  which  had  to  be  buried.  A  few  catfish  were  saved  and 
dumped  into  the  Davis  pool  higher  up. 

k   special  thermometer  produced  by  a  visitor  registered  1490  when 
placed  in  the  sun  at  the  step  into  the  museum. 

Administration  ?**e  are  continuing  to  schedule  ten  guided  trips  per  day 
with  the  last  one  running  from  5t00  to  6i00  p.  m.  Visitor  contact, 
office  work,  and  oritioal  maintenance  has  more  than  kept  us  busy. 

A  bid  was  approved  for  one  new  electric  refrigerator  but  we  do 
not  know  when  to  expect  delivery. 

Quarterly  and  monthly  reports  were  made  and  other  office  work 
kept  current. 

Ranger  Kichert  has  been  taking  care  of  lost  and  found  articles 
and  correspondence  pertaining  to  them.  Cameras,  film,  etc.  has  been 
included. 
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Trips  have  been  wade  to  Wontesuma  Well  to  keep  in  touch  with 
developments  there* 

Personnel  Custodian  Hastings  took  four  hours  annual  leave  on  June 
25th  to  attend  a  talk  about  recent  discoveries  in  the  Grand  Canyon 
by  Dr.  H.  C.  Bryant  at  the  museum  of  Northern  Arizona*  It  was  learn- 
ed too  late  to  attend  that  a  leoture  was  given  by  latt  Dodge  on  June 
25  at  Arizona  State  College  at  Flagstaff* 

Bewsworthy  Visitors  Mr*  H*  R*  JUninger,  nationally  known  authority 
on  meteorites  and  the  Meteor  Crater  -was  here  on  July  7,   tie  says  the 
name  should  be  "ifeteorite  Crater"*  His  booklet  *A  Comet  Strikes  the 
Earth"  is  soon  to  be  offered  for  sale  in  this  and  other  nonvunents, 

Maintenance  Asbestos  jackets  were  installed  on  the  water  tanks  in 
both  residences • 

Considerable  tine  was  required  to  repair  a  faulty  circuit  in  one 
of  our  museum  case  lights* 

Canales  on  the  roofs  of  both  residences  were  oleaned  and  a  leak

The  drains  in  the  gutters  around  the  parking  area  and  entrance 
road  were  eleared  of  debris  and  sand* 

Fauna  Two  rattlesnakes  were  captured  during  the  month*  One  snake 
isured  four  feet  one  inch  and  had  ten  rattles  with  some  broken  off* 


Two  Boyle *s  King  snakes  were  seen  and  several  racers  have  been 
observed  around  the  residences. 

An  adult  skunk  has  been  observed  paying  nightly  visits  to  Ranger 
Richert*s  garbage  pail. 

Protection  A  Stokes  splint-type  stretcher  was  received  during  the 
month.  This  is  a  wire  baskee  affair  in  which  an  injured  or  unooncious 
person  could  be  strapped  for  lowering  down  the  Castle  ladders*  Some 
rope  for  the  purpose  has  been  ordered  and  when  it  is  received  we  shall 
need  only  a  "guinea  pig"  to  make  some  practice  testa* 
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Use  of  Monument  Facilities  by  tho  Public  Sundays  and  soma  othar  days 
bring  more  than  a  hundred  visitors.  fo"  insure  full  protection  these 
must  all  be  oontacted  and  more  than  fifty  per  oent  climb  through  the 
Castle.  Visitors  are  often  found  -smiting  at  the  gate  when  we  open  at 
8x00  a*  m. 

A  total  of  1,716  visitors  oame  to  the  monument  this  month  in 
486  oars.  This  shows  an  increase  over  1946*8  figures,  441,  of  1275 
or  almost  four  tiroes  as  many  visitors  this  month  over  the  same  month 
last  year*  There  ware  650  tickets  sold  to  adult  olimbersi  Complimentary 
Admission  ticket  taxes  on  waivers  and  children  over  12  numbered  109 j 
children  who  climbed  free  numbered  117}  and  members  of  the  armed  forces 
who  climbed  free,  16. 

Contact  Time  Total  contact  hours,  275*25;  Hastings,  80.25|  Lading, 
84.60j  Sichert,  108.50.  There  were  892  people  guided  through  the  vuina 
in  181  tour*  and  1077  people  given  muaeum  service  in  225  groups.

There  is  considerable  grumbling  among  the  ▼isitots, weather  doesn't  suit 
them  and  many  resent  being  asked  not  to  waste  the  water* 
Those  who  are  enthusiastic  are  very  much  so  and  increasing  numbers  want 
to  return  to  make  their  home  in  the  state. 

Weather;   The  thunder  shower  season  began  July  3,  and  much  rain  has 
fallen  on  all  sides  of  us  but  only  once  on  the  monument.  July  18,  we  got 
the  edge  of  one  shower  and  a  gentle  rain  continued  for  two  hours, wetting  down 
about  an  inch. 
The  highest  temperature  so  far, 114  degrees. 

General :  Sereral  trips  were  made  to  Globe  this  month, one  to  haul  out 
a  supply  of  gasoline  and  two  to  haul  a  shipment  of  propane.   I  hare  no  spare  tire 
and  any  or  all  of  the  others  are  apt  to  go  at  any  time  so  I  do  not  dare  put 
more  than  three  tanks  on  the  pickup  at  one  time. 

I  hare  had  considerable  trouble  with  flat  tires  on  the  pickup  and  had  to 
take  one  into  Globe  as  1  could  not  get  it  off  the  rim* 

One  trip  was  made  with  a  man  from  Dallas  to  get  rep  air  a  for  his  motorcycle 
as  I  had  to  get  his  machine  off  the  parking  area  before  the  Fourth* 
A  number  of  patrols  hare  been  made  in  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  and 
considerable  time  spent  on  the  trails, cleaning  dltohes,remoTing  rooks  and 
building  up  shoulders  where  people  hare  slid  down  oyer  them. 
Made  two  round  trips  oyer  the  trails  hunting  a  pair  of  expensive  glasses 
lost  by  a  visiting  photographer* 
Soma  repairs  hare  been  made  on  the  tool  shed  and  the  door  to  the  museum*

Wildlife;  Very  little  animal  life  is  seen  around  now  except  for  rabbits 

andehipmunks*  One  lone  squirrel  shows  up  occasionally* 

Some  of  the  birds  that  usually  stay  during  the  summer, hare  left, probably 

because  of  the  extreme  dryness*  The  Quail  go  and  come, sometimes  being 

gone  for  several  days*  No  new  growths, producing  seeds,  appeared  this  spring 

and  they  have  to  go  increasing  distances  to  feed*  any  new  growth^  on  the 

mesquites  or  other  plants  are  quickly  devoured 

Only  one  rattlesnake  has  come  to  the  house  this  suianer  but  racers  and 

bullsnakes  are  around  most  of  the  time, we  welcome  them  as  they  help  to 

keep  down  the  rat  population* 

A  pair  of  Hooded  Orioles  again  raised  their  family  under  the  eeves  of 

house, using  the  same  nest  built  there  in  the  summer  of  1944* We  tie  it  up 

whenever  it  seems  in  danger  of  coming  down*  When  the  nestlings  were  just 

getting  their  feathers  we  found  it  hanging  by  just  one  corner  and  thought 

the  birds  must  have  fallen  out  but  they  were  flattened  out  on  the  bottom 

with  their  claws  dug  into  the  nest  material*  They  had  not  been  fed  for  some  time 

as  there  was  no  place  for  the  parents  to  light, hasty  repairs  were  made  and 

soon  there  was  busines  as  usual* 

V;ork  for  the  coming  month:  With  the  many  patrols  to  be  made, until  rain 

relieves  the  fire  hazard,  the  usual  small  repairs  and  maintenance  work 

and  visitors, the  time  will  be  well  filled*  ^^>V     ^>

Follow  the  monthly  narrative  report  for  Tumacucori  National  Monument 
for  the  month  of  July,   1946. 

WaiTHaR  CONDITIONS:     The  drowth  broke  on  the  2nd,   and  sinee  then     through 
the  24  th  3.92"  of  rain  hare  fallen.  Maximum  temperature  reached  102  de- 
grees, with  a  considerably  lover  mean,     Minimum  was  65. 

MAlNTiflJAMCE:       extensive  never-ending  janitor  work  was  done.     Another 
leak  occurred  at  the  north  end  of  the  dangerous  nave  roof,  and  was  re- 
paired. Jome  ditching  v.as  done  to  make  rain  run-off  do  the  most  good 
and  the  least  harm.  Roof  leaks  in  the  custodian's  residence  were  re- 
paired.    A  low  brick  wate*  barrier  was  plaoed  in  front  of  the  museum 
entrance,   so  that  a  defective  drain  will  not  back  water  into  the  museum. 
Metal  drain  caps  on  the  museum  roof,   ohojpt'i  with     loose  roofing  asbestos, 
were  taken  out  and  cleaned.  b#veral  small  burned  wooden  signs  were  mude 
and   installed  to  take  the   place  of  unsightly  directional  labels  in 
various  passages  in  the  museum  building*.  Extensive  painting  of  exterior 
woodwork  with  linseed  oil  was  done.

Maintenance.       The  job  of  lettering  aigna  at  the  monument  and  between  the 
monument  and   Clarkdale  was   finished  by  the  Custodian  after  a  eucceaaion 
of  sun-acorohed   sittinga.     The  signs  will  be  waxed  in  an  effort  to  prolong 
the  life  of  this  paint  job.      Other  items  of  maintenence  and  improvement 
were  taokled  by  the  Cuatodian  T*hile  Ranger  Teidman  wrengled  the  visit'inr 
public.     Several   oasea  -were  opened  end  oleaned,   end  the  museum  store  room 
was  re-arranged  and  house-oleaned,     Window  glaaa  broken  by  a   atorm  earlier 
in  the  season  in  the  garage  wee  replaced.     The  museum  roof  -was  checked 
again  in  an  effort  to  keep  out  as  much  rain  water  as  possible  until  bids 
on  a  new  roof  are  called  for  again,  and  permanent  re-roofing  completed, 
Thia  ia  a  must  project  for  the  future — the  near  future.     The  water  line 
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was  periodically  checked  by  motor  readings  and  tab   once  miked  its 
entire  length.     Fences  were  inspected  and  new  hunting  notices  posted 
near  the  entranoe.     A  bad  break  in  the  retaining  vail  of  the  west 
ruins  teail  was  repaired  with  stone  and  cement-stabi li sed  adobe. 
The  weed  crop,  left  in  the  parking  area  free  of  "^eedicide"  poison, 
was  observed  to  be  burgeoning  far  boyond  the  stunted  specimens  on  the 
ruins  which  were  sprayed  a  month  and   s.  half  ago.     T^e  Russian  thistle 
was  accordingly  rooted  out   of  the  parking  area  the  hard  way.     The  weed 
killer,  although  it  must  Le  repeatedly  used  to  do  the  job,  has  been 
sufficiently  effective  to  warrent  continued  use. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  In  getting  oil  line  parts  needed 
for  the  monument  truck,  and  the  oil  filter  wes  finally  disconnected 
and  all  lines  to  it  plugged  in  order  to  keep  the  car  on  the  road. 

The  Custodian  arranged  for  the  blading  of  the  monument  approach 
road  by  the  County,  and  the  blader  *as  "promoted''   for  the  blading  of  the 
portion  of  the  road  approach  within  the  monument  boundary,  es  well.

?he  weather  retrains  dry  and  hot  necessitating  much  extra  attention 
to  our  road  and  waiter  supplies*    A  sruall  rooter  from  the  lcoal  air 
field  is  helping  in  pumping  water  for  comfort  stations  and  a  diesel 
eleetrio  set  from  the  saoe  source  is  supplying  our  electrical  needs 
while  our  plant  is  being  given  a  oomplete  overhaul* 

Several  days  of  nearly  a  thousand  visitors  and  a  couple  showing 
over  twelve  hundred  have  taxed  our  facilities  to  the  utraost,   including 
the  40  hour  week.     Littl  or  no  work  other  than  visitor  contacts  is 
possible  and  our  tables,  shades  and  grounds  are  beginning  to  show 
evidence  of  neglect.     We  will  make  a  special  point  of  trying  to  catch 
up  on  some  of  this  work  after  our  heavy  visitation  slacks  off . 

Contacts  have  been  numerous  and  mny  verbal  compliments  are 
being  received  on  our  building  appo&ranoe,  cleanliness,  and  courtesy 
of  my  rangers,  all  of  nhioh  helps  imperially. 

The  concession  is  experiencing  crowds  almost  Impossilbe  to 
handle  with  its  present  building  space  and  source  of  material.     The 
public  seems  appreciative  of  our  load  and,  so  far,  have  been  tolerant. 

Several  rockets  have  been  fired  all  going  well  over  our  area 
except  one  ttfiioh  didn»t  even  reach  us.     Another  permit  was  requested 
by  tlie  war  Department  for  a  line  across  our  area  but,  since  no  poles 
were  involved,  permission  was  granted  after  calling  your  office.

There  follows  the   August,    19^-6,   narrative  monthly  report  for   the 
naturalists  of  Southwestern  National  Monuments: 

GENERAL  ACTIVITIES 

Naturalists  King  and  Dodge  were  in  the  office  during  the  month.     Arche- 
ologist  Steen  traveled  August  1-6  with  Photographer  George  Grant  through  Casa 
Grande,    Tonto  and  El  Morro,    taking  photographs  of  Service  buildings   for  the 
Direotor  and  of  Tonto  artifacts  for  the   forthcoming  stabilization  and   ex- 
cavation report.     He  left  again  August  27  for  a  five  day  trip  with  Mr.   Grant 
to  take  pictures  of  Now  Mexico  pueblos  for  museum  exhibits  in  the  region. 

In  retrospect,   the  month  was  one  of  considerable  progress  and  accomplish- 
ment.

MEMORANDUM  for  Assistant  Regional  Director  Davis. 

There  follows  the  Naturalist  Monthly  Report  for  Southwestern 
National  Monuments  for  July,  1946: 

General;  Naturalist  Dale  S.  King  returned  July  1-3  to  Headquarters 
from  Tumacacori  National  Monument  where  he  had  spent  a  little  more 
than  a  month  stabilizing  the  mission.  He  was  in  the  office  the  remainder 
of  the  month. 

Naturalist  Natt  N.  Dodge  visited  the  Los  Alamos  project  July  31 
with  Acting  Regional  Director  Scoyen  on  matters  pertaining  to  the 
proposed  Atomic  Bomb  National  Monument.  He  spent  the  remainder  of 
the  month  in  the  office,  working  mostly  in  his  capacity  of  Acting 
Regional  Naturalist. 

Archeologist  Steen  left  headquarters  July  25  on  a  trip  with 
Photographer  George  Grant  through  several  southern  Arizona  monuments 
and  El  Morro.  He  was  on  annual  leave  the  first  two  week3  of  the  month. 

Special  Activities  t  King  and  Photographer  George  Grant  spent  one 
Sunday  at  San  Ildefonso  and  Taos  pueblos  taking  pictures  for  interpretive 
and  publication  purposes.  It  is  hoped  that  more  time  can  be  allotted 
to  similar  activities  in  the  future,  for  our  photographic  files  are 
weak  along  ethnological  lines. 

Personnel;  Naturalist  Dodge  continued  throughout  the  month  in 
his  dual  capacity  of  naturalist  in  natural  history  for  the  Southwestern 
National  Monuments  and  also  Acting  Regional  Naturalist.  It  is  hoped 
the  permanent  appointment  as  Regional  Naturalist  will  soon  be  effected, 
for  monument  work  is  suffering  when  only  two  men  are  available. 

Interpretation ;  Text  furnished  by  Custodian  Caywood  for  a  Ruins 
Trail  pamphlet  for  Walnut  Canyon  was  edited  and  5,000  copies  furnished 
the  monument  for  distribution  to  hikers.  The  pamphlet  describes  numbered 
stations  along  the  self-guiding  trail. 

Museum:  Several  criticisms  have  been  received  recently  concerning 
the  cartoons  in  two  exhibits  at  Montezuma  Castle.  It  is  planned  to 
replace  them  at  the  first  opportunity. 
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Ruins  Stabilizations  Considerable  planning  for  the  19U7  fiscal 
year  was  accomplished. 

Collaborator  A.  E.  Buchenberg  has  been  doing  very  valuable  work 
in  experimentation  and  testing  of  various  mortar  mixes  at  Wupatki. 
He  is  widening  his  experiments  to  include  several  other  monuments, 
and  has  submitted  a  report  on  samples  which  were  exposed  to  weather 
since  before  the  war. 

Library:   A<o  cataloguing  was  accomplished.  Accessions:   11  books, 
8  pamphlets,  hi   periodicals. 

Southwestern  Monuments  Association:   A  milestone  was  passed  when 
the  book  ARIZONA'S  NATIONAL  MONUMENTS  went  on  sale  July  2U.   Copies 
are  being  sent  to  the  field  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  it  is  reported 
to  sell  well.   Sale  of  the  edition  will  place  the  Association, .within  a 
year  or  two,  in  the  position  of  being  able  to  embark  on  a  comprehensive 
publication  program.  Mailing  cartons  were  ordered  during  the  month, 
but  copies  cannot  be  sent  to  members  until  cartons  are  delivered  about 
zhe   middle  of  August. 

Projects  for  Ensuing  Month :   King  will  plan  the  stabilization 
program  with  Regional  Archeologist  Reed  and  Archeologist  Steen,  and 
will  handle  the  distribution  of  ARIZONA'S  NATIONAL  MONUMENTS.   He 
will  also  complete  the  report  on  the  stabilization  work  done  at 
Tumacacori . 

Dodge  will  probably  assume  the  duties  of  Regional  Naturalist. 

Steen  will  be  occupied  with  planning  for  stabilization,  and  in 
cataloguing  important  library  acquisitions.

Ruins  stabilisation  has  been  carried  on  thruout  the  month  on  walls 
of  rooms  and  kivas.  The  roof  over  the  small  display  room  in  the  ruins  was 
recovered.  Additional  steps  were  placed  in  the  ruins  route  for  easier 
access  to  the  top  of  the  ruins. 

Further  difficulty  with  our  electrical  circuits  has  been  encountered 
and  repairs  made  or  substituted  circuits  placed  in  use. 

The  refrigerator  motor  in  the  j-overnr*nt  residence  was   completely 
overhauled,  after  refusing  to  o  erate. 

INTERPRETATIVE  SERVIC  S .  There  were  2060  visitors  conducted  on  254  trips 
thru  the  ruins  and  2462  in  298  grou  s  shown  the  museum.

It   is  again  regretted  that  on 
most  days  rangers  could  accompany  the  visitors   only  as  far  as  the  Cave 
Eiva*      It    is  hoped  that  next  season  sufficient   personnel  may  be  se- 
cured so  that  visitors  can  be   shown  the   Long  House,  as  this   section   of 
the  ruins   is  considered  to  be   one   of  the  outstanding  places   of  interest* 
Visitors  who  have  been  shown  this  section  express  the   opinion  that   it 
would  have  been  a  shame  to  have  missed   it* 

Ten  evening  oampfire   lectures  were  given  by  the  custodian  and 
movies  were   shown  to  a  total  of  616  people.     The  average  time  of  these 
meetings  was   lg  hours.     Visitors  attending  these   lectures  and  viewing 
the  plotures  expressed  appreciation   for  an  evening   of  pleasant  enter- 
tainment and  education. 

More  extensive  use   is  being  made   of  the  Bandolier  Reference   Library, 
particularly  by  visitors  who  s  end  a  few  days  at  the   Lodte.      It   is 
hoped  that  by  next  season  the    library  can  be  more  completely  cataloged 
and  arranged   so  that  more   visitors  can  be  served  by  it. 

Fuoh  enjoyment  has  been  expressed  by  visitors  because   of  the 
Kodachrome   slide  displays  which  Range r  Thomas  has  arranged   in  the 
Museum  Lobby,     lany  inquiries  have  been  made  regarding  the  birds  of  the 
area  and  rangers  have  sepnt  oonisderable  time  showing  visitors  the 
bird  skin  collection.     The  need   is  being  felt  for  a  full  time  naturalist.

Although   last  month,  the   operator  wanted  to  close  the   Lodge, 
this  mont     she   has  had  more  business  than  she  oould  handle  and  many 
nights  had  to  turn  people  away*     There  have  been   several  compallnts 
about  the  qual'ty  of  food  served  and  the   service  rendered   in  the 
dining  room. 

Fire  Protect  i or 

Two  fires   occurred  .marly  in  the  month,  both  set  by  lightning. 
The   largest  burned   ly  acres.     The   latter  part  of  the  month  rains 
kept  the  forest  wet  and  although  we  have  had  many  fierce   lightning 
storms,  no  biases  have  resulted. 

Maintenance 

The  telphonesystem  has  caused  a  (-rest  deal  of  trouble  due  both  to 
lightning,   storms,  and  Army  interperence.     The  commercial  refrigeration 
system  in  the   Lodge  has  failed  twloe  during  the  month.     Since  the  rains 
have  come,  we  have  had  a  crew  in  the  back  country  repairing  trails, 
fences  and  telephone   lines  which  have  generally  deteriorated  during 
the  war. 

Wildlife 

Bears  were  quite  frequently  seen  during  the  month.     One  bear 
and  oub  put   on  quite  a  show  on  a  busy  Sunday  by  occupying    one   of  the 
oaves   in  the  ruins  and  peering    out  as  each  rarty  was  guided  thru. 
Some  people  were  highly  curious i   others  were  much  afraid.     When  the 
Custodian  got  to  the   scene  with  a  oamera,  the  bears  had  vanished. 

Personnel 

Lookout-Observer  Ollie  Wend  land  and  Fire  Control  Aides  Sam  Oram 
and  Cresencion  Toribio  were  terminated  August   10th.     This   is  the  earliest 
we  have  ever  laid  the  guards   off.

/ational  ;ienument  during  the  menth  ef  August,  1946. 

"Weather 

The  dry  spell  which  vts  broken  during  the  latter  part  ef  July  has  net 
had  a  chance  since  that  time  •  Although  enly  1*6  inehes  have  been 
registered  at  the  headquarters,  there  has  been  rainfall  somewhere  in  the 
monument  almost  every  day  with  the  streams  in  the  canyens  running  bank  te 
bank  en  an  average  ef  tire  times  a  week,  and  a  oentinual  stream  ef  water 
throughout  the  month.   On  three  occasions  water  in  Canyon  del  Muerte  came 
ever  the  top  ef  the  new  revetment  and  reached  the  retaining  wall  en  the 
Antelope  ruin*  The  rainy  season  continues  as  this  is  written* 
l>5aximum  temperatures  have  been  mostly  above  90  degrees  with  a  high  of  95. 
The  minimum  temperatures  have  ranged  mostly  in  the  low  sixties  with  a 
minijrum  of  55  degrees* 

Travel 


Although  travel  fell  below  the  expected  level,  there  was  still  enough 
te  take  almost  all  of  the  employees  time  in  interpretational  work*   A 
total  of  2G8  visitors  were  registered  of  whom  265  received  services.  JEth 
these  we  spent  a  total  of  1234  hours  in  guide  time  and  15k  hjours  in  other 
contacts*  The  inter-tribal  Ceremonial  at  (iallup  and  the  Snake  dances  in 
the  Hopi  villages  stimulated  our  travel  toward  the  end  of  the  period* 


Administration 

Important  and  urgent  administrative  matters  have  been  handled  as  time 
permitted,  but  needed  maintenance  work  has  taken  almost  all  of  our  spare 
time  during  any  visiter  lull  that  occurred* 

?!aintenanoe 

Heavy  rains  necessitated  considerable  repair  work  at  point3  on  the 
road  te  "White  house  but  it  has  been  kept  in  comparatively  good  shape. 
Rodeos  and  Squaw  dances  ever  the  reservation  have  made  it  almost  impossible 
to  get  Navajo  help  at  present.  All  weeds  have  been  cleaned  from  the 
headquarters  area,  and  damage  to  the  section  of  walls  on  the  headquarters 
building  still  covered  with  bitudobe  is  being  repaired  by  replacing  it  with 
cement  stucco  ef  the  same  color. 
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Visitors  fa* 


Visitors  of  note  included  Janet  Gayner  and  Adria*  of  Hollywood  fame. 
Andre  de  Qiennes*  photographer  remained  here  fer  a  couple  of  weeks  tmalng 
pictures  of  another  prominent  visiter.  Miss  Mabel  Glemby  fer  an  "Interesting 
People"  artieal  soon  to  appear  in  the  American  magazine.  Vt  and  ?'rsv  Ross 
Montgomery  were  also  among  this  months  visitors. 

Soil  and  i-oisture 

As  soon  as  conditions  permitted  after  each  major  runoff*  inspection 
trips  -wore  made  to  Antelope  house*  Our  nerr  revetment  took  a  let  of 
punishment  and  undoubtedly  prevented  damage  to  the  Antelope  ruin*  It 
has  sunk  considerably  and  is  sagging  in  spots  but  is  still  doing  its  job. 
If  we  have  mere  5  foot  heads  of  water  hitting  it,  much  work  will  be  needed 
this  fall. 

Ranger  Service 

Ranger  Donald  R.  Sullivan  resigned  effective  at  the  end  of  working 
day  en  August  25*  And  If.  R.  K#  Thomas  will  enter  en  duty  as  Temporary 
ranger  on  August  27. 

Tree  Disease 

Several  areas  of  heavy  infestation  of  insects  have  been  noticed  among 
the  cottonwood  plantings  in  the  area  near  headquarters  have  been  noticed. 
Many  of  the  trees  are  dying.  Samples  of  this  insect  have  been  collected 
and  will  be  submitted  for  identification  although  I  am  not  certain  that 
they  are  the  cause.

There  follows  the  narrative  report  for  Case  Grande  national 
for  .August  1946, 

Genera^ t   On  August  second  a  terrif io  wind  storm  was  experienced*  According 
to  the  old  timers  this  was  the  worst  storm  ever  to  hit  this  section  of  the 
country.  Newspaper  reports  say  the  wind  reached  velocities  of  100  miles  an 
hour  end  damage  in  and  around  Coolidge  was  estimated  at  $  100,000.00. 
Except  for  opening  a  few  seems  in  the  stool  covering  of  the  concrete  pillars, 
the  ruins  shelter  came  through  the  atorm  in  good  snaps*  from  the  tost  it  get 
in  this  storm  we  are  convinced  that  the  shelter  can  stand  almost  anything  in 
the  way  of  wind*  The  rest  of  the  monument  weathered  the  storm  in  good 
condition  too;  only  a  few  branches  were  broken  off  trees  and  bushes  and  a 
few  shutters  were  blown  off  the  buildings* 

Weatheti  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  visitors  the  big  topic  of  conversation 
is  the  temperature*  One  visitor  reaction,  quote.  "I  don*t  know  what  you 
did  to  be  stationed  out  in  this  terrif loaly  hot  and  desolate  country,  but 
it  must  have  been  something  awful*"  Maximum  temperatures  as  a  whole  were 
below  last  months  but  moisture  reoieved  in  the  area  made  it  very  humid  and 
a  little  dlsagreable*  Maximum  temperature  reoorded  was  HO  on  the  first 
of  the  month,  with  the  lowest  maxiimsn  being  91,  registered  on  the  11th* 
Minimum  temperatures  as  a  whole  were  in  the  70*  s  but  a  high  of  83  was 
reoorded  on  the  2nd  and  a  low  of  68  on  the  3rd*  1*24  inches  of  rainfall  was 
reoieved  during  the  report  period* 

Visitors:  August.  1948  —  1297;  August,  1948,  731  f  August,  1941  — 
788;  July  1946  —  1240.  To  date  this  travel  year,  24,423*  eather  is  the 
biggest  factor  affecting  travel*  Ihen  the  sun  goes  under  a  cloud  for  a  few 
hours  the  oars  really  pour  in*  *¥e  had  more  visitors  in  August  this  year  than 
in  July  which  is  unusual*  Usually  the  reverse  of  this  is  true*  Ticket  sales 
for  the  month  were  616,  bringing  in  9  184*00  in  revenue* 

Intorqcstivo : Service :  Of  the  1297  visitors  in  the  area,  803  made  the 
ruins  trip  in  181  trips  averaging  each  44*74  minutes*  600  were  guided 
through  the  museum  in  127  trips  averaging  each  18*86  minutes  each*  464 
people  in  188  oars  came  into  the  area  for  a  quick  look  or  brought  other 
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people  in  to  see  the  area,  but  did  not  make  the  Ruins  trip*  27  people  In 
8  cars  made  use  of  the  picnic  grounds.  Although  our  average  trip  time  dropped 
a  little  from  last  month,  interest  is  still  high  and  moat  of  the  visitors 
will  stay  just  as  long  as  you  want  to  hold  them. 

Maintenance s  In  the  mechanic's  quarters  the  guest  room  was  given  a 
coat  of  Kemtone,  bathroom  and  service  porch  painted,  ond  drainboards  varn- 
ished. In  the  Hanger  *s  quarters  floors  were  given  two  coats  of  varnish, 
drain  boards  sanded  and  varnished,  and  porch  doors  and  cupboard  painted. 
The  flagpole,  registration  stand,  and  entrance  sign  wer«  painted  and  a 
sliding  bolt  was  placed  in  one  of  tha  gates  leading  to  the  resedentlal  area.

Monument  for  August,  1946. 

VISITORS.     A  tot  si  of  two  hundred  twenty-nine  persons  visited  Chaco  Canyon 
National  Monument  during  this  report  period.     These  visitors  oame  in  seventy 
ears.     Three  written  requests  were  answered.     Fifty-three  persons  camped 
over  night  and  seventy-five  people  picnicked  in  the  campground.

During  the  Gallup  Ceremonies 
posters  were  observed,  advertising  trips  to  Chaeo  Canyon  which  told  of 
Pueblo  JJonito  being  "the  world's  largest  cliff  dwelling*"  A  protest  was 
made  at  the  Gallup  Chamber  of  Commerce* 

WS/J5&R  CONDITIONS.  Very  nice  weather  has  prevailed  during  the  month, 
bringing  v/elcozse  rains.  The  maximum  of  93  degrees  was  reached  on  July  2G  and 
27.  The  minimum  of  50  degrees  occurred  on  July  26.  Rain  fell  on  July  26, 
27;  August  2,  3,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  20  and  22,  with  total  precipitation 
amounting  to  1.67  Inches.  Chace  Wash  ran  on  August  3,  10,  11,  12,  20  and 
22.  The  flow  measured  from  two  to  five  feet  In  depth  and  did  no  damage  to 
revetments.  Three  water  gaps  were  washed  out.  Navajoland  is  beautiful, 
being  covered  with  a  carpet  of  bright  new  green  grass. 

APPROACH  ROADS.  Due  to  the  many  rains,  both  approach  roads  are  now  very 
rough,  several  visitors  told  of  being  stuck  in  mud  on  the  south  approach 
road,   toads  in  the  monument  were  bladed  and  are  in  excellent  oomiition 
with  the  exception  of  the  steep  hill  into  the  canyon  which  had  the  protective 
coating  of  dirt  and  gravel  badly  washed  in  places. 

PJDIQ  CONTACT.  Good  contact  is  being  made  with  El  Lorro  Rational  Monument, 
and  was  also  able  to  pick  up  Zion,  Bryce  and  Cedar  Breaks.  Contact  was 
made  on  August  2,  4,  10,  17  and  24. 

ACTIVITIES.  Usual  routine  duties  were  performed  during  the  month  and  an 
attempt  was  made  to  keep  office  work  current.  All  automotive  equipment 
was  serviced. 

The  stabilisation  report  is  completed  with  exception  of  photographs 
on  Kiva  16,  Rooms  211  and  28.  As  soon  as  these  are  received,  the  report 
will  be  submitted. 

On  lieu  days,  a  trip  was  made  to  £1  Morro  Notional  Monument  to  contact 
Custodian  nllson  in  regards  to  the  radio  contact  and  to  spend  sometime  in 
a  very  enjoyable  visit.  A  trip  was  also  made  to  Bandelier  National  :  onument 
and  Region  Three  headquarters  for  business  end  pleasure.

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The  cattle-guard  at  the  north  entrance  wns  painoed  a  confusing  design 
in  black  and  white  paint  in  order  to  try  and  x'ool  horses  and  stock  into 
believing  they  can't  walk  across*     It  is  hoped  the  experiment  proves  satis* 
factory*     The  north  entrance  gate  was  found  broken  and  a  new  gate  was  hung* 

Hanger  Johnston  spent  considerable  time  in  straightening  out  publications 
in  the  Chuoo  library*     He  also  patrolled  several  times  in  the  east  and  west 
sections  of  the  monument*     While  doing  some  work  on  pictographs  in  the  canyon, 
he  located  an  interesting  one  on  the  oliff  wall  in  back  of  Chettro  ketl  (west).

Johnston  made  a  trip  to  Gallup  in  the  dump  truck  to  obtain  four  tanks  of

He  also  inspected  Kin  Yaai  Ruins  at  Crownpoint  and  reported  the  fence  in  good 
condition  and  no  eigne  of  grazing*     The  ruin  is  in  feir  condition  with  some 
stabilization  work  needed*

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  El  Monro  National  Mon- 
ument for  the  month  of  August. 

THER;  Maximum  temperature  92  degrees  on  July  29th,  minimal  46  de- 
grees on  August  16th.   There  were  only  ten  days  during  the  report  per- 
iod when  we  did  not  receive  rain.  On  August  13th  the  heaviest  shower 
occured,  sccounting  for  1.45"  of  the  total  precipitation  which  amount- 
ed to  4.94". 

r.  *V  I:   150  visitors  in  42  cars  and  one  motorcycle  arrived  at  the  mon- 
ument. This  is  almost  50#  less  than  the  count  for  either  June  or  July. 

ith  the  Ceremonial  taking  place  in  Gallup  we  should  have  had  ths  biggest 
month  of  the  season,  but  with  the  rain  turning  our  roads  into  lakes  and 
arroyos  it  was  easy  to  understand  the  decrease  in  travel.  The  tour  of 
the  inscriptions  was  made  by  148  visitors  in  42  trips  and  the  total 
guide  time  amounted  to  39  hours  and  45  minutes.   Only  two  people 
wanted  jus:;  to  find  out  the  Quickest  and  shortest  way  to  Highway  66. 

ROADS;  Between  the  monument  and  Raman  there  are  16  lakes  ranging  in 
diameter  from  25  feet  to  200  feet  with  an  average  depth  of  2  feet.  The 
main  road,  or  Highway  53,  is  impassable  and  only  by  a  back  road  can 
any  vehicle,  except  an  amphibious  jeep,  make  the  trip  to  Ramah.   The 
approach  road  from  Grants  is  not  ouite  impassable  but  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  channel  navigation  is  almost  a  necessity  if  you  object 
to  spending  the  night  in  a  mud  hole.   The  only  sure  way  to  get  a  party 
of  visitors  now;  is  with  a  log  chain  and  the  dump  truck. 

NPo  ISI LoRo;   Cecilia  and  Ted  oowers  arrived  on  July  31st  and  spent 
the  night.   We  enjoyed  their  visit,  but  object  to  their  planting  so 
many  feathers  along  the  road.  George  Grant  and  Charlie  cteen  arrived 
the  morning  of  the  1st.  Pictures  of  the  inscriptions  were  taken  using 
a  new  technique,  Charlie's  own  invention.   iriuk  Reed  arrived  on  foot 
the  evening  of  the  8th.  His  oar  had  refused  to  go  around  one  of  our 
middle-of-the-road  lakes.  This  was  a  break  for  us  as  he  had  to  spend  the 
night  and  was  compelled,  as  a  guest,  to  be  polite  and  answer  our  many 
Questions.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  activities  for  the  month  of  August,  1946. 

Visitors  this  month  totaled  326 « 


Weather.  Very  pleasant  in  regard  to  warmth  and  rainfall.  Preoipitation 
this  month  has  broken  all  prerious  records,  according  to  the  local 
weather  station  reports,  te  reeeired  a  total  of  5*95  inches  of  rain 
during  the  past  30  days  and  needless  to  say  the  upland  and  fields  are 
rery  green  and  resemble  the  Mississippi  Valley  landscapes.  Numerous 
varieties  of  large  and  small  mountain  flowers  have  been  brought  out  by 
the  rains*  ilso,  there  «as  sufficient  rainfall  so  that  soft  water  is 
arailable  for  use  in  the  custodian's  residence.  High  temperature  for 
the  past  month  was  94  and  low  52. 

Roads.  Both  approach  roads  are  in  a  rery  rough  and  muddy  condition]  and 
several  deep  mud-holes  and  washouts  exists.  Mo  grading  or  road  rapair 
work  has  boen  done  by  the  State  Highway  Department. 

Travel*  Travel  increased  slightly  over  the  previous  month  of  July 
in  spite  of  the  condition  of  the  roads.  Instate  visitors  numbered  243 
and  out state  visitors  83.  There  were  a  total  of  39  cars  with  instate 
numbering  66  and  outatate  23.  Only  one  member  of  the  Armed  ^orcos 
visited  the  monument,  a  total  of  10  people  wall  f-d  out  tc  the  monument* 

Guide  and  Contact  Service.  A  total  of  326  visitors  were  conducted 
through  the  ruins  in  89  guided  tours*  The  average  time  spent  by  each 
party  was  57  minutes*  Total  contact  time  of  84  hrs,  35  mins*  For  some 
reason  fully  half  of  all  visitors  arrive  between  5  FK  and  7  PM. 

Maintenance  and  Administration.  Reeont  heavy  rains  have  caused  a 
tremendous  growth  of  weeds  in  and  around  the  mission  rains  and  considerable 
time  has  been  spent  deweeding.  A  new  drainage  ditch  has  been  dug  along 
the  entrance  road  to  the  monument  and  holes  in  the  road  have  been  filled* 
The  deep  well  pump  has  been  giving  considerable  trouble  during  the  past 
month  and  a  weekly  major  repair  job  on  the  engine,  clutch  and  air-pump 
has  been  necessary  in  order  to  keep  it  in  operation.  Continued  life  of 
this  pumping  unit  is  limited.  Cleaned,  waxed  and  polished  USDI  1-13850* 
Repainted  and  relettered  monument  directional  road  signs  and  placed  them 
on  the  road  to  Mountainair.  Have  received  several  favorable  continents  on 
these  signs*  Also  devoted  spare  time  repairing  damaged  walls  of  mtseton 
ruins  caused  by  recent  rains*

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director,  Region  Three* 

There  follows  the  monthly  report  of  activities  at  Montesuma  Castle 
national  Monument  for  the  month  of  August,  1946* 

Visitors  this  month,  1925 j  travel  year  to  date,  12,639. 
Visitors  -  August,  1941,  1620j  travel  year  to  date,  1941,  8,244. 

General  Although  travel  for  the  month  remained  high  there  mas  some 
decrease  in  the  early  part  of  August.  No  doubt  fresh  oil  on  our  approach 
road  from  MeGuireville  has  discouraged  some  visitors  from  coming  to  the 
monument.  However  there  have  been  numerous  times  when  our  quota  of  nine 
visitors  per  trip  mas  full  and  other  visitors  turned  amay  disappointed 
when  they  oould  not  ma it  an  hour  for  the  next  trip. 

Weather  A  nearby  cloudburst  on  July  28  brought  Beaver  Creek  from  a  dry 
stream  bed  to  flood  stage  in  a  few  minutes.  Water  went  through  our 
flood  wall  but  no  damage  was  done.  Total  precipitation  for  the  month, 
1.95  inches.  The  maximum  temperature  was  108°;  minimum,  57°.  The 
mean  maximum  was  98°  and  the  mean  minimum  61.77°. 

Administration  Custodian  Cotter  co-operated  in  the  preparation  of  an 
inventory  of  all  artifacts  and  exhibits  in  the  Montezuma  Well  museum. 
Although  most  of  the  best  specimens  have  been  removed  by  their  owners, 
there  are  several  artifacts  to  be  aoquired  with  the  Well. 

Some  time  has  been  spent  in  the  preparation  of  specifications  and 
estimates  for  a  bituminous  seal  ooat  for  our  entrance  road* 

A  milestone  for  this  monument  was  passed  on  August  10  when  we  sold 
Guide  Ticket  Wo*  12,000,  the  last  ticket  that  had  to  be  overprinted  to 
show  a  price  of  thirty  cents  including  the  tax.  Our  new  supply  of  tickets 
is  now  in  usewith  quite  a  saving  in  the  time  required  to  overprint  the 
old  tickets. 

Custodian  Hastings  took  two  of  his  days  off  and  a  day  annual  leave 
for  atrip  to  Grand  Canyon. 

Copies  of  the  July  issue  of  Arisona  Highways  featuring  Arizona's 
national  park  and  monuments  have  been  received  and  plaoed  on  sale. 

Supplies  and  Equipment  We  received  50  feet  of  ootton  rope  for  emergency 
use  with  our  basket  stretcher. 
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An  adding  machine  received  fr©*  tha  War  Assets  Administration  was 
added  to  our  office  equipment. 

Protection  Five  samples  of  experimental  soil  mortars  prepared  by  Mr. 
A*  E.  Buohenburg  were  received.  These  are  being  exposed  to  the  elements 
on  ovr   museum  roof  and  will  be  checked  at  sixty  day  intervals  as  re- 
quested* 

national  Parle  Service  Visitors  Assistant  Regional  Director  Davis, 
Regional  Archaeologist  Reed,  Maintenance  Engineer  Miller  and  Mr.  A.  E. 
^uchehfearg  mere  here  for  a  short  visit  on  July  25.  They  were  accom- 
panied to  Kontesuma  ^ell  waere  various  problems  were  discussed.

TTse  of  Monument  Facilities  by  The  Public  1925  visitors  came  in  526  oars, 
an  Increase  of  15  per  cent  over  the  1620  visitors  for  Auruct,  1941. 
Several  guided  trips  were  made  in  the  rain,  but  rain  or  shine  we  climb 
and  olimb.  688  tickets  were  sold,  150  visitors  paid  tax  only,  there 
were  155  children  who  climbed  tax  free,  4  visitors  from  the  armed  forces 
who  climbed  and  5  who  did  not.

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Aeocgsions  Mr*  Walter  Grimes  of  Cawp  Verde  has  donated  a  ooll action 
of  pottery  including  thirty  bowls  and  two  ollas*  ttost  of  it  is  un- 
decorated  Tusigoot  Rod  wara  obtained  years  ago  from  the  Clear  Creek 
Ruins  or  those  known  as  the  Osbom  Cares  near  "Beesley  Plats"  on 
the  Lower  Verde*  These  oares  were  visited  before  1900  by  Cosmos 
Klndeleff  and  reported  by  the  3*  A*  '£•  in  its  ISfch  Annual  Report 
tor   1891*92.

Monument  for  the  Month  of  August,  1946 t 

WBATSBgi 

Precipitation  was  light  throughout  the  headquarters  area  with  a  total  of 
•59  of  an  inch  recorded  for  the  month*     Heavier  rains  fell  in  the  north-east 
and  eentral  sections,  however,  and  most  of  the  area  received  sons  precipitation* 
Maximum  temperature  was  reached  on  the  1st  with  a  111  degree  reading,  and 
minimum  on  the  5th  at  67  degrees*     About  one-third  of  the  month  was  recorded 
at  below  100  degreee  maximum  with  10  days  cloudy  or  partly  obudy*     High 
winds  with  heavy  dust  carry  occurred  on  the  2nd  end  19th* 

TRAVEL, 

Travel  continued  its  decline  this  month  with  5,573  visitors  recorded 
oomparative  to  6,106  for  August  of  last  year*     Travel,  however,  did  increase 
over  July  by  1,106  persons* 

OEJBfiALi 

On  July  28  a  monument  visitor,  who  had  wandered  into  the  foothill  country 
of  the  Big  Aje  range  and  lost  himself,  was  finally  looated  after  an  extensive 
search  by  the  Ranger  and  Custodian*     It  seems  that  he  left  his  party  of  com- 
panions without  a  word  of  explanation  and  started  off  across  country*    They 
abandoned  the  search  for  him  at  darkness  and  notified  headquarters*     Re  was 
found  about  10t50  P*V*»  deep  in  the  brush,  utterly  lost,  but  suffering  no  ill 
effects  except,  perhaps,  a  mild  hangover*

There   follows  a  report  of  the  activities  at  Sunset  Crater  National 
Monument  for  the  month  of  August,   1946: 

Visitors  this  Month i   2349        Travel  Year  to  Date;    8713 

Ceaeral:    Travel  increased  slightly  over  August  1941.   The  outstanding 
event  was   the  pr  serce  of  NFS  personnel  for  the  first  tie.   the  appearance 
of  the  area  was  greatly  ixaproved  by  the  removal   of  trash,   interpretive 
services  were  offered  the  visitors,  and  valuable  observations  were 
undertaken  to  give  store  complete  knowledge  of  the  acute,   but  interesting, 
problems  we  shall  encou  lter^with  our  visitors. 

Travel:  A  total   of  1SG7  visitors  registered  compared  to  an  actual  regis- 
tration of  1652  in  August,   1941.   No  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  upon 
visitors  to  register,  as  we  desired  to  determine  what  percentage  would 
do  so  of  their  own   free  will.    The  results  show  that  the  estirmte   of  only 
70  !  of  the  tot  .1  travel  registering   is  more  correct  than  the   50^  figure 
used  in  pre-war  times. 

/*eather »  the  month  it  has  rained  almost  every  day  at  Sunset  Crater. 

The  oondition  of  the  road  shows   some  washing  as  a  result  of  cloudbursts, 
but  in  no  oase  is   it  a  serious  problem.    The  looal  farmers  are  complaining 
that  their  beans  are  moulding. 

Interpretive  Services:    lor  the   first  ti.-e  in  the  history  of  this  area  at 
least  a  minimum  interpretive  service  was  provided  for  visitors,  Vr.   Bob 
Wing,  a  veteran  attending  Arizona  State  College,  was  appointed  temporary 
ranger  effeotive  July  31#  The  visitor  load  at  Sunset  Crater  is  irregular, 
ranging   from  one  to  .fifteen   parties  at  a  time.    This    imposes   the  need  of 
a  flexible  interpr>«Ws  program,  that  will  provide  for  the  peak  loads  and 
rather  taxes   the*CsiJtei^tjHbf  o-vty  one  man.   The   Ice  Cave  has  as  great  a 
drawing  power  asv«.'5%fta?  WL& /^luseum.   danger  »ing  has  provided  an  exoellent 
interpretation  e£7th£ji  featurJ»\ii|wetJ  upon  his  past  studies. 

Observations:   Stnce  Rsmgtr  l^nf  Is  to  be  stationed  at  Sunset  Crater   only 

five  weeks,   it  was  fe^fjgiat  his  primary  assignment,   other  than  interpretation 

and  maintenance,   shb/W  be  observations   on  visitor  habits.   The  r>robler.  was 
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considered  froir.  both  a  physical  and  interpretive  development  angle. 
For  example,  evidenoe  of  overnight  camping  -was  found  every  day,  the 
largest  group  being  60  persons.  A  detailed  report  is  in  preparation 
and  will  form  a  valuable  supplement  to  the  excellent  work  of  Naturalist 
Dale  King, 

Protection*  The  task  of  oleaning  up  after  the  visitors  is  a  time 
consuming  task  for  any  personnel  at  Sunset,  but  the  most  serious 
problem  is  that  of  protection.  Concentrated  recreational  use  and 
uninhibited  visitor  interest  results  in  a  wanton  destruction  of  the 
outstanding  natural  features.  Control  is  impossible  with  only  one 
ranger.  Almost  every  party  climbing  to  the  rim  of  the  crater  takes 
cnr.e  of  the  hot  springs  deposits.  People  cannot  resist  throwing  rocks 
and  damaging  the  more  delicate  lava  formations.  Practically  every 
visitor  wants  to  remove  some  of  the  ioe  from  the  cave.  What  with  the 
ecologically  imposed  difficulties  of  plant  growth  and  the  ravages  of 
visitor  use,  it  is  a  wonder  that  there  is  any  natural  vegetation  at 
all.  One  factor  bearing  on  this  problem  is  that  the  average  party  on 
a  week-end  stays  45  minutes  with  a  maximum  of  two  hours,  except  for 
overnight  use.  In  this  time  period  uncontrolled  visitors  can  do  a  great 
deal  of  damage* 

ord  has  been  received  that  a  seven  month  position  has  been 
established  for  t.  is  area,  the  remaining  five  months  being  at  Wup&tki, 
This  is  a  greet  stride  forward  and  we  can  now  really  undertake  the 
solution  to  some  of  the  most  important  problems.

yollows  the  monthly  narrative  report  for  Tumacacori  National  Monument 
for  the  month  of  August,  1946. 

ttBATHER  CONDITIONS:  Rainfall  is  about  normal  for  this  period,  with 

preeipitatlon  of  4.21  inches.  High  temperature  of  100  was  reached 

during  fire  days.  A  low  of  61  occurred  on  the  12th.  The  range  is 
good,  and  cattle  are  fat* 

MAINTENAgCS:  The  usual  extensive  janitor  work  was  increased  by  the 
ubiquitous  weed  growth  and  the  tendency  of  the  bats  to  roost  in  the 
museum  arcades  as  well  as  in  the  mission  church.  Considerable  weed 
cutting  and  pulling  has  been  done  on  our  trails.  Some  wide  plaster 
cracks  in  the  west  boundary  wall  were  caulked*  More  caulking  was 
done  in  a  nev  leak  at  the  north  end  of  the  mission  nave  roof.  Usual 
wet  weather  repair  and  adjustments  to  doors  and  gates  were  made. 
Some  faulty  wiring  in  the  custodian's  residence  was  repaired.  Con- 
siderable more  linaeeding  of  exterior  woodwork  was  done. 

BBS! ARCH  AND  OBSERVATION;  Fact  file  work  by  Ranger  Brewer  and  Nature 
Observations  by  the  H.C.W.P.  were  continued  with  good  progress. 

INTERPRET  1TB  SERVICE;  710  visitors  went  on  132  guided  trips  through 
the  mission  church  and  grounds,  receiving  an  average  of  34*62  minutes 
per  trip*  1054  visitors  received  combined  Information  and  Interpreta- 
tion Service  in  the  museum  lobby,  patio  garden,  and  view  room*  1022 
persons  ri  sited  the  museum  exhibits. 

MUSEUM  4ND  EDUCATION:  More  herbarium  collecting  was  done.  In  spare 
time  a  physiographic  introduction  to  the  Verde  Valley  (central  portion) 
Was  written,  to  serve  as  introduction  to  the  hoary  paper  written  a 
number  of  years  ago  on  CWA  archaeological  excavation  at  Montezuma  Castle* 

TJCREaSB  OR  EBOR&iSB  IN  TRAVEL;  1,129  visitors  Came,  in  303  cars. 

This  figure  is  high,  exceeded  by  only  one  month  in  our  14  years  of  complete 

travel  figures,  the  total  of  1152  for  August,  1938*

Following  is  the  monthly  narrative  report  of  the  month  of  August,   1946  for 
Tusigoot  National  Monument. 

Visitor  Total >     After  dropping  below  the  comparable  1941   total  last  month, 
this  month's  total   of  1322  is  neck  and  neck  with  the  1S41  August   total   of  1534. 
407  parties  visited  the  monument  this  ir.onth. 

Guide  and   Contact  Service i     Museum,  ruins  anu  orientation  contacts  totalled 
S248  for  August.      957  people  in  245  parties  wero  shown  the  museum,  and  1070 
people  in   240  parties  were  conducted  thrcrh   the   ruins.      Because  of  the 
rush  of  visitors,   larger  parties  T-ere  collected  for  the  ruins  tour,  and  a 
special  effort  was  made  to  avoid  incomplete  contacts  and  "drible  ts"   of  unescorted 
visitors  mnderinf  tkrou£,h  the  ruins.     A  fair  measure  of  success   can  be  attributed 
to  this  policy,   in  view  of  the  foot  that  there  has  been  no  instance  of  theft 
or  vandalism  at  the  ruins  or  museum  in  the  past  seven  months.

The  fine  interpretive   service  by  Park 
personal   furnished  a  complete  picture  of  the   Canyon  and  its  making,  and 
my  job  was  limited  to  taking  the  boys  around  the  rim  and  part  way  down  Bright 
Angel  to  see  the  aotual  formations.

There   follows  a  report  of  activities  at  ftupatki  national  Lonunent 
for  the  month  of  August,   194G: 

Visitors  this  month:  448       Travel  Year  to  date:   3212 

General:    Travel  oon  tinned  to  deorease  below  the  1941  figures.  A  greater 
proportion  of  visitors  to  "frupatki  came  from  Sunset  Crater  and  a  marked 
ohange  has  been  noticed  in  their  attitude.  Rainfall  is  normal,  but  two 
cloudbursts  within  one  afternoon  did  considerable  damage  to  the  road. 
Problens   involving  the  status  of  the  Black  /alls  Trading  Post  were  in- 
vestigated. Photographs  of  ruins  taken  in  1900  were  received  from  one 
of  the  early  Kupatki  pothunters. 

Travel:  Tr'hile   travel  slows  an   increase  of  more  than   lOOJw  over  last  year, 
it  is  40"  below  that  of  August  1941.   The  condition  of  the  entrance  road 
is  considered  to  be  the  governing  factor  in  this  decrease.   To  a  greater 
extent  than  ever  before  our  visitors  are  entering  via  Sunset  Grater,  their 
interest  having  beer,  aroused  by  Temporary  danger  !Ung  at  Sunset  Crater. 
Since  they  have  been  forewarned,   there  are  far  fewer  complaints  on  the 
condition  of  the  road  and  it  has  bee;;   surprising  how  riany  comnents  there 
have  been  rade  on  the  s conic  qualities  of  the  road. 

ca their:    Durinf  the  past  month  we  have  had  more  than  tv.o  inches  of  rain, 
althourh  most  of  it  came  in  the  form  of  two  "pully  washing"  cloudbursts 
in  the  same  afternoon.   This  was  a  good  test  for  the  roof  repair  done 
last  winter,  but  the  driving  rains  really  penetrated  the  walls.  As  a 
r  suit  of  exceptionally  good  rainfall  in  the  Citadel  area,   the  stand  of 
grass  is  particularly  Impressive,  '.any  visitors  ooswsmt  on  the  comparison 
between  it  and   the  areas  outside  of  the  Honurant,  a  natural  entree  for

There   follow*  a  report   oi   activities   at   ".-.ar.de lie r  National  iionument 
for  the   period  ending  September  30,   1946. 

General 

Frijoles  Canyon  Lodge  olosed  for  the   season  September  8.     The 
contra  tor  began  the   job   of  rehabilitation   of  the   Lodge   and   Service 
buildings.     The   seasonal  rangers  were  termina  ed  early  in  the  month, 
the  first   freeze   of  the  year  reminded  us  that  winter   is  just  around  the 
corner.     A  visitor  record   of  22,100  for  the  year  was  set  as  the  travel 
year  closed.     The  winter's   supply   of  hay  was   purchased  and   hauled.     A 
study  of  fees  was  completed  and  rec.^anendations  made.      One  small 
forest   fire  was  controlled.     The  fuel  storage  tanks  were   installed  at 
the  power  plant.     The  Army  Engineers  completed  their  power  and  water 
line  across  the  Otowi  Section  an.  are  starting  on  the  gas  main. 

leather  and  F.oads 

eather  has  been  hot  and  oold  by  turns.     Early  in  the  month,  the 
thermometer  stayed   in  the  nineties  but   on  the  23rd  slid  down  to  28  to 
bring  us  the  first  frost  ana  freeze   of  the   season.      30  decrees  was 
recorded   on  the   24th.      Only   .44"   of  r.oisture  was  recoraea  which  is 
again  much  below  normal  for  this  month.     Entrance  roadj  normal  condition; 
rough,  badly  washed   out,  tortuous  and  dangerous  to  travel. 

Inspections 

Architect  Bennett  from  the  Jetional   Of  i  ice  has  visited  the  monument 
several  times  to   inspect  the  building   repair  work.     Architect   Lcvelady 
accompanied   »r.     ernett   on  one  trip. 

Travel 

2,536  people  visited  the  monument    in  637  cars  during  September. 
This  brings   our  travel  for  the  year  to  22,100  visitors  which  is  far 
above  any  other  travel  ye°.r.      Previous  high  travel  year  was   1^38  with 
15,   00  peop  e.      1946  figures  exceed  the   previous   record   by  47.5$. 

Total  visitor  days  were    25,485.      2085  members    of  the   Armed   forces 

visited  the  area.     Altho  we  collected   fees  for   only  four  months 

of  the  travel  year,  $1002  revenue  was  taken  in. 
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Maintenance 

Robert   E.   Melee  Construction  Company  commenced  work  on  September   16 
on  the  contract   of  painting,,  repairing  and  re-roofing  the   Lodge  buildings. 
$14,000  was  the  amount  bia  for  the   Lodge  job.     By  increasing  the  amount 
of  the  contract  the  permissible   25  i  we  will  be  able  to  re -roof  many 
of  the   Fark  Service  buildings.     Bids  are  out   for  an  additional  $2,000 
worth   of  roofing.     This  additional  contract  together  with  the  417,600 
contract  with  S'.cKee  will  place  new  roofs   on  all  our  buidlinga  except 
Bab  in  Group  nE"   in  the   Lodge. 

Te  were  eventually  able  to  get  the  two  1000  rallon  fuel  oil  storage 
tanks  for  the  diesel  plant.     They  were  hauled  from  Albuquerque  and 
Installed  at  the  power  plant.     The  trail  crew  has  made  good   progress 
in  maintaining  the  trails   in  the  back  country.     The  crew  will  probably 
more  to  Headquarters   this  month  and  put  the   orads  around   J-rijoles 
Canyon   in  condition  before  winter  sets   in.     A  small  force  account  crew 
is  busy  oaking  new  caiales  and  painting   In  the  residential  area. 

Wildlife   Protection 

Last   spring  rifles  and  ammunition  were   finally  procured  for  a 
campaign  to  reduoe  whld  burros   on  the  monument.     To  date  52  of  these 
animals  have  been  destroyed  and  plans  call  for  carrying  on  the  program 
until  the  feral  animals  are  reduced  to  a  minimum.     It   is  estimated 
that  the  burro  population  has  been  reduced  about  50  per  cent.     Reduction 
of  the  burros  should  result   in  a  marked   improvement   of  the  range  and 
more   plentiful  winter  food   supply  for  turkeys,  deer  and   other  wlAd   life. 
In  1943  we  finally  eliminated   illegal  grasingj  now  if  we  get  rid   of  the 
burros,  we  should  have  a  muoh  bettar  wild   life  area. 

Army  Activities 

The  Army  Engineers  have  completed  their  overhead  power  line  across 
the  monument.     They  have  also  consisted  the   14   inch  water   line  and  are 
now  scratching  around  to  try  to  find   so  e  water  to  pump.      Ireliminary 
work  on  the  6  inch  gas  main  across  the  area  has  been  started.     The  Army 
also  requested  permission  to  erect  a   liquor  store  an  the   Otcwi  Section 
as  the  War  Department  regulations  will  not  permit   one   on  the   Los  Alamos 
reservation.     This  request  was,   of  course,  denied.      Lowdermllk  rr  others 
have  given  their  promise  to  abandon  their  camp  at  the  road  junction  on 
the  Otowi  Section  and   com  lately  clean  up  the   site  before  ^ovem^er  1. 

Operat  or 

Frijoles  Canyon  Lodge  closed  for  this  season  on  September  8.     The 
early  closing  date  was  necessitated  by  the  need  to  get  the  painting  and 
roofing  job  under  way  before  winter.     Considerable  demand   for   overnl  ht 
accommodations,  mrals  and   services   in   September   suggest  tha  this  normally 
too  earlv  for  a  closing  date. 
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Interpretive  Service 

As   September   is  the   last  month  of  the  travel  year   it    is   of  Interest 
to  summarize  the  walks  to  the  ruins  and  the   people  who  saw  the  ruins 
during  the  year.      1224  different   groups  were  conducted   on  tours  thru 
the  ruins.     A  total  of  10,839  people  took  advantage   of  this   service. 
23  eampfire  sessions  were  held  during  the   summer   season  at  which  visitors 
wore  given  lectures,   shown  movies  and   slides   of  ruins   in  the  baok  country 
and    of  will  life.      1259  people  attended  these   sessions.       The  muse. 
has  received  heavy  use  despite  the   lack   of  heating  in  winter  and  diffi- 
culties  in   lighting  where  we  don't  have  a  constant   source   of  power. 
Visitors  generally  express  approval  of  the  Bandelier  museum  and   several 
have  been  heard  to  say  that    it    is  the  best   exhibit  they  have   seen    in 
any  of  the  national  monuments   or     arks  they  h-ve  visited.     The  unfinished 
oases  tend  to  detract   somewhat   from  the  third  room  but   Fablita's  Velarde 
paintings  never  fail  to  draw  high  praise. 

Of  the  total  number  of  visitors  to  the  area  wbout  half  joined 
parties   on  tours  to  the  ruins.      Many  of  them  went   on  beyond  the  regular 
stoppint   point  to  visit  the  Cremonial  Gave  and  constantly  people  have 
been  heard  to  remark  how  they  enjoyed  the  hike  baok  among  the  trees* 
Our  campground  has   had  oontinuing  heavy  use  during  the  year,   expecially 
on  Saturday  afternoons  and   Sundays. 

There   seems  to  be  continued    interest    in  the  various  p'jfclioaticns 
in   our  book  display  case  and  book  sales  have   veld  up  well.     Several 
new  publications  have  been  added  to  stock  and  were  well  received. 
"Arizona  National  Uon  ifents"   is  being  accepted  readily. 

During  the  month   of   September  two  organized   groups  have  made  use 
0-    the  campgrounds.      One,  a   group  of  archeologioal  students  from  Adams 
State  College  at  Alamosa,  Colorado  camped  two  nights   in  area,  visited 
the   ruins  and  attended  a  eampfire   session  both  evenings.     The   "Mesa 
Club"  a  women's    organization  at    Los  Alamos  had  a  picnic  dinner  and 
stayed   for  the  evening  lecture. 

Seasonal  Rangers  Joe  Thomas  and  Dean  Me  Clanahan  went   off  duty  during 
the  month.     Losing  our  temporaries   so  early  in  the  month  has  thrown 
a  heavy  visitor   loaa   on  the  Custouian,  Rangers  Keefe  and  Eden.      Service 
to  the   public  has   of  necessity  been  curtailed.     Trips  to  the  ruins 
in  September  were  about  equal  to  those   in  August,  yet   in  September  we 
had  two   leas  men  to  handle  the  visitor  load. 
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Forest   Froteotion 

One   lightning  fire   on  the  north  rim  of  Fr  ijolea  Canyon   occurred 
September   12.      It  wee  quickly  brought  under  control  by  Hangers  Eden  and 
I  efe  and   General  Mechanic  Valencia.     £aa^er   Keefe's  wife  had  prepared  a 
fine  birthday  dinner  for  Joe  but   30  minutes  before  the  dinner  was 
scheduled,  the  fire  broke   so  Joe  and  the   invited  guests  ate  a  supper 
of  K  rations   instead    of  the  sumptuous  dinner   Xatherine  had  prepared. 
We  christened  the  fire   "Joe's  Birthday  i  ire*   on  the  fire  rejort.

There  follow* a  the  narrative  report  for  Case  Qrande  National  Monument 
for  September.  1946. 

General:  On  September  1?,  IB,  end  19th.  the  heaviest  rainfal  elnoe  1996 
covering  three  ooneeoutive  days,  was  experienced.  A  total  of  3.94  inohee  fell 
conpletly  soaking  the  Monument.  The  exposed  walls  of  Compound  A  end  B  took 
a  terrific  beating  and  If  many  more  rains  of  this  sort  fall  there  will  be  mo 
need  for  stabilization.  Highways  front  Oils  Send,  Tucson,  and  :  hoenix  were 
olosed  to  travel  on  the  18th.  &  part  of  the  19th.  giving  us  a  break  in  travel. 
The  remadas  over  the  p ionic  ground  tables  end  in  front  of  residence  number 
one,  tipped  and  crashed  to  the  ground  due  to  the  added  weight  of  the  moist- 
ure. 

Yeather :  The  big  rain  was  the  predominate  topic  of  conversation  «rhen 
weather  was  discussed.  All  told  4.12  inohee  of  rainfall  were  recorded  during 
the  month,  which  is  more  than  was  recorded  In  any  month  since  1935  when  we 
started  to  keep  records.  The  month  as  e  whole  has  been  warm  with  only  six 
days  recording  a  maximum  temperature  of  less  than  100  degrees.  A  low  max- 
lmum  of  74«ems  registered  on  the  18th.  the  day  of  the  heaviest  rain,  .ill- 
iniums ranged  from  55  on  the  7th.  to  78  on  the  12th.. Nights  aa  a  whole  havo 
been  cool  making  it  comfortable  for  sleeping. 

Visitors:   Sept.   1946  -  1771;   Sept.   1945  -  1136;  Sept.   1941  -  1C08. 
Travel  year  to  date,   £6,194;  1945  -  11,384;   1341  -  16,084.   Included  in  the 
total  were  visitors  from  Hawaii,   Iraq,  and  ~>outh  Africa.  AocoaAdatlons  seem 
to  be  the  biggest  vtorry  of  most  of  the  visitors,     hen  questioned  several  stated 
that  their  reason  for  coming  down  here  now,  was  that  they  figured  there  would 
not  be  too  many  visitors,  end  aaooratdetlona  would  be  plentiful.  It  seems  that 
this  will  be  the  limiting  factor  in  our  travel  totals  for  the  1947  travel 
year.  Both  the  Phoenix  and  Tucson  Chamber  of  Commerce  report  thousands  of  in- 
quiries, as  due  to  fuel  shortages  and  strikes  in  the    *st  and  Midwest,   theses 
people  want  to  spend  the  winter  here.    *ith  the  housing  situation  as  it  is  in 
both  these  cities,  a  big  share  of  these  will  have  to  be  turned  away,  thus  cut- 
ting down  our  travel  potential. 

Interpretive  services t  Of  the  1771  visitors  to  the  area,   1090  made  the 
Ruins  trip  in  160  trips,  averaging  45.09  minutes  per  trip.  956  made  the  museum 
trip  in  147  per ties  averaging  18.67  Ulnutee  per  trip.   S3  ercned  forces  visitors 
in  uniform  ere  included  in  the  tot  1,  and  76  people  used  the  picnic  ground.

On  Aug,  30  a  trip  was  made  to  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  National  Monument  to 
make  repairs  to  the  Waukesha  pimp  angina.  Upon  dismantling  thla  angina  it 
waa  found  necessary  to  return  it  to  the  Case.  Grande  shop  to  complete  tbe 
repair*  After  completion  of  the  repair  the  pump  wee  returned  to  the 
monument  and  put  in  operation, 

U,3,DI  -  15822,  the  Saugcro  panel  truck  waa  in  for  the  following  repair: 
valve  grind,  piston  ringo,water  pump  and  carburetor.  It  waa  nacoaaary  to 
remove  freeze  plugs  and  dig  the  aludgi  and  aedlment  deposit  from  the  block. 
The  radiator  waa  also  given  an  acid  bath  to  clear  it. 

When  the  panel  truck  wae  returned  to  Saugaro  the  pickup,  U.3.B.I.  -  13684 
was  brought  in  for  the  following  repair:  motor  deeming  and  tuneup,  radiator 
repair,  overhaul  of  the  rear  axle  assembly,  overhaul  of  brake  system  and 
steering  gear,  rebuilding  of  the  pickup  box  and  repair  and  recovering  of  seat 
cushions. 

U.J.DI.  •  13820,  relief  oar  was  tuned  up  and  brake  drums  and  hubs 
replaced,  brakes  re  lined  and  adjusted.  One  trip  was  made  to  Phoenix  in 
connect Ion  with  bids  for  overhaul  of  the  sewage  dispose!  pump.  Supplies  were 
also  obtained  for  the  Saugaro  telephone  system* 

On  September  23  the  pickup  wae  returned  to  Saugaro  and  the  panel  truck 
brought  back  to  have  the  following  work  done  on  it:  new  transmission,  king 
pins  and  bushings,  shackle  assembly  replaced,  repair  to  front  seats  and  a 
paint  job. 

One  motor  block  has  been  rebored  and  a  parts  list  made  out  from  which  to 
assemble  a  rebuilt  motor  as  exchange  for  the  Navajo  pickup  when  it  comes  in, 

September  20,  The  sewer  pump  was  pulled  down  and  dismantled  for  shipment 
to  Phoenix  for  complete  overhaul.

The  state  highway 
from  the  Blanco  Trading  Poet  to  the  top  of  the  mesa  dropping  down  to  the 
San  Juan  river,  la  la  the  proceae  of  being  oiled*  Tim   stretch  of  88  miles 
of  oiled  highway  to  Astee,  Hew  Mexleo  will  bo  moat  welcome,  and  the  oiled 
road  from  Cuba,  Daw  Mexico  to  our  north  entrance  road  (Blanco  Trading  Post) 
should  bring  in  mors  rieitora  next  year*  The  road  between  Bloomf  ield  and 
Astec  la  nearing  completion  and  may  be  oiled  by  December. 

HORMSXBT  BO/PS.  The  rein  of  September  14,  caused  the  arroyo  to  run  which 
out  the  road  badly  at  the  foot  of  the  steep  hill.  With  the  additional  funds 
allotted  to  Boada  and  Trails  for  thla  area,  two  navajoe  wore  hired  and  the 
one  oulYert  was  removed  from  the  road-bed.  Two  largo  culverts  were  laid  In 
this  arroyo,  which  makes  the  road  thirty  feet  wide  at  tbia  point.  Dirt  and 
rooks  ware  hauled  and  the  road-bed  was  raised.  Two  largo  trucks  have  had  the 
misfortune  of  breaking  their  roer  axels  at  thla  spot.  It  la  hoped  that  this 
never  oooure  again  with  the  road  In  lta  boat  condition.  Wire  rovstmonts  were 
constructed  to  direct  the  flow  of  water  In  thla  arroyo  directly  into  the 
culverts,  additional  road  work  will  be  done  on  the  northern  section  of  the 
monument  road  during  the  remainder  of  the  month. 

RADIO  CONTACT.  No  radio  contact  has  boon  mads  with  El  Korro  National  Monument 
during  thla  report  period.  Contact  was  tried  on  August  31,  September  7,  14 
end  £1.  No  word  has  been  received  from  Custodian  Wilson  as  to  the  lack  of 
radio  contact. 

RAHQJSB  SERVICE.  Bangor  Johneton  waa  terminated  on  September  7.  Ho  was  a  vary 
good  sport  considering  the  living  conditions  at  Chaco  Canyon,  and  also  the  feet 
that  he  did  not  receive  his  ranger  uniform.  HI  a  order  was  placed  with  Pechheimer 
Bros.,  In  the  latter  part  of  Juno.  One  month  later,  he  received  hi a  pant a  and 
tie,  two  weeka  later  the  bolt,  and  tod ate  no  notice  has  yet  boon  received  that 
his  shirts  were  ever  delivered.  So  when  he  reports  again  next  summer,  he  will 
have  a  brand  now,  complete  (?)  uniform. 

AUTIVITliJS.  Usual  routine  duties  were  performed  during  the  month  and  office 
i.-ciy  vrae  iept  current.  Before  Ranger  Johnston  loft,  the  storerooms  were  given 
a  general  cleanup,  end  equipment  waa  rearranged,  allowing  additional  space 
for  storage  of  the  new  supplies  and  equipment  which  has  boon  ordered.

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director,  Region  Throe* 

There  follows  the  monthly  report  of  activities  at  !Tontesume  Cattle 
Rational  Monument  for  the  month  of  September,  1946* 

Visiters  this  month,  2256;  travel  year  now  ending,  14,894. 
Visitors  September,  1941,  1191  f  travel  year,  1941,  9,436. 

General  In  spite  of  hard  rains  in  this  area  September  brought  822  more 
visitors  than  the  1925  reoorded  in  august.  This  month  there  were  2265 
visitors  which  was  only  594  short  of  the  2849  for  the  entire  travel  year 
of  1943.  Apparently  the  new  paving  on  our  approach  road  attracted  some 
and  others  belong  to  that  late  season  -roup  who  have  been  waiting  for 
sohool  to  open  when  they  hoped  to  find  accommodations  less  crowded. 
Labor  Day  brought  one  of  the  busiest  days  experienced  at  this  monument. 
Two  hundred  and  eleven  visitors  were  counted  and  we  suspect  several  oar 
loads  were  overlooked.  Eighty-two  visitors  were  guided  through  the 
Castle  and  at  least  half  that  many  were  turnedeway  when  they  could  not 
malt  their  turn  to  climb. 

Weather  This  monument  shared  in  one  of  the  best  rains  that  has  come  to 
Arisona  since  1939.  On  September  17  and  18  there  was  1.47  inches  of 
precipitation  that  fell  as  a  gentle  rain  with  most  of  the  moisture  soaWhj 
into  the  soil.  Total  precipitation  for  the  month  was  2*38  inches.  The 
maximum  temperature  was  101  and  the  minimum  46°.  The  mean  maximum  was 
95*06°  and  the  mean  minimum  54*29°. 

Administration  This  month  brought  our  largest  turn-in  for  book  sales 
when  $56*66  were  remitted*  This  volume  would  be  larger  if  all  visitors 
could  be  contacted  in  the  museum  but  when  only  one  man  is  on  duty  and  he 
is  kept  busy  climbing  into  the  Castle  there  is  no  opportunity  to  contact 
visitors  In  the  museum* 

Several  maintenance  and  equipment  items  ordered  before  the  end  of 
last  f isoal  year  have  not  been  received  and  efforts  are  being  made  to 
learn  when  delivery  can  be  expected. 

Twenty  copies  of  the  book  "Arisona *s  National  Monuments'1  were  re- 
ceived and  placed  on  sale  the  next  day  but  none  have  been  sold  to  date* 
Perhaps  a  more  adequate  display  of  this  book  would  help  attract  attention 
to  it  and  additions  to  our  display  case  are  planned* 

The  preparation  of  routine  and  special  reports,  bills  for  collection, 
etc.  requires  a  lot  of  our  time*  but  these  have  been  kept  current. 
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Roland  Richer t's  appointment  as  temporary  renger  wt  terminated 
September  7  and  on  September  9  he  was  put  to  work  on  our  Major  Repair 
and  Rehabilitation  project.  However  this  was  interrupted  September  17 
when  we  learned  of  a  misunderstanding  over  the  wage  eoale  allowed  by 
wa~e  board  rates* 

Maintenance  Some  time  has  been  spent  replacing  loose  stones  and  repair- 
ing worn  spots  in  the  Castle  in  an  effort  to  off -set  this  summer's  heavy 
visitor  use*  This  work  proceeds  slowly  with  only  one  day  per  week  when 
one  man  oan  devote  his  full  attention  to  maintenance  work* 

"Foat"  cement  was  brushed  over  the  mortar  around  the  cobblestones 
in  our  garage  and  utility  building  in  an  effort  to  waterproof  the  walls* 
It  is  to  bo  hoped  this  was  successful  since  there  was  very  little  leak- 
age in  the  prolonged  rain  of  September  17  and  18* 

Two  days  were  spent  applying  raw  linseed  oil  to  exposed  wood  surfaces 
and  repairing  canales  at  the  quarters,  a  project  yet  to  be  completed* 

A  large  sycamore  tree  projecting  over  the  visitor  trail  broke  and 
fell*  This  will  bo  a  disappointment  to  photographers  who  used  the  tree 
to  frame  pictures  of  the  Castle* 

Hse  of  Monument  Facilities  by  the  Public  There  were  2,255  visitors  who 
oame  In  656  cars,  trucks,  and  one  "duck*.  Although  there  were  sore 
visitors  Into  the  area  this  month  than  last,  there  were  less  through  the 
Castle*  This  was  because  many  had  to  bo  turned  away  when  our  quota  of 
nine  for  an  hour  was  full*  A  typical  party  may  include  a  child  of  throe 
and  a  lady  of  seventy-two*  We  have  learned  that  elderly  people  can  some- 
times be  discouraged  from  climbing  by  asking  them  how  long  it  has  been 
since  they  climbed  a  twenty  foot  ladder « 

Tickets  sold,  763;  complimentary  permits  issued,  106]  children  who 
climbed  free,  96 j  members  of  the  armed  forces  who  climbed,  IS*  There 
were  7  armed  forces  visitors  who  did  not  climb*

Klchert,  51*00.  There  were  28  pionic  parties  including  122  people  and  7 
camping  parties  including  25  people*  Only  the  picnickers  and  campers 
observed  are  reported*  We  know  that  others  use  the  area  who  are  not

National  Park  Service  Visitors  Messrs •  Davis,  Lovelady,  end  Lass iter 
were  here  on  August  29.  Their  visit  was  most  welcome  for  there  were 
numerous  administrative  and  maintenance  problems  to  discuss.

MBATKaR*  Hernial  summer  rains  continued  throughout  cost  of  the  month, 
but,  due  to  termination  of  personnel  records  for  the  entire  month  are 
not  available .

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director,

Follows  the  monthly  narratlTe  report  for  Tumacacori  National  Monument 
for  the  month  of  September,  1946. 

^SATHSR  CONDITIONS:  Rainfall  was  better  than  usual  this  month,  with 
precipitation  of  2»88  inches.   Minimum  temperature  of  52  was  reached 
on  September  23.  Maximum  of  100  was  recorded  on  September  3  and  6* 
Hail  and  high  winds  accompanied  a  rain  storm  on  the  13th.  On  September 
9,  after  a  rainfall  of  1.31  inches,  the  Santa  Cruz  River  went  on  the 
rampage,  bringing  what  some  of  the  nativ  s  describe  as  the  highest  flood 
in  many  years*  Range  and  cattle  of  this  district  are  in  good  shape* 

MAINTENANCE:  With  cessation  of  rains  about  the  middle  of  the  month 
irrigation  is  being  done  again.  More  weed  control  work  on  trails  has 
been  continued.  The  faulty  nave  roof  leaked  again  at  the  north  end, 
and  was  patched.  An  approach  sign  was  re-lettered.  All  exterior  wood- 
work of  the  museum  building  has  now  been  given  a  good  dose  of  linseed 
oil,  as  well  as  countless  gates.  And  of  course  the  usual  extensive 
janitor  work  was  done*  The  bats  must  be  holding  a  prolonged  nominating 
convention  or  something  similar  in  the  church  these  nights,  for  the 
amount  of  daily  sweepings  up  are  truly  remarkable* 

RESEARCH  AND  0B5SRV  ffUfr:  Secondary  research  for  improvement  and  en- 
largement of  our  fact  file,  done  principally  in  spare  time  by  Ranger 
Brewer,  has  made  excellent  progress  this  month.  Bird  and  othar  Nature 
observations,  handled  principally  by  the  HCY.P,  have  been  kept  current* 

INTERPRET! VE  SERVICE:  860  visitors  went  on  148  guided  trips  through 
the  mission  church  and  grounds,  receiving  an  average  of  35*24  minutes 
per  trip*  1310  visitors  received  combined  Information  and  Interpreta- 
tion Service  in  the  museum  lobby,  patio  garden,  and  view  room*  1272 
parsons  visited  the  museum  exhibits* 

INCREASE  OR  DECREASE  IN  TRA7EL;  1,393  visitors,  in  368  cars,  visited 
the  monument*  This  gives  us  a  travel  year  total  of  17,939  visitors, 
and  the  highest  September  travel  in  our  records*

Fi.kJONM£L;     Annual  leave  was  taken  by  Custodian  Jackson  on  August  28  &  31. 

VAKDALIoM:     Jiarly  on  the  morning  of  September  15,  while  the  staff  was 
still  sleeping  the  sleep  of  the  virtuous,   a  group  of  people  sneaked  into 
the  monument  like   thieves  in  the  night.     They  went  all  through   the  church 
and  grounds,   and  on  original  plaster  in  the  cemetery  wall  two  of  them 
left  their  names  scrawled  extensively  over  a  large   section  of  the  wallo 
In  one  place  a  vandal  placed  his  initials  in  four  inch  letters,   gouged 
over  a  quarter  inch  deep  into  the  plaster.      A  little  detective  work 
convinced  us  the  vandals  were  probably  members  of   a  truckload  of  base- 
ball players  who  were  seen  parked  across  the  road  from  the  entrance,   in 
front  of  the  Tumacacori  Bar,   at  the   time  ve  opened  the  monument.     By 
the  tine  we  saw  the  vandalism,   the  truck  was  gone.     Inquiry  across  the 
road  revealed  the  group  in  the  truck  were  baseball  players  from  Nogales, 
3onora,   coming  into  Arizona  to  play  sorie  baseball  games,   and  Viat   they 
were  due  back  in  a  couple  of  days,   en  route  home  to  Nogales.     Ifce  neighbors 
across  the  read  were  informed  of  the  offense  somebody,  presumably  the 
ball  players,   had  committed,   and  that  it  was  necessary  I  be  advised  tt 
when  the  players  were  seen  coming  south  again.     This  missionary  -oris  bore 
fruit,   for  a  couple  of  evenings  later  two  boys  came  and  reported  to  me 
that  the  truckload  of  players  v/as  parked  in  front  of  the   saloon,   changing 
a  flat  tire* 

I  accosted  the  group,  and  by  means  of  much  bluffing  and  veiled 
threats  at  last  secured  a  confession  that  the  two  vandals  were  members  of 
the  party.     These  culprits  were  extracted  from  the  mob,   led  over  to  the 
monument  in  the  dead  of  night,   and  tools  and  plaster  hunted  up.     Then,   at 
the  scans  of  the  crime,   the  boys  -..'ere  made  to  patch  up  the  damage  and 
efface  the  initials  as  best  they  could  during  the  next  45  minutes,  working 
most  of  the  time  in  a  cold  and  drizzling  rain,   while  the  custodian  sj  per- 
vised   the  operation  from  under  an  umbrella.      After  the  mess  was  cleaned 
up  as  well  as  possible  the  boys  were  again  lectured  on  historic  values 
and  need  for  international  respect  of  these  shrines  and  need  for  cooper- 
ation in  their  protection,   and  at   length  vers  allowed  to  proceed  again 
toward  H«xico.     Since  the  truck  was  open,   I   am  sure  all  members  of  the 
group  suffered  at  least  a  lot  of  physical  discomfort  from  the  rain  while 
waiting  for  the  vandalism  repair.     The  rain  was  poetic   justice,   for  we 
don't  often  get  these  early  evening  rains* 

Needed  for  protection  of  National  Monuments:     Custodians  and 
rangers  who  don't  have   to  sleep  at  night. 

GENERAL:      Aside  from  the   deplorable  act  of  vandalism  cited  above,    affairs 
are  ticking  along  OK  here.     Vias  sorry  we  didn't  get  to  talk  more  with  the 
Demarays.     They  were  here  briefly,  taking  time  for  a  guided  trip  through 
the  mission,   in  the  middle  of  a  Sunday,     when  the  place  was  flooded  with 
visitors. 
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Whilo  Mr.  Buchenberg  was  here  we  want  orer  our  stabilization 
problems  with  him  thoroughly.  Upon  his  departure  ha  was  given  a  sample 
eaoh  of  our  adobe  brick  and  original  plaster,  some  dirt  from  our  borrow 
pit,  and  some  Tumadaoori  rater.   ith  this  material  he  is  going  to  pre- 
pare some  specimens  of  appropriately  oolored  stabilized  material,  which 
he  will  send  to  us  for  weather  testing.  This  should  be  of  much  ralue 
in  determining  the  best  types  of  arailable  stabilizing  mixtures  to  use 
in  future  repair  work.

iCMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director,  Region  Three i 

The  following  is  a  narrative  report  for  Arches  National 
Monument  for  the  month  of  October,  1946: 

GENERAL:  Travel  has  been  very  good  to  this  area  with  the  advsejfc  of  cooler' 
weather  and  several  photographic  parties  covered  the  area  during  the  month, 
with  more  to  corns  in  the  near  future* 

TRAVEL:  A  total  of  185  people  in  70  cars  visited  the  area  during  the 
month*  The  bulk  of  the  travel  was  from  Utah,  with  California  and  Colo- 
rado running  a  dose  second*  Sixteen  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
were  represented*  Most  of  the  visitors  entered  only  the  Windows*  section 
but  several  parties  made  the  hike  from  headquarters  to  Courthouse  Towers, 
which  section  is  beeoming  very  popular. 

IgfgRPBETIVE  attKViCES:  Twenty  six  parties  containing  69  people  were 
contacted  at  headquarters  and  11  parties  consisting  of  28  people  wore 
contacted  in  the  Windows  section.  Two  parties  totalling  3  people  were 
accompanied  into  the  Windows  section,  and  cne  party  cf  one  visitor  vas 
taken  to  Delicate  Area*  Total  contact  time  was  44  hours* 

WEATHER:  Light  rain  fell  on  October  1st,  with  heavy  showers  during  the 
night  and  Intermittently  on  October  2,  4,  and  5th*  High  winds  were 
experienced  on  several  occasions  and  frost  oooured  frequently  during  the 
month* 

ROADS*  The  Windows  road  was  badly  washed  by  the  stoms  of  October  1st 
and  2nd  and  was  closed  from  that  time  until  October  9th,  when  the  State 
finished  temporary  repairs*  The  State  se?nt  three  days  in  getting  the 
road  back  in  shape  and  at  this  writing  it  is  passable,  but  very  rough 
in  sections*  They  also  graded  the  roads  In  the  headq*xarters  area  at  this 
time* 

The  Salt  Valley  road  to  Devil  vs  Garden  and  Delicate  Arch  was 
washed  to  some  extent  by  these  same  storms  but  the  road  down  the  floor 
of  the  Salt  Gorge  was  greatly  improved  by  them*  It  is  now  possible  to 
drive  the  full  distance  to  the  Tmrnbow  cabin* 
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MEW8W0HTHY  VISITORS*     Bill  Soar*,   photographer  for  a  syndicate  at  Tuoson, 
Arisona,  spent  three  days  in  the  araa  getting  shots  of  the  features  in 
the  Windows.  Courthouse  Towers  and  Devil's  Garden  sections. 

Mr*  Ray  Garner  and  party  of  Phoenix.  Arizona  spent 
two  days  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Windows,  shooting  morios.     Mr.  Oar  nor 
represents  the  Hanson  Foundation  and  stated  that  he  would  return  shortly 
to  shoot  6000  feet  of  movies  for  this  foundation* 

Mr*  Joseph  Muenoh,  photographer,   of  Santa  Barbara. 
California  visited  the  area  en  October  22nd.     Be  was  accompanied  into 
the  Windows  and  Delicate  Arch  sections.     Arches  has  reoeired  considerable 
publicity  from  black  and  white  pictures  he  took  in  the  area  some  years 
ago  and  he  is  now  trying  to  get  full  coverage  of  the  area  in  color.     The 
primary  purpose  of  this  visit  was  to  get  H  shot  of  Turret  Arch  through  the 
Horth  Window,  at  the  request  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  for  their  series 
of  colored  piotures  of  scenic  areas*     Be  was  shooting  4x6  black  and  white 
and  solar,  as  well  as '35 -tan  color  and  intends  to  return  in  the  spring  to 
eoaplete  his   shooting* 

Bernard  B.  Freenan  and  party  of  Los  Angeles,  Calif- 
ornia arrived  on  October  25th  for  at  least  a  weeks  stay  to  fully  ccvsr 
arches  in  4  x  6  and  35  mm  color.     Mr.  Freenan  contributed  the  article 
"Land  of  Many  Arches"  which  was  contained  in  the  September  1946  issue  of 
Buiok  Magasine* 

QOvBRBMSHT  VISITORS!  Mr.  H.  B.  Thomas,  TJ.  8.  0.  3.,  Salt  take  City,  Utah 
visited  the  area  en  October  16th.  Be  was  cheeking  on  v/ater  wells  in  this 
section  and  was  furnished  with  the  required  informlHon  on  the  Arches  well* 

RESEARCH  AKD  OBSERVATION     ihe  contemplated  survey  of  plant  and  animal  life 
by  Dr.  D.  El  den  Beck  ana  party  of  the  Brigham  Young  University,  which  was 
scheduled  for  October  19th  and  2Qth,  was  postponed  indefinitely  due  to 
inclement  weather* 

On  September  29th,  while  on  contact  work  in  the 
Windows  section,  Z  discovered  a  60'  ladder  in  an  out  of  the  way  cove,  bet- 
ween the  Cardan  of  Eden  and  the  Windows  parking  area,  which  had  evidently 
been  used  to  .gain  access  to  the  top  of  the  ledge,  above  the  Cove  of  Arches 
and  Double  Aroh.     From  the  base  X  noted  a  ranged  ladder  at  the  top  of  the 
ledge,  which  ran  for  a  short  distance,  and  a  rope  strung  out  through  a  notch 
aboTe.thii  ,  evidently  for  use  as  a  hand  hold  to  gain  the  top.     The  ladder

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  Aztec  Ruins  for  October  1946. 

WEATHER.  A  raw  northwest  wind  blew  all  day  the  10th  with  a  maximum  tempe- 
rature of  62,  that  nite  it  dropped  to  15*  This  cold  snap  broke  up  the  en- 
joyable weather  of  the  first  days  of  the  month  and  also  cut  down  our  visi- 
tation considerably*  We  have  had  a  few  scattered  showers  totaling  0,5  in- 
ch  precipitation* 

INSPECTIONS.  Aroheologist  Reed  inspeoted  ruins  repair  on  the  14th. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES.  Sept  50,  the  Custodian  presented  an  illustrated  lecture 
ho   400  local  high  school  students.  Oct  3,  a  similar  lecture  was  presented 
to  135  students  and  faculty  nombcrs  of  "Che  Colorado  State  Agricultural  Coll- 
ege at  Ft  Lewis,  Colorado*  Paul  3alch  visited  the  14th  and  returned  the  Chaco 
stake  truok  which  had  been  in  use  at  Aztec* 

MAINTENANCE *  A  general  cleanup  of  the  ruins  and  parking  area  was  completed* 
One  hole  was  completed  midway  between  present  nanholes  on  the  dnaina^c  ditch, 
another  hole  is  50%   completed*  These  holes  are  being  nade  to  allow  us  greater 
advantage  in  our  attempt  to  dear  the  mud  from  the  clogged  line*  Sore  trouble 
has  been  experienced  with  our  new  steel  rod  y»  ere  joints  are  p  it  together 
with  lead,  occasionally  these  joints  work  loose  within  the  pipe,  separating 
the  rod  and  causing  delay*  Considerable  trouble  is  being  experienced  in  pro- 
curing laborers  because  our  pay  scale  is  lagging  so  far  behind  general  wages 
of  the  locality.  Laborers  hired  one  day  leave  the  next  for  better  paying  jobs< 
Capping  of  the  adobe  walls  on  the  government  residence  was  completed, which 
will  relieve  seepage  into  the  residence  thru  cracks  -which  have  appeared  in 
the  walls  as  a  result  of  excessive  settling  of  the  walls  of  the  residence* 

IBTE  RP PET I7E  SERVICES .  There  were  704  visitors  in  152  trips  conducted  thru 
the  ruins  and  $68  in  191  trips  were  shown  the  museum*  There  were  9  members 
of  the  armed  forces  conducted  thru  the  museum  and  the  ruins* 

INCREASE  OR  DECREASE  lit   pA^|afoT$W  were  868  people  in  310  oars  from  36 
states  and  oanada.  This  is  an  jStfrtflt**  of  approximately  2Z%   over  the  travel 
for  October  1945.

Weather  and   Roads 

The  usual  bright  clear  October  days  and  frosty  nights  have 
prevailed  most    of  the  month.      Snow  capped  the  higher  ranges  early  in 
month  and  the  thermometer  dropped  to  19°  one  night.      1.57"   of  moisture 
fell  during  the  period. 

Special  Activities 

The  Custodian  attended  the  National  Parle  Service  Conference  at 
'ammoth  Cave   rational   Park  October   8-11  where   he   had  the   pleasure 
of  acting  as   co-chairman  with  Regional  Director  Ti  Hot  son  at    one    of 
the   sessions.     Ranger  Eden  and  General  lecha-  ic  Valencia  made  a   trip 
to  Chaoo  Canyon  National  Monument  to  brin^  back  a   load   of  salvage 
lumber. 

Inspections 

Architect   Rennett   from  Region  Three  has  visited  the  area   four 
times   inspecting  the  work  being  jerformed    on  the   Lodge  by  the   contractor. 

Maintenance 

The  work  of  rehabilitating  the    Lodge  has  progressed  repidly.

The  new  roofs   on  the    Lodge  will  go  far   in  solving  a  trying   problem. 
A  contract   fior  42*000  worth  of  roofing    on   other  buildings  has  been 
signed  and    sent  to  the   Jirector's   Office   for  approval.     A  small   force 
account  crew  has  been  carrying   on  painting  and  deooratint   on  the 
Residences  durint    the  month.      The  Roads   and  Trails   crew  has  been  at  work 
all  month   on  trails   in  the  Capulin  and   other  back  country  areas. 
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They  will  have  to  bo  brought    lowor  as  the  winter   sets   in   ir.  the   r  ountains 
and  will  spend   next  month  working  the  roads   in  and   around   Headquarters. 

Interpretive   Servioe 

There  were    101  conducted  tours   to  the   ruins  during  the   month  and 
the  average  time   for  each  tour  was   71.9  minutes.      Of  the    1277  visitors 
to  the  area,    650  participatea    in  the  conducted  tours. 

"ost   of  the  visitors  to  the  museum  depended   on  the   self-explanatory 
nature   of  the  exhibits.     However,   on   14   occasions  rangers  part  ic 'pated 
in  discussion  with  a  total   of  70  people   in  the   museum.     Approximately 
40  minutes  were   spent  during   each  of  these  sessions. 

jeople   still  si^n  their  names    in  the  wron^,   section   of  the   visitors' 
register,   although  a  state -by-state  division  has  been  arranged  and 
conspicuously  marked   for   several  months.     The  natural  think,  ^°  do  seems 
to  be  to  write  the  name   on  the  next  blank  line  whereever  the  book 
happens  to  be   open. 

There  has  been  noticed  acontinued   interest   in  how  the  monument 
got   its  name  and  there   is  a  strong   demand  for  Pandelier's  book, 
"The   Delight   ?/akers". 

Travel 

1277  visitors  came  to  the  monument    in  322  cars.     This   is   an 
increase   of  71$  over  the   744  visitors  recorded  for  Ootober,    1945. 
Only  about    15/£   of  our  visitors  were  repeats.     The  heavy  late   season 
travel  indicates  that  many  people  deferred  their  vacations  until 
fall  on  account   of  congested  accommodations  etc.,    ^n  the  regular 
season.

National  llonument  during  the  month  of  October,     1946* 

General 

Iamb  buying  is  over  with  the  I'avajo  Indians  veceiving  a  good  price 
for  their  lambs  which  averaged  a  little  heavier  than  usual*  Squaw  dances 
have  been  numerous  during  the  month  with  Yei  BSChai  ceremonies  getting 
under  way  at  the  present  time*  There  are  three  in  progress  within  a 
radius  of  twenty  miles*   TTith  so  many  social  events  in  progress, 
visitors  have  been  priveleged  to  see  the  local  navajos  in  their  most 
picturesque  and  colorful  costumes* 

Weather 

Ideal  Fall  weather  has  prevailed  throughout  the  period  with  the 
leaves  beautifully  tinted  and  contrasting  with  the  red  sandstone  cliffs, 
these  colors  have  enhanced  the  natural  beauty  of  the  canyons  and  have 
added  materially  to  the  visitors  enjoyment  of  the  canyon.  It  bas  been 
a  little  colder  than  usual  with  the  inimum  temperature  reaching  18 
degrees*   Jays  have  been  generally  pleasant  with  an  average  Maximum 
temperature  of  around  75  degree* • 

Admini  strati  on 

Some  time  was  spent  in  going  over  some  irrigation  problems  with  the 
Indian  Service  and  Navajos  in  upper  canyon  del  !  uerto.  Trips  were  made  to 
Gallup  for  supplies  and  equipment. 

Maintenance 


The  greater  part  of  my  time  this  month  was  used  in  working  a  small 
crew  of  Havajos  on  my  roads  and  trails.  Hauling  in  and  cutting  the 
winter  firewood  supply.   Buildings  at  headquarters  have  had  minor  roof 
repairs  and  some  outside  plastering.

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  In  Chaco  Canyon  National 
Monument  for  October ,  1946. 

VISITORS.     A  total  of  one  hundred  eighty  pereone  visited  Chaoo  Canyon  National 
Monument  during  thle  report  period.     These  visitors  came  in  forty-nine  oars. 
Ihree  written  requests  were  answered.     Sixteen  persons  used  the  campground 
facilities,  and  six  of  these  camped  overnight.     One  member  of  the  armed  force 
was  contacted. 

Oars  from  the  following  states  were  contacted:     Hew  Mexico,  27j     California, 
11  j     Colorado,  3;     Illinois,  2;     Connecticut,  2;     Arizona,  1)     Tsxas,  1; 
Pennsylvania,  It     and  Oregon,  1. 

PAID  FACILITIES.  Eortyseven  tickets  were  sold,  and  twenty-five  complimentary 
tickets  were  issued. 

HfxT^SXTATIYE  SERVICE.     TWenty-two  groups  conslatiiic  of  seventy-six  visitors 
were  conducted  through  Pueblo  Bonito.    Eighty-six  persons  in  twenty- four 
groups  were  shown  the  museum  exhibits.     Twenty-four  persons  stopped  at  head- 
quarters who  desired  information  only. 

CONTACT  TIME.  Total  contact  time:  8098  minutes.  Ruin  time:  1665  mlns;  museum 
time:  790  mlns;  Information  time:  640  mine. 

PERSONNEL  TIMS.     Custodian  Sowars:  2875  minutes.     Custodian  McNeil:  220  minutes. 

INCREASE  jysf  TRAVEL.  Travel  is  higher  than  last  month  and  most  of  our  visitors 
are  entering  from  the  south.  October  of  1945  shows  one  hundred-nine  visitors, 
and  of  these  eighty  were  conducted  through  Pueblo  Bonito. 


CONDITIONS.     Usual  nippy  fall  weather  has  been  the  general  rule.     The 
of  85  degrees  was  reached  on  September  88.     The  minimum  of  15  degrees 

occurred  on  October  13  end  19.     Rein  fell  on  October  6  and  15,  with  total 

precipitation  amounting  to  1.43  inches. 
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APPROACH  ROADS,  Both  north  and  south  approach  roads  are  still  in  very  poor 
condition*  The  state  highway  to  the  north  has  completed  the  first  coat  of 
oil  from  the  Blanoo  Trading  Post  28  miles  toward  Bloomfield.  It  is  understood 
that  the  seal  coat  will  be  applied  in  the  spring.

MONUMENT  ROADS.  Work  was  terminated  on  the  monument  roods  on  October  4. 
The  crew  of  three  Navajo  spent  considerable  time  hauling  gravel  to  low  places 
along  the  northern  section  and  although  the  road  is  dry  and  dusty,  it  is  in 
excellent  condition  for  the  present. 

RADIO  CONTACT.  No  contact  has  been  possible  with  EL  Morro  National  Monument 
due  to  trouble  with  the  battery  charger  at  £1  Morro.  Custodian  Wilson  will 
notify  this  monument  as  soon  as  radio  contact  is  again  possible. 

PERSONNEL.  A  trip  was  made  to  Gallup,  New  Mexico  to  meet  former  Custodian 
Irving  McNeil,  Jr.,  on  October  14.  Returned  to  Chaeo  Canyon  that  night. 
Custodian  McNeil  entered  on  duty  October  15. 

i:.P.S.  VISITORS.  Chaoo  Canyon  had  an  influx  of  Perk  Service  personnel  during 
this  report  period.  These  include  Charlie  Steen  and  family;  Bill  Supernaugh 
and  family j  Paul  Belch;  Willard  Bradley;  Al  Lancaster;  Erie  Reed  and  Dale 
King. 

NEWSWORTHY  VISITORS.  Seasonal  Ranger  Clark  Johnston  and  Mother  who  made  a  short 
visit  to  pick  up  some  personnel  belongings;  Dr.  Paul  Reiter  and  twenty-five 
student e  of  the  University  of  New  Mexico  who  spent  one  night  in  the  canyon  and 
who  visited  the  ruins. 

ACTIVITIES.  Usual  routine  and  office  duties  were  carried  on  during  the  month. 

Charlie  Steen  delivered  some  supplies  for  future  stabilization  work  in  the 
canyon;  also  made  a  short  inspection  of  Pueblo  Bonito,  Casa  Rinconada  and  Chetro 
Ketl. 

Bill  Supernaugh  paid  a  short  visit  and  inspected  the  old  blacksmith  building 
at  the  CCC  camp  and  said  it  would  make  him  a  good  contact  atation  at  Organ  Pipe 
Cactus  National  Monument. 

Razing  the  two  buildings  at  the  camp  was  begun  On  October  7  and  was  terminated 
on  the  14.  Shortage  of  labor  made  the  job  longer  than  at  first  anticipated.  The 
cost  for  labor  and  transportation  will  be  divided  between  Bandolier  and  Organ  Pipe 
Cactus  National  Monuments  as  they  will  receive  the  salvaged  lumber  for  their 
usage.  Both  areas  have  been  advised  that  the  lumber  is  now  ready  for  hauling. 
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The  Chaco  Canyon  files  war*  at  last  completed  whan  tha  long  awaited  blank 
Inserts  were  received. 

Baleh,  Bradley  and  McNeil  began  the  fenee  surrey  on  October  15.  As  no 
truck  driver  was  available  at  the  time,  It  was  necessary  to  take  the  men  to 
work  and  then  pick  them  up  and  return  to  headquarters  at  the  end  of  the  working 
day.  The  truck  driver,  who  was  ill,  returned  to  work  on  October  21. 

Two  trips  were  made  to  Aztec  to  obtain  supplies  and  attend  to  official 
business. 

Seed  and  King  made  a  hurried  trip  to  Chaco  Canyon  and  discussed  future 
stabilization  work  to  be  done  on  the  ruins  and  made  a  short  inspection  of  Pueblo 
Bonlto  and  Chetro  Ketl. 

Custodian  McNeil  has  been  very  busy  with  the  changing  of  the  boundary  and 
tearing  down  of  the  present  fence  along  the  north-east  section  of  the  monument. 
Considerable  time  has  been  spent  on  catching  up  on  changes  in  administrative 
proeeedure • 

S  &  M  FENCB  JOB.  The  grazing  lease  held  by  Mr.  Sd  Sargent  on  Chaco  Canyon  land 
expired  earlier  in  the  year.  On  Ootober  14  to  19,  Engineer  Bradley  and  Regional 
Soil  Conservationist  Belch  came  out  to  work  on  the  problem  of  changing  the  fence* 
During  the  week,  the  lines  were  run  for  the  new  fence,  and  the  crew  started  to 
work  In  earnest  on  the  21.  The  south  sids  of  section  24  on  the  east  side  has  been 
taken  out  and  about  one  half  of  the  west  side,  except  for  the  tie  posts  and  a 
fsw  other  posts  which  are  solidly  cemented  in  place.  The  work  was  progressing 
very  rapidly  until  toward  the  latter  part  of  the  week,  when  one  of  the  jacks  broke. 
This  slowed  up  the  work,  and  it  is  hoped  that  another  jack  can  be  obtained  before 
too  long.  It  Is  hoped  that  the  favorable  weather  will  continue  for  several  weeks 
yet,  and  several  section  lines  can  be  eompletly  moved  this  fall. 

PROJECTS  TOR  ENSUING  MONTHS.  Continue  with  the  S&M  fence  job;  try  end  obtain  cement 
for  this  project  at  both  Gallup  and  Azteo;  make  a  trip  to  Aztec  for  minor  repairs 
on  the  S&M  stake  truck  and  the  Chaco  Canyon  dump  truck;  clean-up  the  CCC  camp-site 
after  the  lumber  has  been  hauled  away;  place  siding  on  the  office-museum  (west  side 
only)  to  help  insulate  the  building  from  wind  and  sand;  paint  the  building  whenever 
the  paint  is  delivered;  finish  painting  and  lettering  of  the  large  entrance  signs 
on  both  approach  roads;  give  the  roof  of  the  custodian's  residence  the  final  coat 
of  roofing  material;  make  a  trip  to  Gallup  for  propane  gas  and  possibly  cement; 
keep  office  and  routine  duties  current.

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director, 
Region  Three. 

Thsrs  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  £1  Morro  National  Monument 
for  the  aonth  of  October. 

EATHER:  Maximum  temperature  79  degrees  on  September  28th,  minimum  13  degrees 
on  October  19th.  Total  precipitation  amounted  to  .39  inches. 

TRAVEL:   141  visitors  in  42  cars  arrived  at  the  monument  during  this  report 
period.  The  tour  of  the  inscriptions  was  made  by  128  visitors  in  36  trips 
and  the  total  guide  time  amounted  to  29  hours  and  55  mimutes.  7  Visitors 
went  on  top  to  see  the  ruins  and  13  people  arrived  for  information  only. 
17  States,  other  than  New  Mexico,  were  represented. 

APPROACH  ROAD;'.:  On  October  14th  the  Indian  Service  bladed  the  road  between 

unl  and  the  Raman  Day  chool  and  about  the  seme  time  the  tate  Highway 
Department  put  a  blade  on  the  25  mile  stretch  frort  the  Reservation  line 
into  Gallup,  e  now  have  only  five  miles  of  unbladed  road  into  Gallup. 
The  condition  of  this  approach  road  is  better  than  it  has  been  in  the 
last  twelve  months,  but  all  this  work  is  a  little  late  for  many  tourists 
benefit.  The  road  in  from  Grants  is  dry  and  passable  but  quite  rough. 

ith  only  .39  inches  of  rain  our  middle-of  -the-road  lakes  have  disappeared 
and  our  walk- in  visitors  are  rare. 

'.'.-.INTftN.  i*C  :   The  two  mair  projects  for  this  month  were  the  plastering 
of  the  exterior  walls  of  the  Ranger  Cabin  and  the  installation  of  a  new 
|et  of  China  Clippers  in  this  Custodian* s  mug.  I  believe  the  latter  would 
come  under  maintenance*  One  more  trip  to  the  dentist  will  complete  the 
Job  and  then*  the  hunt  for  a  good  beefsteak  will  be  on.  A  motor  overhaul 
job  was  done  en  the  dump  truck  in  Gallup  and  the  brakes  on   the  pickup 
were  repaired  twice. 

PROJECTS  FOR  r;HK  COMING  MONTH;  Hualing  of  three  tons  of  coal  and  two  loads 
of  wood,  surfacing  the  entrance  road.  General  check  on  water  lines  and 
draining  of  all  those  that  might  freeze.

Weather.  Perfect  -  clear  cool  days  and  I  do  mean  clear.  High  temperature 
was  83  and  low  23. 

Roads.  Highway  maintenance  crewa  hare  been  working  on  the  approach  roads 
from  Carizozo  and  Mountainair  and  they  are  now  in  good  shape.  In  fact, 
they  are  now  in  better  condition  than  anytime  during  the  past  year. 
Contacted  the  grader  operator  and  had  him  work  the  entrance  road  to  the 
monument • 

TraTel .  Travel  decreased  about  32$  under  the  previous  month  of  September. 
Instate  visitors  numbered  102  and  outstate  visitors  49.  There  were  a 
total  of  43  cars  with  instate  numbering  34  and  outstate  9.  Most  visitors 
mention  the  increased  travel  expenses,  such  as  hotel  accommodations,  food, 
etc. 

Guide  and  Contact  Service.  A  total  of  151  visitors  were  conducted  through 
the  ruins  in  43  guided  tours.  The  average  time  spent  by  each  party  was 
57  minutes.  Total  contact  time  of  41  hours. 

Maintenance  and  Administration.  During  the  past  month  the  files  at  the 
monument  have  been  revised  and  the  subjective  decimal  system  of  classification 
as  used  throughout  the  National  Park  Service  has  been  adapted.  Worked  three 
days  on  the  entrance  road  to  the  monument  with  a  hand  rake  removing  rocks 
and  putting  the  road  in  a  very  smooth  condition.  Repainted  and  relettered 
more  directional  road  signs  on  both  approach  roads.  Cleaned  and  waxed 
USDI  1-13850.  One  morning  spent  rounding  up  stock  which  delicately  walked 
around  the  cattleguard,  will  place  further  barrier  to  their  ingress. 
Checked  and  maintained  five  miles  of  telephone  line,  tightening  binding 
bolts  and  removing  tree  limbs  from  wire.  One  of  the  local  bean  farmers 
was  rushed  to  the  hospital  in  Mountainair  with  a  badly  mangled  foot.

There  follows  the  monthly  report  of  activities  at  Monte sumaC as tie 
National  Monument  for  the  month  of  October,  1946* 

Visitors  this  month  -  1499 j  travel  year  to  date  -  1499* 
Visitors  Ootober,  1941  -  785;  travel  year  1941  -  788. 

general  During  Ootober  we  have  accomplished  little  more  than  the  most 
essential  maintenance  and  visitor  contact  has  oooupied  almost  all  of 
our  time.  Office  and  administrative  work  has  been  on  a  catoh  as  catch 
can  basis  and  a  lot  has  been  neglected.  This  month  brought  639  more 
visitors  than  the  860  counted  in  October  last  year.  The  average  Sunday 
from  June  80  through  August  18  brought  94  visitors  but  beginning  August 
25  to  the  present  date  Sundays  have  averaged  148  visitors.  Many  visitors 
have  been  turned  away  when  they  could  not  wait  their  turn  to  climb.  This 
month  the  average  number  of  trips  through  the  Castle  per  guide  was  81 
while  in  July  and  August  it  was  60  and  64  respectively.  Perhaps  the  cooler 
weather  aooounts  for  some  of  the  increased  travel.  We  have  learned  that 
many  visitors  avoid  visiting  the  Castle  when  our  ladders  are  sistling  in 
the  sun. 

Weather  The  weather  has  been  too  good  for  travel.  There  has  been  only 
•29  of  precipitation.  The  maximum  temperature  was  . 97°  and  the  minimum 
29°,  but  most  of  our  minimum  temperatures  have  been  well  above  freesing. 
The  mean  maximum  "was  80.9°  end  the  mean  minimum  40.7°. 

Administration  By  working  staggered  shifts  we  have  been  scheduling  ten 
hours  of  guide  service  on  the  three  days  per  week  when  two  men  are  on 
duty.  However  this  oonsumes  so  much  time  that  the  practioe  is  to  be  die* 
continued  except  on  Sunday. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  an  attempt  was  made  to  guide  visitors  through 
the  Castle  on  a  forty  minute  schedule  but  with  a  party  of  ten  to  twelve 
people  we  found  that  we  could  not  sell  the  tickets,  get  them  to  the  top 
of  the  building  and  back  and  have  time  to  give  even  a  brief  outline  of 
the  general  information  on  the  building. 

Both  Custodian  and  ranger  have  been  using  some  of  their  days  off  to 
secure  supplies,  fireplace  wood,  and  repairs  and  to  conduct  other  monument 
business. 

Bids  for  seal  coating  our  entrance  road  were  to  be  reoeived  by  the 
Regional  Offioe  until  October  21  and  information  is  expected  concerning 
the  award  of  contract.

Travel i  Visitor  use  shows  an  increase  of  10$  over  last  year,  although  it 
ins  lfe#  below  that  of  October  1941.  A  greater  proportion  of  the  visitors 
were  really  interested  and  would  take  all  of  the  time  you  ooild  give  them. 

at  Ow«n  Oeyao} 
Weather :   Delightful  fall  weather  prevailed  the  entire  month,  although  it 
did  get  down  to  f reeling  once.  Precipitation  praotioally  nil. 

Roads t   Korse  than  ever  before  and  the  source  of  cany  r  marks   on  the  register 
ar.d  indirect  verb»l  complaints  through  Custodians  Brewer  and  Hastings.   The 
prospects  of  improvement  are  very  bright  at  present. 

The  road  crew  from  the  Grand  Canyon  will  start  maintenance  work  early 
in  the  first  week  of  iiovember.   Ihe  new  entrance  will  be  three  miles  north 
of  the  present  one,  utilising  an  exist  ng  road.   The  pre 'en t  road  will  be 
followed   from  the  Citadel  to  ISupatki.  Lack  of  funds  prevents  our  following 
the  soenio  wagon  road  between  the  Doney  Craters. 

Grasingt    CO  Bar  oattle  ar     being  moved  down   to  Spider  fleb  from  the  Cedar 
Ranch,  but  will  not  be  grazing  on  the  Monument  until  later  in  the  year. 
A  local  cattleman,   Mr.   Kirby,   has  a  permit   for  nlnty  head  of  cattle   on 
the  Forest  just  west  and  south  of  the  Monument.  He  has  arranged  with  the 
C©  Bar  to  haul  water  from  Heiser  Spring,  approximately  1000  gallons  per 
day.

Custodian  Cotter  completed  revision  of  the  interpretive  statetnent  for 
the  Tuaigoot  master  plen  and  forwarded  it  to  this  office  for  review. 

Custodian  Feris  visited  .  s  nta  Fe  for  several  days;  a  general  discussion 
on  proposed  revisions  of   the  ".vhite  ^ands  Raster  plan  occupied  almost  a  whole 
day.

Custodian  Botes  Wilson  «1  sited  the  office  and  discussed  a  proposer  color 
movie  of  rl  itorro  National  Monument,  also  color  slides,  to  be  used  for  talks 
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to  indoctrinate  local  residents  concerning  El  mbrro'a  highway  and  other  needs. 
Plane  were  made  to  prepare  a  considered  scenario  which  will  result  in  a  movie 
reel  onto  which  both  English  and  Spanish  sound  can  be  dubbed.     Sueh  a  reel 
would  be  widely  popular  in  educational  and  travel  circles  not  only  in  the 
United    tates  but  in  Spanish -speaking  countries  as  well.     It  is  believed  that 
the  aid  of  other  government  agencies  can  be  enlisted,  parti cularly  In  com- 
pleting the  Spanish  reel. 

Info  mot  Ion 

Progress  was  made  toward  completing  two-fold  leaflets  for  Walnut  Canyon, 
Canyon  de  Chelly,  Navajo,  and  Gran  Quivlre  National  Monuments. 

Eighteen  requests  for  Information  were  filled,  and  four  selections  of 
5x7  glossy  photographic  prints  were  sent  out  to  writers  and  organizations 
publishing  informational  material.     A  full  set  of  Spanish  National  Park 
Service  leaflets  was  requested  by  Dr.  Joaquin  Ortega  of  the  School  of  Inter- 
American  Affair 8,  University  of  New  Mexico. 

Research  and  Observation — Staff  Projects 

Continuing  attempts  were  made  to  obtain  a  qualified  man  for  a  proposed 
arch eo logical  survey  position.     At  the  end  of  the  month  the  position  was 
not  yet  established  and  no  likely  prospect  for  an  incumbent  had  been  located. 

Research  and  Observation — Cooperative  Projects 

Justification  for,  and  Job  description  of,  a  proposed  collaborators* lp 
for  Mr.  A.  S.  Buehenberg  In  ruins  stabilization  were  prepared. 

Dr.  Ruth  Underbill,  who  is  preparing  a  book  for  Navajo  high  school 
children,  searched  our  photographic  files  and  extracted  about  30  pictures 
for  possible  use  In  the  publication,  planned  for  Issuance  shortly  after  the 
first  of  the  year. 

Region  Three  Office  Loan  library 

Several  letters  were  written  which  resulted  in  new  accessions.     Acces- 
sions for  the  month  were  17  books,  31  periodicals,  and  15  pamphlets  and 
reprints.

Iroteotion — Ruins  Stabilisation 

Major  news  of  the  month  was  the  activation  of  the  Mobile  rrnit  for  ruins 
stabilization  at  Chaeo  Canyon  when  Aroheologist  Gordon  Vivian  and  Archeologist 
Aide  James  Lancaster  reported  for  duty  there  earlier  in  the  month.     Their 
first  efforts  were  spent  in  arranging  tool  and  storage  rooms  and  in  assembling 
equipment  for  the  numerous  intricate  operations  which  this  unit  is  called 
upon  to  perform.     A  crew  waa  gathered,  and  toward  the  end  of  the  month  opera- 
tions in  aetual  stabilization  had  begun. 


difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  small  details  of  recordation, 
such  as  the  mounting  of  photographs.     Lack  of  electricity  at  Chaeo  Canyon 
will  necessitate  the  use  of  photographic  paste,  for  records  must  be  perman- 
ently durable.    Henceforth,  only  three  copies  of  stabilization  records  will 
be  made,  instead  of  the  six  in  prewar  years,  because  copies  will  be  furnished 
only  to  the  monument  concerned,  the  Regional  Director,  and  the  Director. 

Aroheologist  Steen  was  at  Casa  Grande  the  entire  month  making  experi- 
ments of  methods  of  stabilizing  caliche  walls.     The  tests,  although  not  con- 
clusive, gave  promising  results.     A  preliminary  plan  for  stabilizing  Compounds 
A,  B,  and  D  at  Casa  Grande  was  written  and  will  be  distributed  for  comment 
during  December. 

On  November  30,  Mr.  Steen  left  for  Montezuma  Castle  National  Monument 
to  erect  a  brace  under  a  cracked  ledge  on  which  the  front  wall  of  the  cliff 
dwelling  rests. 

The  NBSX  solution  developed  in  1935  is  promising,  not  as  a  spray,  but 
for  injection  purposes.     Information  was  requested  from  Engineer  ikrtius, 
who  developed  it.  as  to  its  formula  and  availability. 
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Information  concerning  wood  preservatives  wee  forwarded  to  Caen  Grande 
and  Tonto  National  Monuments  where  oarpenter  bees  ere  damaging  prehistoric 
wood  beams. 

Projects  for  Ensuing  Month 

King  will  make  short  tripe  to  Chaoo  Canyon  and  Oren  ^uivira  National 
Monuments  on  stabilization  problems  and  will  spend  the  rest  of  the  time  in 
the  office  on  routine  matters*

return  to  the  office  late  in  the  month.

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Directors 

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  Aztec  Ruins  for  November  1946. 

NBATHE  ^.  The  usual  oool  fall  weather  has  prevailed  with  some  snow  and  rain- 
fall  produoing  a  total  of  0.26  inch  preoipitation*  The  northern  routes  lead- 
ing to  Asteo  have  at  times  been  blocked  for  1  or  2  days  at  a  time  with  heavy 
snow. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES .  The  Custodian  presented  2  illustrated  talks,  one  to  a 
local  county  school,  another  to  the  local  Lions  Club*  The  Southwestern  Mon- 
uments Association  has  purchased  a  portion  of  the  private  property  adjacent 
to  the  north  boundary  of  the  Monument, which  includes  a  pre-historic  Pueblo 
structure,  for  later  inclusion  within  the  Monument* 

MAINTENANCE.  The  completion  of  additional  manholes  in  the  drainage  ditch 
project  hascbeen  continued,  a  portion  of  the  plugged  pipe  removed  and 
preparations  for  oanorete  bases  completed.  The  procurement  of  labor  has 
offered  considerably  difficulty* 

The  museum  roof  and  the  great  Kiva  roof  have  received  minor  repairs  with 
a  general  cleaning  of  gutters  *md  drains* 

INTERPRETIVE  SERVICES.  There  were  338  visitors  in  98  trips  shown  thru  the 
museum  and  227  visitors  in  67  trips  conducted  thru  the  ruins,  of  these  4 
were  members  of  the  armed  foroes* 

INCREASE  OR  DECREASE  IN  TRAVEL.  There  were  338  people  in  126  cars  from  22 

states,  Hawmii  and  Alaska*  This  compares  with  473  visitors  for  November 

1946*

Architect    -ennett  and  the   Custodian  met  with  represent  tives 
of  the    kcHee  Construction  Company   on  November   29  for  a   final   inspection 
oi    the   rehabilitation  work  performea    on  the    LoaLe.     The  work  was 
found  to  be  complete  and  a  very  acce  table   job.     The  contract   for 
roof  lag  the  Administration-kuseum  Guild  ing  ana   the  two  residences 
is  about   o    i  complete   at  this  tice.     The  contractor  hupes  to  complete 
it   in   10  uays   if   coou  weather  jrevails. 

The  force  account  crew  has  maae  4  ood  progress   in  painting  the 
residences  and   other   lark  Jervice  buildings.     Two  men  wore  terminated 
from  the  toads  and  Trails  ore*.     The  ere*  has  done  considerable 
maintenance  work  on  the  entrance  roau  but  much  remains  to 
accomplished. 

Interpretive   Services 

Sixty  trips  to  the  ruins  were  made  with  a  total  attendance   of 
3J8*     The  average  tir.e  spent   on  escb  tour  was   one  hour  and  live 
minutes*     The  ruins   trails  have  bees   in  good   condition  and  visitors 
have  expressed   keen  delight  during    the  walks    In  the  crisp  fall  air. 
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During  the   last  half  of  November,  most  days  have  been  bright  and  warm 
until  about  3tCO  P.   M*,  when   our  sun  goes  down  bch5nd  the   south 
walls   of  the  Canyon.     A  lar^e  number   of  deer  tracks  have  been   seen 
on  the  trails  and  these  are   of  intense    interest  to  most  visitors* 
Many  opportunities  have  been  taken  by  the  Rangers  to  point   out 
the  difference  between  buck  and  doe  tracks* 

The  Custodian  journeyed  to  Albuquerque   on  November   6  and 
presented  a  program  at  an  assemblage   of  the  School  of  Inter -American 
Affairs  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico*     About  four  hundred  people 
attended  the  program.     A  talk,   supported  by  motion  pictures  and 
Nodachrome   slides,  was  given  and  the  program  continued   for  well 
over  two  hours*     The  Custodian   is  scheduled  for  another   similar 
leoture  at  the  University  during  the  month   of  Deoember. 

Travel 

488  visitors  came  to  Bands lier  during  the  month  in  150  oars* 
137   of  the  automobiles  were  entering  the  monument  for  the   first 
time  while  the  remaining   13  were  re-entries*     This   indicates  that  the 
large   percentage   of  our  visitors  were  honest-to-goodness  tourists* 
The  decrease   of  travel  this  November  from  the  travel  for  the   same 
month  a  year  ago  was  brought  about  mainly  by  the  bad  snowstorm 
and  many  days   of  inclement  weather  whioh  we  had  during  the  first 
half  of  the  month.

Twelve  more  wild  burros  were  eliminated  during  the  month* 

Army  Activities 

Lowdermilk  Brothers   in  compliance  with  our  request  moved  their

Constant  vigilance  was  maintained  and  frequent  horseback 
patrols  made   on  the  back  country  boundaries*     Ranger   Keefe  apprehended 
three  men  who  presumably  had  killed  a  buck  on  the   South  kesa*      Keefe 
and  Eden  seised  the  buck  and  arrested  the  men.     With  no  courts   or 
other  machinery  for   law  enforcement   on  monument    land,    it   looks  hopeless 
to  £et  a  conviction*   so  we   slapped  the   fellow* s  hands,  told  him  not 
to  do  it  any  more,   seized  the  buck  and   let  them  go*     The  oaroass  was 
donated  to  the   Opportunity  School,  a  charitable   institution   in  Santa 
Fe. 

Rather  heavy  kill  of  buoka  was  reported  in  the  surrounding 
territory  but  no  turkeys  were  reported  taken*     Several  does  were 
reported  Killed  and   left  to  rot   or  be  eaten  by  coyotes. 

Personnel 

Laborers  ftoodard  and   Orem  were  terminated  November   15*     All 
personnel  took  a   few  days   leave  during  the  month  to  go  on  short  hunting 
trips.     So  far  the  clerk  position  has  not  been  filled,  but  may  be  during 
the  next  month* 

Miscellaneous 

Ranger   Keefe  while  hunting  north  of  the  monument  retrieved  a   set 
of  weather   instruments  which  had  been  set  adrift   in  a  balloon  by  the 
Weather  Bureau   in  Albuquerque   on  September  7,    1939*     The   set   had  been 
equipped  to  radio  data  baok  to  the   station.     All  equipment   is   in  poor 
condition  but  will  be  returned  to  the  Weather  Bureau*

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Director. 


There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  El  Morro  National  Monument 
for  the  month  of  November* 

WEATHER t     Nine  light  snows  storms  accounted  for  11-^  inches  of  snow  and 
.71  inches  of  precipitation.  The  first  storm  occurred  on  November  2  and 
the  last  on  November  24*  They  were  all  light  snows,  but  contained  enough 
moisture  to  make  the  roads  muddy#   i'his  weather  and  road  condition  accounts 
for  a  drop  of  420  %   in  travel  compared  with  last  month. 

ArPROACH  ROADS:  No  work  has  been  done  on  either  of  the  two  approach  roads. 
A  great  many  heavily  loaded  trucks,  hauling  the  bean  crop  to  market, 
have  cut  deep  ruts  in  our  unsurfaced  roads  and  travel  by  ordinary  passenger 
car  is  very  uncertain. 

TRAVEL i  The  decrease  in  travel  of  420>S  as  compared  with  last  month  was 
due  'to  the  unfavorable  weather  and  road  conditions.

INTERPRET IVE  SERVICE :  Twenty  seven  visitors  in  ten  cars  arrived  at  the 
monument  during  the  report  period.  The  tour  of  the  Inscriptions  was 
made  by  twenty  one  visitors  in  eight  conducted  tours  and  the  total  guide 
time  amounted  to  eight  hours  and  thirty  minutes.  Six  people  arrived  at 
the  monument  for  information  only.

leather.  Winter  is  definitely  here*  ve  hare  had  seTeral  days  of  snow  and 
the  temperature  has  dropped  below  the  freezing  point  erery  night  of  this 
month.  On  the  3,  4,  5,  and  6  all  traffic  was  blocked  due  to  deep  snow 
drifts.  High  temperature  was  72  and  low  17. 

Roads*  In  spite  of  frequent  snows  and  rains  during  the  past  month  both 
approach  roads  are  in  good  condition.  A  Highway  Surrey  Crew  has  been 
working  on  a  10  mile  stretch  of  road  this  side  of  Mountainair  and  there  is 
some  talk  of  getting  the  10  miles  pared.  This  project,  howerer,  remains  to 
be  seen. 

N.P.S.  Visitors.  Johnwlll  Paris,  Custodian  of  White  Sends  National  Monument 
rlsited  the  monument  recently  while  on  his  way  to  Santa  Fe. 

Trarel.  Trarel  continues  to  show  a  decrease.  About  3l£  under  the  figures 
shown  for  October.  With  the  coming  winter  months  ri  si tat ion,  no  doubt,  will 
continue  to  decline  until  next  spring.  Instate  visitors  numbered  64  and 
outstate  risitors  40.  There  were  a  total  of  28  ears  with  instate  numbering 
18  and  outstate  10.  Three  people  walked  out  to  the  monument. 

Guide  and  Contact  Serrice.  A  total  of  104  risitors  were  conducted  through 
the  ruins  on  28  guided  tours.  The  arerage  time  spent  by  each  party  was 
55  minutes.  Total  contact  time  of  25  hrs,  45  mins. 

Maintenance  and  Administration.  No  outstanding  maintenance  or  admin istrat ire 
work  has  been  performed  during  the  past  month  due  to  bad  weather.  Practically 
four  full  days  and  portions  of  the  nights  were  spent  pulling  people  out  of 
snow  banks  and  ditches  and  starting  broke§-down  cars.  It  appears  as  though 
the  local  people  for  many  miles  around  are  becoming  increasingly  more  dependent 
on  monument  assistance  for  erery  problem  imaginable.  Necessary  precautions 
hare  been  taken  to  prerent  water  pipes  from  freezing  during  the  coming 
winter  months.  A  large  supply  of  wood  has  been  hauled  in  and  sawed-up  for 
the  fire  place  in  the  liring  room. of  the  residence.  One  day  was  spent 
orerhauling  the  automatic  water  pump.

Nonumcnt  for  November,   194.6. 

GE  ■ri-ilr'JL.     With  the  termination  of  Glen  T.  Bean  as  seasonal  ranger  on  October 

7,  there  1ms  been  no  personnel  stationed  here  except  on  weekends  when     r. 
Bean  returned  on  status  of  laborer.     This  custodian  entered  on  duty  here 
November  23. 

ffiATHER.     With  no  weather  station,  there  is  no  record  as  to  temperature 
changes  or  precipitation.     At  this  writing  there  is  about  one  inch  of  snow 
on  the  ground  around  headquarters.     The  dunes,  however,  have  no  snow  covering 
them.     The  higher  mountain  ranges  are  white. 

TRAVEL.     Nothing  is  known  about  travel  with  the  exception  of  the  register 
book.    Eighty-five  people  signed  the  book,  and  these  visitors  came  in  twenty- 
four  cars.     It   is  felt  that  many  more  visited  the   area  but  did  not  register. 

DECREASE   IN  TRAVEL.     The  figures  show  a  marked  decrease   in  travel;  this  month, 
19 4.6  with  ^5;  this  month,   1945  with  330.     This  would  be  accounted  for  in  no 
personnel  checking  cars  during  most  of  this  report  period. 

ROADS.     The  approach  road  seems  to  bo  in  excellent  condition  and  monument 
roads  are  in  good  shape. 

ACTTVTTISS .     Present  activities  are  moving  into  the  residence  and  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  area. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES.     This  custodian  took  annual  leave  from  October  27  to 
lovember  12.     Th     leave  was  u  t tonally  lengthened  due  to  being  snow-bound 

in  Denver.     When  roads  were  again  passable,  returned  to  Chaco  Canyon  National 
ument  via  Santa  Fe,  and  Region  Three  Of fie    . 
The  transfer  to  Great  Sand  Dunes  was  expected  to  take  piece  on  November 
15,  but  on  the  eve  nine:  of  the  14,  Mechanic  Stonehocker,  Casa  Grande  National 

ument,  called  Chaco  Canyon  from  Crownpoint,  New  Mexico,   and  said  he  was 
broken  down  there  with  tran  -on  trouble. 

It  was  then  necessary  to  make  a  trip  to  Gallup,  New  Mexico  for  parts. 
As  the  repair  work  was  being  done  at  the  Navajo  Indian  Service  garage  at 
Crownpoint,  Mechanic  Stonehocker  came  to  Chaco  Canyon  on  the  16th  and  17th, 
as  the  oarage  was  closed. 

Work  was  resumed  on  the  18th  and  it  was  discovered  that  the  transmission 
obtained  in  Gallup,  would  not  fit  the   semi-trailer  truck.     Another  transmission 
was  located  in  the  Crovrnpoint  garage  and  installed. 
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After  completing  this  Job,  to  the  horror  of  all  concerned,   it  was 
discovered  that  the  differential  had  also  broken  down.     This  again  meant 
another  emergency  trip  to  Gallup  for  parts. 

A  little  after  noon  on  the  21st  Mechanic  Stonehocker  and  truck  arrived 
at  Chaco  Canyon.     The  truck  was   loaded  with  our  household  belongings  that 
afternoon.     Stonehocker  left  and  got  only  as  far  as  the  big  hill  out  of  the 
canyon  as  the   semi  could  not  make  the   last   100  feet  to  the  top.     Only  with 
the  arrival  of  Regional  Soil  Conservationist  Balch  at  the  top  of  the  hill, 
pulling  the  semi,   and  the  Chaco  Canyon  du#p  truck  at  the   rear  pushing, 
could  the   semi  finish  the  rrade.     Aztec,  New  Mexico  was  reached  at  midnight. 

The  following  day  put  us  over  Wolf  Creek  pass  and  into  Alamosa.     It 
was  a  great   pleasure  to  meet  Messrs.  Scoyen,  Cornell  and  Bennett  along  the 
road  to  Pagosa  Springs  en  route  to  Santa  Fe, 

Great  Sand  Dunes  was  finally  reached  on  the  morning  of  November  23. 
The  Sowers  had  quite  a  jinx  on  this  trip,  but  alls  vrell  that  ends  well.

National  Vonument  for  the  month  of  November  1946* 

Visitors  this  month  -  932j  travel  year  to  date  •  24?1* 
Visitors  November,  1941  -  842}  travel  year  1941  -  1571. 

general  With  the  drop  in  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  monument  this 
month  we've  been  able  to  devote  more  time  to  administrative  details 
and  maintenance.  Storms  in  the  Flagstaff  area  and  further  north  have 
been  responsible  to  oonsiderable  extent  for  visitor  decrease*  How- 
ever, there  is  a  steady  enough  flow  of  vaoationists  to  keep  at  least 
one  man  on  contact  duty  at  all  times  ldiile  on  Sundays  the  services  of 
at  least  two  men  are  demanded*  We  have  found  need  of  all  three  men 
for  contact  work  on  two  or  three  oooassions  this  month* 

Weather  There  was  a  sharp  drop  in  temperatures  as  well  as  travel  for 
this  period*  Our  maximum  temperature  went  no  higher  than  75°  while 
the  minimum  slid  down  to  18°*  The  mean  maximum  was  6S*7°  and  the  mean 
minimum,  26°*  One  and  twenty  hundredths  of  an  inch  of  rain  fell  on 
seven  days* 

Administration  With  three  men  again  assigned  to  this  monument  me  have 
resumed  staggering  lunch  hours  so  that  we  maintain  an  unbroken  nine 
hours  of  contact  servioe  for  eaeh  week  day  and  ten  hours  on  Sundays* 

A  eontraot  has  been  granted  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  and 
approved  by  the  Public  Roads  Administration  for  the  construction  of 
the  first  seotlon  of  the  $1*400,000  Blaok  Canyon  Highway  development 
program*  This  is  to  be  a  forty  foot  wide  highway  that  will  out  the 
distance  from  Phoenix  to  Flagstaff  about  60  miles*  Ke  understand  the 
new  road  will  come  near  or  even  aoross  the  boundaries  of  this  monu- 
ment* 

A  trip  was  made  to  Montezuma  Well  to  acquaint  Ranger  Sohroeder 
with  the  area  and  the  housing  facilities*  The  residenoe  there  will 
need  oonsiderable  rejuvenating  before  it  can  be  called  livable*  It

Monument  for  the  month  of  November,   1946. 

WKATBERt 

November  has  been  variable  with  temperatures  ranging  from  a  low  of 
29  to  a  high  of  81  degrees*  No  killing  frosts  have  occurred  so  the  area 
is  looking  exceptionally  well.  Three  small  showers  occurred  during  the 
month  for  a  total  of  .26  Inches  of  rain* 

TRAVEL. 

Out  of  state  travel  is  starting  early  this  year  with  travel  increasing 
daily*  Total  visitors  for  the  month  was  6290  bringing  the  travel  year  to 
10,531.  The  travel  increase  seems  to  be  state-wide  as  all  resorts  in 
Arizona  report  reservations  to  overflow  capacity  for  the  entire  season* 

GENEHALt 

three  days  were  spent  during  the  month  at  Ajo  Air  Base  and  Williams 
Field  in  search  of  surplus  road  equipment*  While  some  equipment  was 
located  we  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  effect  any  transfers* 

One  trip  by  Ranger  Ringenbeck  was  made  to  coolidge  to  piok  up  the 
monument  pickup  ahich  had  been  there  for  overhaul* 

Fences  have  been  repaired  as  needed  and  all  other  available  time  was 
spent  on  repairing  and  painting  equipment*

Practically  all  patrol  roads  are  still  impassable  and  since  our  wage 
scale  is  frosen  at  6&y  an  hour  we  are  unable  to  hire  our  road  crew  as 
planned  since  all  labor  wages  through  the  vicinity  are  much  higher. 

The  County  started  today  to  clean  out  dips  on  the  main  highway*  The 
sand  has  been  a  hazard  in  these  dips  since  the  middle  of  September.

There  follows  a  report  of  the  activities  at  Saguaro  National 
ument  for  the  month  of  November,  1946. 

.  ^.  j?H&i.  Rain  fell  on  eight  days  during  the  month,  totaling  approx- 
imately 1.40  inch;  the  heaviest  precipitation  occurred  on  November 
24,  when  nearly  one-half  inch  was  recorded  in  Tucson.  Total  for  the 
year  to  date  is  slightly  over  13  inches,  wMeh  is  more  than  two  inches 
above  the  normal  at  this  date.  Travel  has  definitely  been  affected  jjy 
the  adverse  weather,  since  on  three  days  no  visitors  arrived,  and  on 
other  rainy  days,  travel  has  been  limited  to  one  or  two  cars. 

STATUS  OF  PRIVATE  LANDS.  Development  of  a  house  site  by  the  new  own- 
er of  part  of  the  subdivision  in  Section  8  is  planned,  and  a  water 
well  was  completed  on  the  property  during  the  month.  A  separate  re- 
port on  real-estate  developments  withis  and  immediately  adjacent  to 
the  monument  was  submitted  earlier  in  the  month. 


south  boundary  and  lladrona  Ranger  Station,  and  a  few  of  the  worst 
washes  on  the  Loop  raod  filled  or  leveled.  Werk  on  improvement  of 
the  temporary  quarters  at  Lladrona  R.3.  was  completed,  except  for  the 
installation  of  a  shower,  which  is  held  up  by  the  inability  to  obtain 
a  Flamo-type  pressure  reducing  valve.  Trail  work  ceased  after  the 
first  fev;  days  of  the  month,  due  to  weather  conditions,  so  only  a 
small  section  of  the  Happy  Valley  Saddle  trail  was  improved;  also 
the  rock  werk  and  blasting  was  by-passed,  since  our  Barco  hammer  is 
on  loan  to  Chaco  Canyon.  The  interior  of  the     jr  Station  was 
painted,  and  the  bunk- type  beds  replaced  by  a  conventional  type. 
Painting  of  the  Headquarters  building  is  still  in  progress,  but  one 
room,  the  bedroom,  was  completed.  The  project  of  replacing  the  roof 
of  the  Headquarters,  expected  to  be  completed  by  this  time,  was  held 
up  by  priority  trouble,  but  all  preliminary  matters  have  now  been 
cleared  up,  the  contract  approved,  aad  werk  should  begin  soon.  It 
has  been  impossible  to  obtain  a  road  petrol  from  the  Pima  County 
Highway  Department  on  a  rental  basis,  since  four  of  their  seven 
machines  are  torn  down  await iag  parts;  Mr,  Grove,  County  Eagiaeer, 
has  tentatively  premised  to  let  us  have  on  in  January,  if  possible. 
Other  sources,  including  the  Forest  Service  and  State  Highway  Dept. 
were  contacted  with  no  results.  So  our  roads  will  continue  in  poor 
conditi

of  Agriculture,  h      tinued  it's  field  studies  on  the  bacterial  nec- 
rosis of  the  Saguare.  Dr.  Grill,  Senior  Pathologist,  visited  the/,  mon- 
ument on  October  26  and  29,  in  company  with  Mr,  Paul  Lightle,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  local  study  program.  It  was  interesting  to  learn  of  the 
progress  of  their  studies,  since  the  custodian  has  been  absent  duri 
the  past  four  of  the  five  years  that  the  work  has  continued.  Briefly, 
mortality  figures  shew  that  an  annual  loss  of  1.8  percent  from  the  dis- 
ease has  existed.  Mr.  Lightle  has  also  found  considerable  more  reproduction 
than  was  at  first  thought  to  be  here. 

TRAVEL  AID  EIT^:o?:h,Tr.h,  .  .AVIOZ.      Of  the  960  visitors  to  the  monument, 
arriving  in  331  cars,  301  persons,  in  99  parties,  v;ere  contacted  at 
the  monument  Headquarters.  For  the  first  time  since  the  monument  was 
established,  In  1933,  we  were  able  to  maintain  almost  a  seven-day-a- 

;  contact  service,  there  being  only  two  days  during  the  month  when 
no  one  was  available  at  the  office  to  supply  information  to  visitors. 
Travel  increased  on  19  persons  over  October,  but  was  over  200  more 
than  the  estimated  figure  for  November,  1945.  Weather  conditions  un- 
doubtedly prevented  a  number  of  persons  from  visiting  the  area,  as  at 
this  season  there  should  have  been  a  substantial  increase  each  month, 
according  to  prewar  studies  of  visitor  trends. 

-  -.caH  Bevies.  Park  Ranger  James  T.  Fulton  reported  for  duty  at  noon, 
October  31.  His  arrival  marks  the  end  of  a  decade  when  Saguare  was 
cither  a  "lone-post"  area  with  one  permanent  man  on  duty,  or  an  un- 
manned monument  for  several  months  of  the  year.  Mr.  Fulton  Transferred 
to  the  National  Park  Service  from  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Mas   Depart- 
ment ,  where  he  had  been  on  duty  as  an  Inspector  since  his  discharge 
from  the  Army.  He  may  also  be  rmembered  by  some  of  the  Southwestern 
Menumsnts  personnel  as  former  Forestry  Foreman  at  Bandelier  CCC  Camp. 
Needless  to  say,  he  is  heartily  welcome,  especially  at  Saguaro,  where 
his  background  and  past  experience  make  him  peculiarly  well  suited  to 
the  position.  Mr.  and  ,rs.  Fulton  are  occupying  (as  first  permanent 
tenants)  the  now  quarters  at  Madrena  Hanger  Station,  sixteen  miles 
from  L'onument  Headquarters*

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POLIOS  PROTECTION.  Frequent  patrols  of  the  monument  boundaries  were 
made  during  the  deer-hunt  inc.  season  which  ended  November  17.  Only  a 
snail  part  of  the  boundaries  could  be  posted  prior  to  the  season,  but 
all  access  roads  were  adequately  signed,  if  only  in  a  temporary  man- 
ner.  On  three  occasions  evidence  of  hunting  on  the  Federal  lands 
within  the  boundaries  was  found,  but  the  only  persons  actually  found 
inside  the  monument,  hunting,  were  two  local  residents  encountered  on 
State  land  the  morning  of  November  17.  No  arrest  was  made,  as  authoity 
to  prevent  hunting  on  the  nor.-Federal  lands  within  the  boundaries  is 
lacking.  However,  the  tw»  young  men  were  persuaded  to  continue  their 
hunting  elsewhere.  Ranger  Fulton  did  not  participate  in  the  game  pat- 
rols, as  he  is  not  yet  familiar  with  the  boundaries  and  land  ownership 
problems,  and  it  was  judged  to  be  more  advisable  to  handle  this  detail 
alone . 

rjILDING  FIRF  PROTilCTIC.  .   A  thorough  study  of  building  fire  problems 
was  made  by  Ranger  Fulton,  together  with  recommendations  for  new  equip- 
ment badly  needed  at  this  area.  This  equipment  'will  be  ordered  as 
soon  as  we  have  had  a  discussion  of  our  needs  with  Highway  Engineer 
Niller,  who  is  due  here  on  November  28. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH.  Plans  are  being  made  for  a  monthly  check  of  the  water 
supply  at  I.'adrona  Ranger  Station  by  the  State  I-Iealth  Department.  Due 
to  the  possibility  of  frequent  contamination  of  the  drinking  water 
supply  by  range  stock,  it  is  felt  that  monthly  analysis  is  the  mini- 
mum frequency  for  such  checks.  A  new  chemical  type  comfort  station 
is  planned  for  the  temporary  employees  at  I'adrona  R.S.   area,  as  the 
old  »pe»  pit  type  is  upon  the  point  of  collapse;  equipment  purchased, 
when  it  was  being  built,  for  installation  in  the  Headquarters  building 
and  never  used,  will  be  utilized.

This  land  was  with- 
drawn by  President  ilson  In  1920,  as  a  possible  addition  to  the 
monument,  «e  agreed  the  withdrawal  would  be  of  no  value  to  Turaa- 
cacori,  and  I  wrote  your  office  recommending  it  be  revoked.

Guide  and  Ccr.taot  Service:     The  15th  was  a  red  letter  day  for  Tuxigoot, 
when  the  first  permanent  ranger  to  be  stationed  at  the  Monument  entered  on 
duty,  and  the  heartiest  of  welcomes  went  to  Roland  and  Edna  Riohert.     As 
Junior  Archeologlst,  "Rink*  brings  to  the  Park  Service  and  Tuxigoot  a 
first-hand  Vnowledge  of  the  Southwest  gained  as  a   student  of  Anthropology 
at  The  University  of  Arixcna,  plus  experience  as  a  seasonal  ranger  in  the 
Southwestern  Monuments  dating  back  to  the  days  of  "The  Boss".     Appropriately, 
Pick1 s  last  seasonal  assignment  was  at  Montezuma   Castle  the  past  summer 
(after  four  year's  service  in  the  Anqy,  including  two  in  the  Pacifio), 
so  that  he  brings  with  him  a  ready  knowledge  of  the  Verde  Valley,  its 
archeology,  and  just  the  coordinated  information  concerning  Uontexuma 
Castle  and  Montezuna  "•ell   sought  by  so  many  Tuxigoot  visitors.

Mxlntenenoe :       As  this  goes  through  the  typewriter,  we  are  still  fighting 

the  worst  break  yet  experienced  in  the  long  history  of  water  pipe  line  trouble 

at  this  monument.     For  the  past  ten  days,   1000  gallons  a  day  have  been 

escaping  from  the  line.     After  going;  over  every  inch  of  the  line  route 

above  ground  twice,  Riok  and  I  have  systematically  dug  test  holes  ev^ry  hsmdred 

feet  of  the  line  for  one  mile,  then  exposed  many  additional   sections  known 

to  be  weak  at   the  base  of  the  tailings  dam.     At  every   exposed   section,  a 

sound  test  was  run  (ear  glued  to  the  pipe)  to  listen  for  escaping  water. 

In  all,  48  eld  patches,  in  the  line  were  count rd  in  over  50  test  holes  as 

the  work  progressed,    finally,  what  seems  to  be  leakage  has  been  heard  in 

a  section  that   seems  te  place  the  leak  under  the  road  just  this  side  of 

the  Verde  River  bridge.     Perhaps  this  will  be  it.  Our  thanks  goes  to 

Fdna  Richert  and  Virginia    Cotter  for  keepinr  the  museum  open  to  visitors 

while  their  respective  husbands  shoveled  their  way  daftly  toward  Clarlcdale. 

Special  Talks:     Tuxigoot  played  host  to  the   Clarkdale   Garden  Club,  and  Virginia 
gave  a  talk  and  demonstration  with  specimens  on  fossil  plants.

There  follows  a  report  of  activities  at  Wupatki  National  Monument 
for  the  month  of  November,  1946. 

Visitors  this  montht  129     Travel  Year  to  date:  374 

Travel i  The  number  of  visitors  t!  is  month  shows  a  slight  decrease  over 
that  of  previous  years*  Jusiress  men  report  a  decided  drop  in  traffic 
on  the  highways,  and,  in  addition,  the  condition  of  our  entranoe  road 
plus  the  weather  contributed  to  this  decrease. 

Weather:  The  weather  was  uns  ttled  during  a  good  portion  of  the  month 
with  cloudy  skies  and  oold  winds.  Temperatures  were  down  to  freezing 
early  in  the  month  and  two  light  snowfalls  furnished  a  minimum  of 
precipitation. 

Roads :  For  the  first  time  in  six  years  the  entrance  road  is  receiving 
s one  attention.  Foremen  Ed  Laws  of  ^rand  Canyon  National  Park  with  a 
orew  of  three  equipment  operators  and  seven  l.avajos  is  doing  an  excellent 
job  of  maintenance  with  the  limited  funds  available.  The  job  started  on 
November  4  and  to  date  most  of  the  work  has  been  confined  to  the  worst 
portion  of  the  road  between  Wupatki  ^uin  and  Doney  Craters.  The  existing 
road  alignment  is  being  followed,  necessitating  the  hauling  of  a  great 
deal  of  material  on  the  very  rocky  sections.  Except  for  si  minor  breakdown 
of  the  motor  patrol  early  in  the  month,  little  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  with  the  equipment.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  whether  or  not 
the  twelve  year  old  dump  truck  from  alnut  ^anyon  will  last  through  the 
job.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  rent  another  dump  truck  from  Grand 
Canyon  and  make  the  necessary  repairs.  Under  the  present  appropriation 
this  maintenance  projeot  will  be  terminated  about  December  15. 

Personnel:  Robert  F.  Upton  reported  for  duty  on  November  21  as  Park 
Hanger,  nil  assignment  .will  call  for  seven  months  at  Sunset  Crater  and 
five  months  at  Wupatir  .  jb   impresses  us  as  the  type  of  fellow  who  oan 
step  in  and  get  the   job  done  and  we  are  very  happy  to  have  him  with  us. 
Mrs*  Upton  will  be  settling  down  at  Viupatki  as  soon  as  the  household 
goods  gets  underway.  Ve  newcomer  to  the  National  Park  Serice,  Bob  has 
had  previous  experience  at  Wird  Cave  National  Park,  Devil's  Tower  and 
Unite  Sands  National  Monuments.  After  seeing  the  world  with  the  ZTavy 
Bob  still  prefers  the  Perk  Service. 
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:;avajoai  Another  landmark  t)  Is  month  was  the  final  settlement  of  the 
estate  of  Alvin  Grebb,  the  local  Navajo  boy  who  died  in  the  Army. 
Grandpost,  nis  father,  has  been  "champing  at  the  bit"  to  get  the  money. 
The  settlement  by  Administrator  Van  .leave  was  acceptable  to  the  old 
nan,  although  we  had  anticipated  some  trouble  in  explaining  the  fees 
which  were  deducted,  Navajo  Supervisor  Stocks  of  Tuba  City  was  called 
in  on  the  final  settlement  to  witness  distribution  of  the  money.  :Iis 
interpreter  skillfully  compared  lawyers  fees  in  an  estate  with  those  of 
a  medicine  man  at  a  "sing".  3eing  a  prominent  medloine  man,  Crandpost 
could  understand  this. 

Status  of  Private  Lands i   Two  days  were  spent  in  flagstaff  with  Assistant 
Regional  director  Davis  and  Forester  Ratcliffe  an  matters  concerning:  the 
Babbitt  land  holdings  within  the  Monument.  The  Babbitts  have  threatened 
to  issue  a  commercial  lease  on  the  ^eiser  Spring  property,  but  to  date 
there  have  been  no  further  developments. 

Cooperating  Governmental  Agencies*  The  Navajo  Service  at  Tuba  City  offered 
the  us<\  of  a  low  bed  trailer  to  haul  a  bull  dozer  from  Grand  Canyon  to 
Wupatki.  Upon  inspection  the  trailer  proved  unsuitable  for  our  use.  Our 
plan  to  use  a  bull  dozer  was  abandoned. 

Special  Activities!  The  followinf  travel  was  performed  during  the  month i 
one  trip  to  Grand  Canyon  in  connection  with  the  road  maintenance  project, 
one  trip  to  Tuba  City  to  inspect  the  trailer,  one  trip  to  Coolidpe  to 
take  the  Wupatki  pickup  into  the  Headquarters  shop  for  repairs.  At  present 
we  are  u  fling  niokup  1-13620. 

KFS  Inspections!  Assistant  Regional  Director  Davis  and  Forester  Ratcliffe 
on  the  12th.  General  Foreman  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  whase  of  Grand  Canyon  NF  on 
the  15th.  They  were  accompanied  by  Mr.  Carroll  Reeves  enroute  to  resort 
for  duty  at  Ihite  Sands  National  ^onumer.t. 

Spring  Flow i  Wupatki  Spring  shows  a  decided  increase  this  month  with  a 
flow  of  336  gallons  per  day  oompared  to  182  last  month.  As  yet  Heiser 
has  not  increased  its  flow,  having  dropped  baok  to  the  September  figure 
of  2215  gallons  per  day.  It  is  characteristic  of  Heiser  to  show  an  increase 
later  than  Wupatki  Spring. 

,'iork   Accomplished!  Very  little  was  accomplished  during  the  month  besides 
worjc  in  connection  with  the  road  maintenance  and  breaking  in  Upton.  Planned 
for  next  month  is  the  installation  of  an  entrance  treatment  to  Wupatki, 
interpretive  signs,  completion  of  ranger  quarters.

Region  Three,  National  Park  Service* 

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  Aztec  ^uins  for  December  1946. 

WEATHER.  Temperatures  down  to  5  above  sero  with  heavy  snows  in  the  high 
country  to  the  north  have  held  travel  down  considerably*  We  have  had  no 
snow  or  rain  during  the  month. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES.  Banger  Aubuchon  presented  a  short  talk  and  motion 
pictures  of  Boulder  Dam  Recreational  Area  to  the  Parmington  Lions  Club. 

MAINTEKAKCB.  The  concrete  bases  for  the  two  new  manholes  in  the  drainage 
ditch  were  laid.  Some  mud  was  removed  from  the  blocked  pipes.  Drains  in 
the  ruins  were  cleaned  prepartory  to  winter  snow  fall.  Additional  photos 
were  taken  of  ruins  stabilisation  just  completed.  The  residence  sewage 
line  has  given  some  trouble  and  was  cleaned  out  twice. 

National  Park  Visitors.  Superintendent  and  lira.  J.  I*  Enaaert,  Glacier 
National  F ark,'  visited  December  18  and  enjoyed  thoir  first  guided  tour 
thru  a  Pueblo  ruin. 

INTERPRETIVE  Services.  There  were  277  visitors  conducted  on  66  tours 
ihru  the  ruins  and  304  visitors  shown  thru  the  museum. 

INCREASE IN  TRAVEL.  There  were  304  people  in  75  oars  from  23  states. 
Canada,  France  and  Sweden.  Four  visitors  were  members  of  the  armed  forces* 
This  compares  with  198  visitors  in  60  cars  during  December  1945. 

PERSONNEL.  The  Custodian  was  on  ub«I  leave  Nov  26,  27  and  29*  John  A* 
Aubuchon,  Park  Ranger,  transferred  to  Walnut  Canyon  COB  December  6.

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director,  Region  Three. 

There   follows  a   report    of  activities  at   Bandelier  National 
Monument   for  the  month  of  December,   1946* 

Weather  and  Roads 

Extremely  mild  weather  prevailed  throughout  the  month  with  only   one 
light   snowfall  on  the   27th.  and  28th.     Total  precipitation  was   .21 
inches.     Days  were,   as  a  rule,    sunny  and  warm  although  most  nights 
were  cool. 

Undoubtedly  the   most    important    occurrence  concerning   roads  was 
the  designation  as  a  National  Park  Service  approach  road   of  the 
portion   of  State   Highway  Number  4  ^hich  connects  the    Otowi  Section 
with  the  major  portion  of  Bandelier.      If  funds  are  made  available   it 
will  now  be  possible  to  maintain  this  section  of  road   in  passable 
condition  until  such  time  as    it  can  be   reconstructed.     Except   for 
bridges  at  both  ends   of  the  project  the  new  road  from  Otowi  Junotion 
to  pojoaque   is  now  completed  and  gravel  surfaced.     Work  is  progressing 
rapidly  on  the   Pojoaque  bridge   and  as   soon  as   it    is   opened  the  entire 
stretch  oan  be   used,   except   for  a   short  detour   on  the   Otowi  Junction 
end. 

Inspections 

Engineer  Clark  Carroll  accompanied  by  Mr.  Carter,  both  of 
Region  Three   Office,  made  an   inspection   of  the  talus   slope  behind 
the   lodge  buildings  preliminary  to  making   plans  for  drainage  ditches 
that  would  divert  run-off  from  the  slope  and  prevent  damage  to  the 
lodge  buildings. 

Maintenance 

The  McKee  Construction  Company  has  now  finished  all  work  under 
its  contracts   including  new  roofs   on  Residenoe  No.    1  and   2.     It  certainly 
is  a  relief  to  have   so  few  old,    leaky  roofs  to  be  concerned  with  this 
winter o 

All  exterior   openings   on  all  Park  Service  buildings,  with  the 
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exoeption   of  the  Utility  Area,   have  been  given  at   least   one  coat 
of  paint.     The    interior  of  Residence  No,   1  has  been  partially 
redecorated.     It    is   planned  to  continue  this   force  account  work 
throughout  the   winter,  weather   permitting.     Work  has  been   started 
on  replacing   projecting  viga  ends  that   have  decayed.     The   present 
method    is   to  cut    off  the   projecting  end  and  cut  away  all  decayed 
wood  back  to  the  wall  until  sound  material   is  reached.     The   end   of  the 
log    is  then  treated  with  the  wood   preservative   permatox   "A" »   sealed 
with  roofing  compound,  and  a  new  projecting   stub,  also  treated   is 
inserted    in  the   hole   and  cemented    in  placej      It    ir>   hoped  that  this 
method  will  prevent   any   of  the  vigas   from  decaying   so  far  back 
through  the  wall  that   the  oeilin^    or  roof   of  the  buildine    is 
weakened. 

Travel 

421  people  visited  Bandolier  during  December,  coming  to  the  area 
in  llw  automobiles.  100  of  these  cars  were  entering  the  monument  for 
the  first  time. 

30  men   in  military  uniform  visited  the  monument   during  the  month. 

Interpretation 

50  tours  to  the  ruins  were  conducted  by  the  Rangers  with  a 
total  attendance    of   266  people.     Average  duration   of  the   trips  was 
1.12  hours. 

Average  time   spent  by  visitors   in  the  museum  was  considerably 
less   this  month  due   to  the  chilly  temperature  there.     Although  most 
every  visitor  was   anxious  to  see  the  museum,   he  made   his   visit 
rather  brief.      It    is   thought   that  when  we   are   able  to  provide  heat 
in  the  museum,    it  will  be  a  popular  place    in  the  winter  months. 

On  December  6,  the  Custodian  made  a  trip  to  Albuquerque  and 
presented  a   second   program  to  the    School   of   Inter-American  Affiars 
group  at  the  University  of  New  Ltiexico.     About  350  people  were    in 
attendance   and  the   duration   of  the   program  was  about  two  hours. 
Motion  pictures  were   shown  in  connection  with  the  talk. 

On  Sundays  and   other  busy  days  a  fire  was  kept   in  the  fireplace   in 
the   Museum  Lotby.     This   proved  to   offer  deep   satisfaction  to  visitors 
while  they  awaited  trips  to  the   ruins,  visited  the  museum,   and  when 
they  returned   from  their  walk  in  the  brisk,  December  air. 

Numerous   automobile  tracks  to  Tsankawi,  the  Fire    Lookout,   and 
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other  unattended   stations   indicate  that  these   areas  are   receiving 
rather  heavy  visitation,   probably  by  travelers    living   in   local 
vicinities*     It  has  been  found,  also,  that  many  people  hiked   on 
beyond  the   regular  ruins  tour  to  visit  the  Ceremonial  Cave  about 
a  mile  up  the  Canyon* 

Visitors 

On  December    14,   Dr.   Sigmund   Skard,   Professor,   History  of  American 
Literature,   University  of   Oslo,   Norway,   visited  Bandelier.      Vr*    Scoyen 
and   ])r*   Kusbaum  accompanied  him  on  tours    of  the  Taos   and   Santa  Fe 
area  during  the    preceding  two  days  but  did   not  come  to  Bandelier  with 
him.     Dr.  Charles   Deckoninek,   Dean,   Faculty  of  philosophy,    Laval 
University,   Quebec,   P.Q.,  Canada,   visited  this  area   on  December    20tho 

Wildlife 

Deer  continue  abundant  in  Prijoles  Canyon  near  the  headquarters 
area.   It  has  been  noted  that  several  does  have  so  far  been  successful 
in  raising  twin  fawns  that  were  born  last  spring. 

Army  Activities 

The  gas   line  to  Lo6  Alamos   is  nearing  completion  and  cleanup  of  the 
construction  right    of  way  should   soon  start* 

A  minor  conflict  with  the   Armjr  developed  when  we   attempted  to 
repair  the   Ctowi   Section  fenoe    in  Bayo  Canyon.     The  Army  j.uard   post 
is    located  just    inside    our  boundary  and  the  M.P.    on  duty  refused  to 
allow   our  men  to  g«  up  to  the   fence.      It  was  necessary  to  contact   the 
Officer   of  the  Day  and  the   Frovost   Marshal  to  straighten  matters    out.

Administration 


Two  trips  were  made  to  Gallup,  New  lexico  during  the  month  for 
supplies,  equipment,  and  other  Government  business*  Although  such  time 
was  required  for  other  projects.  Visitor  and  contact  work  was  comparative- 
ly light  and  V.'c  managed  to  keep  our  work  up  to  date*   One  trip  was  made 
to  the  Petrified  Forest  in  the  interest  of  obtaining  a  fark  Ranger* 

Soil  and  Moisture 

The  planting  and  revetment  repair  work  in  the  canyons  was  completed* 
around  10,000  willows  and  Luka  reed  were  planted,  and  the  Revetment  at 
Antelope  repaired  and  rebuilt  to  its  original  height* 

Ruins  Stabilisation 

Numerous  small  repairs  were  made  to  the  White  House  ruin  and  Mllows 
were  out  back  a  ways  from  the  structure*  Trees  whose  roots  were  damaging 
the  walls  were  removed*  General  fence  repairs  were  also  made  at  both 
Antelope  and  ^hite  house* 
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Ranger  Servipa 

Mr*  John  S.  Benson  accepted  employment  as  Park  Ranger  and  entered  on 
Duty  December  11*     Tie  were  able  to  obtain  quarters  for  him  temporarily  at 
the  Club  in  Chinle,  but  he  it  unable  to  more  hie  Family  tip  until  suitable 
quareters  are  available*     Mr*  Benson  is  not  new  to  the  Service,  having 
served  in  various  jobs  at  Petrified  forest  National  '  ornament*    We  hope 
to  be  able  to  furnish  him  with  suitable  quarters  without  too  much  delay* 


Visitors 

As  usual,    December  is  a  poor  travel  month  and  people  don't  like  to 
leave  the  main  Highways.       The  roads  have  been  in  good  condition  and 
the  few  who  came  were  able  to  get  full  benefit  of  the  area*     Coir  Travel 
Tear  to  Date  figure  of  251  still  shows  an  increase  over  last  years  214.

The  narrow  bridge  on  highway  07  betw  -en   the  Mon- 
ument and  Coolidge  has  been  widened  and  the  contractors  are  now  in  the  process 
of  filling  in  both  aides  of  the  road. 

either:  Compared  to  other  years,  December  1946,  has  been  an  averrge  one 
in  the  wlley  with  warm  sunshiney  days  and  cold  nights.  An  average  day  ran 
from  75  around  noon  to  29  at  night.  The  maximum  for  the  report  period  was  82 
registered  on  the  4th.  with  a  minimum  of  26  recorded  on  the  17th.  No  precip- 
itation was  recorded  during  the  ,eriod. 

Visitors:  December  1946  -  2705;  December  1945  -  1946;  December  1940  - 
1224.  Travel  year  to  date  1946  -  7816;  Travel  year  to  date  1945  -  6016; 
Travel  year  to  dr.te  1941  -  3924.  The  usual  pre-Christmas  lull  was  noticed 
with  our  travel  dropping  a  little  below  November's.  However  compared  to  Dec- 
ember of  last  year  and  other  years  our  trovel  is  still  w?-y  over  anything  on 
record  here.  The  visitor  is  still  pretty  much  of  the  drop  in  type  as  the  vis- 
itor who  expects  to  spend  tha  winter  in  Arizona  seem  a  to  be  waiting  until 
tfter  the  holiday  season  to  make  his  appearance.

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start,   handicapped  by  lack  of  materials,  principally  bitumen  and  cement,   and 
a  dearth  of  hand  tools.     Tost  r>t  those  lacks  have  been  overcome:   bitwaen  and 
cement  procured,  a  workroom  and  tool  Ftor^ge  prepared  ard  a  sufficient  number 
of  hand  tools  for  the  present  borrowed  from  the  fc'muoent. 

On  the  credit  side  is  the  fee     that  there  seems  to  bo  no  lack  of  Navajo 
labor,     vi'  the  men  hir  d  to  date  three  have  worked  on  the  ruins  stabilization 
program  here  in  previous  years.

In  the  Northwest  section  of  Bonito  are  two  old  wooden  coverings  protecting 
the  remains  of  prehistoric  ro  fing.     The  badly  disintegrated  ano   torn  felt  of 
these  protective  coverings  was  replec  d  with  ■  slate  covered  roll  roofing.     This 
adds  nothing  to  the  appearance  of  th«  ruin  and  is  only  a  temporary  measure 
designed  to  protect  the  prehistoric  material  below  from  ■  eltiug  enow  this  winter*

At   the  38me   time  three  inches 
of  snow  fell  in  the  higher  country  around  Mass  i  Foint.     However  it  soon 
melted  away. 

Inspections.     Highway  Engineer  Miller  stopped  at  Chiricahua  for  8 
few  Hours  on  November  29  and  ^ent  over  the   property  needs  of  the  Monument 
with  the  Custodian  °nd  Road  Man.

Landscape  Architects  AJlerv  Thorr.-f   arrived  at  Chiricahu& 

December  11   and  stayed  until  December  12.     While  here   they  went  over  the 
master  plan  with  the  Custodian,   and  it  was  felt   considerable  w?  s  i  ccomplished. 

Approaches   to  ronumert  Area.     Appro&ch  ror-df  hr^e  ell  regained   in 
good  condition  except   the  Rodeo-Cave  Greek  Hoed.     L>ince  December  11   it  has 
not  been  possible  to   cross  the  mountains  on  this  road  from  this  side   . 
However  n  few  crrs  have  m de  tt  across  when  coming  from  the  other  side.

Roads.  Although  very  rough  in  spots  the  State  Highway  Maintenance  Cress 
hare  been  unusually  active  during  the  past  30  days,  and  both  approach 
roads  are  In  good  condition.  That  is  they  could  be  considered  good  for  this 
part  of  the  country.  More  State  road  work  has  been  promised  after  the  first 
of  the  year. 

K.P.3.  Visitors.  Messrs.  Davis,  Reed  and  King  visited  the  monument  on 
December  11.  An  inspection  was  made  and  administrative  matters  were  discussed. 
The  following  day  a  trip  was  made  to  the  State  owned  monuments  Abo  and  <,uari.i. 
We  are  always  glad  to  see  visitors  from  the  Regional  Office. 

Travel.  Travel  figures  still  continue  to  show  a  decline.  Which  is  natural 
due  to  the  approaching  winter  months.  Instate  visitors  numbered  43  and 
outstate  visitors  £0.  Ibere  were  a  total  of  19  cars  with  instate  numbering 
14  and  outstate  5. 

Guide  and  Contact  Service.  A  total  of  63  visitors  were  conducted  through 
the  ruins  on  19  guided  tours.  The  average  time  spent  by  each  party  was  55 
minuaes.  Total  contact  time  of  17  hrs,  35  mins. 

Maintenance  and  Administration.  Several  days  were  spent  deweeding  rooms  In 
the  mission  and  some  restoration  work  was  done  on  the  walls  of  the  ruins. 
All  monument  signs  and  exterior  woodwork  of  the  living  quarters  were  given 
a  coating  of  linseed  oil.  On  the  morning  of  December  17  the  motor  of  the 
electric  refrigerator  burned  out.  Since  this  is  a  very  old  machine  and  has 
not  been  operating  satisfactory  for  years  action  has  been  taked  to  replace 
it  with  a  new  ice  box.  Other  routine  work  consisted  of  hauling  in  wood, 
repairing  gasoline  pump,  overhauling  air  compressor  on  deep  well  pump, 
repainting  portions  of  the  kitchen  and  repainting  and  relettering  directional 
monument  road  signs.

There  follows  the  monthly  report  of  activities  at  Montesuma  Castle 
Rational  Monument  for  the  month  of  December,  1946. 

Visitors  this  month  -  753 j  travel  year  to  date  -  8,184. 
Visitors  Deoember,  1941  -  425}  travel  year  1941  -  2,054. 

General  December  has  been  an  unusually  busy  month  with  758  visitors 
and  several  speoial  projects.  Among  these  we  have  received  a  seal 
eoating  on  our  mile  of  entrance  road,  a  project  to  re-inforce  a  seotion 
of  eliff  beneath  the  Castle  was  undertaken,  and  considerable  time  has 
been  spent  on  matters  at  Montezuma  "ell. 

Weather  Clear  skies  and  daytime  temperatures  ranging  in  the  sixties 
have  been  favorable  for  travel.  Right  temperatures  drop  a  little  be* 
low  freesing  but  we  have  had  no  particularly  oold  weather.  The  max- 
imum was  74°  and  the  minimum  19°.  The  mean  maximum  was  65.88°  and  the 
mean  minimum  26.88°.  The  run-off  following  a  snow  storm  in  the  high 
country  brought  Beaver  Creek  to  flood  stage  on  November  24  but  In  a  few 
daws  it  deolined  to  normal.  We  received  .09  inches  of  moisture  on 
November  24  and  none  has  fallen  since. 

Administration  A  trip  was  made  to  Prescott  with  Park  Planner  Diehl  to 
confer  with  Mrs.  Mildred  Pain  regarding  Montesuma  Well.  Purchase  of 
the  property  is  being  held  up  pending  the  olearlfieation  of  a  few 
details.  A  preliminary  survey  of  all  boundary  lines  wan  completed  by 
Engineers  Diehl  and  ftradly. 

Maintenance  and  Construction  Seal  coating  on  our  entrance  road  is  now 
complete.  Work  was  to  start  November  26  but  local  surfacing  material 
was  not  satisfactory  and  gravel  was  hauled  from  Phoenix  to  Clarkdale  by 
rail.  This  delayed  work  until  December  10  and  the  project  was  completed 
December  16.  Sixteen  tons  of  RS  liquid  asphalt  were  applied  hot  with 
123  tons  of  pea  gravel  rolled  into  place. 

The  wye  intersection  of  our  road  with  the  county  road  at  our  gate 
was  eliminated  in  favor  of  a  wide-throated  tee.  This  necessitated  some 
grading  and  leveling  and  the  temporary  removal  of  our  general  informa- 
tion sign. 

Numerous  visitors  now  comment  favorably  on  the  excellent  road  that 
leads  to  this  area. 

A  complete  new  refrigerating  unit  for  the  refrigerator  in  Residence 
■o.  2  was  reoeived  and  installed. 
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Two  new  tires  ordered  for  the  piok-up  last  June  were  received  and 
installed. 

Ruins  Protection  On  December  2  stabilisation  work  on  the  weakest  section 
of  the  cliff  in  front  «f  the  Castle  ems  started  by  Archaeologist  Steen 
who  laid  the  rocks.  A  "ftube  Goldberg"  system  of  ropes  and  pulleys 
operated  by  the  pick-up  assisted  in  hoisting  rocks  and  mortar  directly 
from  the  creek  bottom  and  greatly  facilitated  the  work.  A  buttress  using 
eight  pick-up  loads  of  rock  mas  constructed.  The  project  was  suspended 
on  December  11  pending  the  arrival  of  some  sorew  jacks  needed  to  complete 
the  work. 

Wood  Sawing  0^  December  23  our  annual  wood  sawing  project  warn  completed. 
Five  cords  of  wood  were  cut  with  the  aid  of  a  tractor  and  saw.  This  wood 
had  been  hauled  from  the  pine  forest  about  thirty  miles  distant  as  time 

permitted. 

Use  of  msamsaent  Facilities  By  The  Public  There  753  visitors  who  cams  in 
227  oars.  This  is  an  increase  of  30.28  per  cent  over  last  year.  Tickets 
sold,  303;  children  who  paid  tax  only,  23;  children  who  climbed  free,  52} 
armed  forces  who  oliabed,  t%   total  armed  force  members  who  visited  the 
area,  5. 

Contest  Tims  Total  contact  hours,  124}  Hastings,  33}  Lading,  35.75; 
Schresder,  55.25*  Total  trips  through  the  Castle,  91  for  360  visitors. 
There  were  100  groups  in  the  museum  including  323  visitors  who  were 
contacted.  Several  parties  are  known  to  have  seen  the  muse* a  unattended. 
There  were  2  picnic  parties  inoludir.g  16  people  end  one  party  of  two 
camped  over  night. 

Hatisjma}  Park  Service  Visitors  Engineers  Hamilton,  Killer,  Diehl,  Bradley, 
Archaeologist  Steen,  Custodian  Cotter,  and  Architects  Alleman  and  Thomas. 


This  report  brings  to  a  close  a  busy  and  interesting  year  at  this 
monument.  With  our  new  road  and  improved  travel  facilities  everywhere, 
we  can  expect  a  considerable  inorease  in  the  reoord-breeking  number  of 
visitors  contacted  this  year.  It  also  appears  that  Montesuma  Tfell  will 
soon  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  national  Park  Service  and  its 
administration  through  this  monument  will  present  many  new  problems. 
Our  prospects  for  1947  are  bright  and  we  would  like  to  extend  our  best 
wishes  to  all  In  the  new  year.

Visitor  Statistics;  1375  people  arrived  in  366  cars  from  40  states, 
Washington  D.C.  and  Canada.Arlaona  having  the  largest  number, 105. 
Many  of  them  have  been  elderly  people  and  those  not  able  to  climb  to  the  Ruins 
because  of  physical  disabilities.Nearly  all  visit  the  Museum*  337*5  hours  of 
service  were  given  this  month's  visitors  by  Custodian  Gipe  and  Ranger  Bull* 
They  are  very  free  with  the  same  old  complaints  of  the  lack  of  facilities 
here, we  are  a  little  red  in  the  face  after  some  of  them, but  in  this  case,  the 
"Customer  is  right "• 

Park  Service  officials;  Archaeologist  steen  was  here  part  of  two  days, 
November  30  andDecember  l,a  great  many  things  were  discussed  and  decisions 
arrived  at* 

Engineer  Paul  Miller  was  scheduled  to  arrive  December  2, no  reason  given  for  not 
showing  up* 

Landscape  Architects, Alleman  and  Thomas  made  a  short  stop  here, December  15, and  as  man} 
things  as  possible  were  discussed  with  them* 

One  other  very  helpful  visitor  was  Stan  Davis,  of  the  Lollesgard  Specialty  Co*, 
in  Tucson, who  was  here  part  of  two  days, taking  new  pictures  for  tl  e 
Mlnature  Picture  sets* 

Weather;  Sunny  days  most  of  the  month, considerable  high  cloudiness  the 
very  last  part  and  one  hard  freeze  the  night  of  December  20*  No  rain  fell  but 
the  range  is  still  green  and  in  good  condition*  The  lake  Is  coming  up  a  little 
every  day# 

General;  Several  trips  were  made  to  Globe  on  Park  Service  business.  The 
radiator  on  the  pickup  had  to  have  extensive  soldering  as  a  new  one  could  not 
be  obtained, and  a  few  other  repairs  mad  * 

Wood  has  to  be  hauled  again  this  year  from  long  distances, as  all  driftwood  that 
could  be  reached  has  been  used.  I  am  not  able  to  cut  wood  this  fall  and  that  picked 
up  along  the  mesas  is  pretty  poor  stuff.

nument for  the  month  of  December,  1946: 

W3ATHKR  CONDITIONS:  Rainfall  was  below  normal,  with  precipitation  of 
.18  of  an  inch.  High  temperature  of  85  prevailed  on  November  30,  De- 
oember  3,  and  December  4.  The  low  was  24  degrees,  on  December  20. 

:'^T:7xJ'-^:GL:   Extensive  weed  cleanup  on  grounds.   l*«Xj  roofs  a~ain 
were  given  emergency  repairs.  Leaky  packing  on  plunger  rod  in  engine 
house  caused  several  Inches  of  water  to  cover  its  floor,  so  packing 
was  replaced  and  water  drained. 

INTERPRET! V&  SIKVISaS:  1,240  visitors  went  on  192  guided  trips  through 
the  mission  church  and  grounds,  receiving  an  average  of  36.14  minutes  per 
trip.  1,968  visitors  received  combined  Information  and  Interpretation 
Service  in  the  museum  lobby,  patio  garden,  and  view  room.  1,927  persons 
visited  the  museum  exhibits, 

INC3S  USE  OR  DiSCRK.VSg  IN  TRAVEL;   2,075  visitors,  in  603  cars,  Came  to 
Tumacacori.   Again  we  have  broken  a*  all-time  travel  record.  The  next 
highest  December  of  record  was  in  1938,  with  1,723  visitors. 

VISITORS:  December  8  -  Ranger  and  Mrs.  Bert  Lauzon,  of  Grand  Canyon 
National  Park. 

December  23  -  Ranger  and  Mrs.  P.  J.  Shumaker,  of  Casa  Grande 
National  Monument,  with  Mrs.  Shumaker's  parents. 

COOPERATING  QOVmm&fT   AGENCIES:  On  December  6  Paul  Waltx,  F.B.I,  agent 
for  Cochise  and  Santa  Cruz  Counties,  called  to  answer  several  questions 
on  procedure  in  case  we  have  law  violations  which  need  to  be  referred. 

COOPERATING  KON-QOVERHKKMT  AGENCIES;  The  Department  of  Anthropology  of 
the  University  of  Arizona  gave  the  museum  a  set  of  labelled  pottery 
sherds,  which  will  be  useful  in  our  study  collection  for  identifying  and 
dating  sherds  brought  in  fro*  local  prehistoric  sites. 

rJSPKCTIQNS  AND  IN  V.: TIG  ATI  0N3:   On  November  30  Engineer  Paul  MqG.  Miller, 
of  the  Region  Three  Office,  was  in  to  study  road  and  trail  maintenance, 
and  to  go  over  with  us  war  surplus  equipment  needs  for  this  area. 
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WILDLIFE:  On  the  18th  of  December  Bob  Kane,  local  cattleman,  brought 
by  a  lion  which  he  had  killed  up  Peck  Canyon,  only  10  miles  from  Tuma- 
cacori. It  was  an  old  male,  about  seven  feet  long,  approximate  weight 
of  150  pounds,  and  had  been  eating  calves.  We  are  not  so  far  from  wild- 
erness here  as  some  people  might  think. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES;  Tumacacori  was  the  scene  of  a  community  Christmas 
tree  this  month.  Immediately  after  the  visitor  day  closed  on  Christmas 
Eve  we  rang  the  old  bell  in  the  church  tower.  Then  the  local  people 
streamed  in  to  the  grounds,  until  about  250  kids  and  about  75  adults 
were  present.  With  a  large  Christmas  tree  erected  in  front  of  the  church 
and  candles  burning  in  the  niches  of  the  church  facade,  Santa  Claus  gave 
Christmas  stocking* to  the  kids  by  the  light  of  a  big  bonfire,  while  the 
grown  folks  sat  and  stood  around  and  drank  coffee  and  ate  doughnuts,  and 
talked  about  the  good  old  days. 

A.  number  of  local  people  helped  in  arrangements  for  the  ChriBtmas 
party,  although  the  greater  part  of  the  planning  and  expense  was  taken 
care  of  by  Hubert  and  Anne  Kerriweather,  of  the  Baca  Float  Ranch  a  mile 
south  of  the  mission.  The  National  Park  Service  simply  provided  an  ex- 
ceedingly appropriate  locale  for  the  occasion,  welcomed  the  visitors, 
and  kept  a  close  but  inconspicuous  eye  open  for  possible  vandalism. 

Everybody  was  on  excellent  behavior,  and  the  community  seems  highly 
pleased  with  the  success  of  the  party.  Hubert  Merriweather  afterward 
said  he  hoped  the  Tumacacori  Christmas  party  could  become  an  annual 
thing.

Canyon,  and  then  accompanying  them  to  show  the  drivers  how  it  was  done. 

Mr.  Buchenburg  took  falmut*s  radio  batteries  to  upatki  and 
charged  them  with  his  generator,  dines  then,  radio  coxaemieatioa 
with  ffupatki  has  been  good. 

The  air  release  velves  of  water  line  were  packed  in  sawdust, 
most  valves  have  been  frozen  in  the  past  and  mew  have  the  outlets 
capped  to  prevent  leaking.  Most  of  them  should  he  replaced  and  low- 
ered below  ground  level  next  spring*

1  RANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director,  Region  Three: 

December  has  held  up  remarkably  well,  with  travel  talcing  a  jump 
over  all  previous  like  periods.  Good  weather  on  the  whole  may  account 
for  some  increase,  although  a  steady  increase  ror  che  travel  year  is 
shown  by  reports  from  tourist  courts,  hotels,  etc.  Little  rain  has  fallen, 
a  high  of  69  was  reached  on  the  4th  and  6th,  with  a  low  of  8  on  the  21st 
and  22nd. 

An  official  trip  to  Santa  Fe  was  made  the  early  part  of  the  month, 
and  a  new  chapter  was  added  to  White  Sands  history.  On  ray  return  from 
Santa  Fe,  I  brought  v/ith  me  Carroll  A.  Reeves,  our  new  clerk.  No  other 
official  trips  were  made  by  the  Custodian;  but  a  trip  was  macie  by  our 
Operator  General  to  Llarfa,  Texas  for  Army  surplus.  Another  milestone 
in  Yfhite  Sands  history  this  month  is  heat  in  our  museum  i'or  the  first 
time.   It  is  far  from  perfection,  but  the  difference  in  museum  stay  time 
is  certainly  noticeable;  and  I,  myself  and  the  rangers  probably  make  more 
museum  contacts  than  we  did  without  heat. 

Ranger  Steel  left  for  a  vacation  with  both  Virginia's  folks  in 
Oklahoma  City  and  Paul^  folks  in  Arkansas.  Paul  has  given  some  good 
service  and  deserves  a  good  vacation.  In  fact,  the  boys  all  have  been 
taking  the  increase  in  travel  in  good  stride.  We  still  hope  some  day  to 
catch  up  on  repairs  and  maintenance. 

It  is  certainly  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  invite  visitors  into  the 
museum  now  that  we  have  some  heat.  The  results  are  shown,  too,  in  the 
number  of  visitors  to  xhe  museum  and  the  longer  time  spent  in  studying 
the  displays. 

In  the  several  years  I  have  been  at  Vihite  Sands  I  believe  the 
visitor  is  more  appreciative,  and  expresses  that  appreciation  more  than 
ever  before.  Why,  I  cannot  say,  but  it  does  make  us  try  harder  than  ever 
to  please.

Thera  follows  a  report  of  activities  at  ffupatki  Eatioral   i-'onuirent 
during   tha  month  of  December,   1946 » 

Visitors  this  raonthj   116         Travel  Tear  to  datei  490 

Travel i   Visitor  use  shows  an  increase  over   that  of  any  previous   December 
which  is  consistent  with  the  reports  from  ousiness  raen  stating  that  the 
tourist  traffio   Increased  after  the  November  slump.  A  large  proportion 
of  the  visitors  entered  via  Sunset  Crater.   The  new  entrance  marker  at 
Tlupatki  was  not   installed  until  the  19th,   but  many  of  our  visitors  since 
that  date  have  been  attracted  by  the  carved  marker* 

Weather t  Exceptionally  warm  and  clear  during  most  of  the  month  with  a 
minimum  of  precipitation,  A  light   snow  fell  on  the  2'3th,   but  melted  ra  idly, 

load st    The  maintenance   of  the  Vuipatki  road  which  was  started  in  November 
is  practically  oonpleta  at  this  writing.   The  heavy  equipment     and  crew 
returned  to  Grajud  Ga  yon  National    Park  on  "December  20,  although  the  TTavajos 
have  bean  retained  to  do  rook  removal.  A  great  deal  nore  of  the  work  was 
completed  than  we  had  expected  as  a  result   of  the  loan  of  |500  from  Orr an 
Pipe  Gaotus  iiational  Monument*  The  custodians  at  Barulelier  and  Arches 
offered  funds,    but  additional  money  could  not  be  expended  within  the  tiaie 
limit.   Lack  of  adequate  coisture  prevented  doing;  as   nice  a  f  nish  job  on 
the  grading  a6  was   desired.   In  any  event  the  present  road  is  a  great 
improvement  over  the  old   one.  ISith  additional   funds  and  equipment  Is 
should  be  possible  to  maintain  it  in   fair  condition. 

The  entran  e  to  Viupatki   on  Highway  89  has  been  moved  three  miles  north 
and   the  treatment  is  quite  attr  ctivo.    The  oarved   "Thunder bird"  marker 
wa6   ine tailed   on  a  rock  base,  but  the  completion  requires   the   grading  of 
a   turn-out  by  the  highway    Department.    This  has   been   promised    for   the 
coming  month.  ►*. 

Graslngi  The  CO  3ar  cattle  came  onto  the  Monument  ^ecenber  1  ar.d  to  date 
have  averaged  80  head.  A  greater  number  is  expected  Eext  month.  Kirby  is 
still  f  rasing  90  head  on  the  I  orest"  south  of  the  Monument  and  is  hailing 
wat.r   from  Kaiser  Spring. 
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Cooperating  "on-fier  ernmontal  Agencies t  Just  off  the  press  is  a  new 
publication  by  the  Jiujeun  of"  Northern  Arizona,  "The  Sin&gua-  a  Summary 
of  the  Archeology  of  the  Region  of  Flagstaff,  Arizona.*  This  exoe't'l'ent 
work  is  a  recapitulation  of  the  it  or©  important  research  done  by  the 
Kttseum  of  Northern  Arisorta,  and,  of  course,  provider  a  food  deal  of 
Information  at  value  in  our  interpr  tlve  program,  A  copy  has  hewn 
received  for  the  Monument  library* 

Accessions}  Ptroa  surplus  the  following  itens  were  ob  ainedt  two  oil 
heaters,  ohain  hoist,  two  transfer  oases,  gas  hose  and  a  250  gallon 
tmter  trailer. 

NaveJ oe t   Orandpost,  our  local  medicine  man,  is  now  in  jail  in  Flagstaff 
on  the  charge  of  stealing  cattle  from  Joe  Kellam.  He  was  caught  by  looal 
police  officers  with  fresh  beef  and  a  hide  bearing  the  J  Diamond  brand. 
Upon  questioning  he  admitted  numerous  thefts.  No  sentence  has  been 
announced  but  it  is  likely  to  be  quite  severe  for  the  old  man. 

General i  Durin?  a  period  of  two  days  when  it  would  not  interfere  with 
the  road  program  the  two  dump  trucks  were  loaned  to  lalnut  Canyon  to 
haul  coal  from  the  Cow  Springs  Mine.  On  three  occasions  either  Ranger 
Upton  or  I  assisted  Custodian  Scaubien  on   the  coal  hauling. 

The  problem  of  avoiding  a  Christmas  party  for  the  Kavajos  was 
solved  again  w  tho  t  undue  hardship  on  ourselves.  Each  of  the  children 
in  Wupatki  Das in  received  a  gift  of  candy  and  a  few  toys,  the  latter 
being  provided  by  former  Wupatki  visitors  who  have  met  the  Savajoe, 

KPT  Visitors  i   Iftlateaftne*  foreman  Chase  of  Grand  Canyon  made  several 
official  trips  in  correction  with  the  road  maintenance  job.  Maintenance 
Engineer  filler  paid  us  a  visit  at  the  entrance,  but  due  to  the  pressure 
of  other  matters  never  got  beyond  the  first  few  hundred  yards  of  the 
road.  Other  Regional  personnel  on  unofficial  visits  included  Luis 
Gastellum,  Paul  Thomas  and  Carl  Alleman.

(2215  gallons  per  day),  ^ipatki  Spring  has  increased  to  3 | C- r      gpd. 
No  apparent  cuase  for  this  differential  increase.
